Introduction 


“T think it’s time we stop, children, what’s that sound? Everybody look what’s going down.” 
- Buffalo Springfield, For What It’s Worth 


It doesn’t take a whole lot of observation to notice that things aren’t going particularly well in the world today. 
Constantly occurring disasters (both natural and man-made), global monetary manipulation and outright theft, police 
oppression, corporate greed, government surveillance, and numerous wars around the globe combine nicely to make a 
planet that’s always just on the leading edge of complete chaos. Society seems to be slowly unraveling almost on a daily 
basis. So what can a person do about it? Probably not a whole lot, in the big scheme of things. What you can do is to give 
yourself a fighting chance for survival regardless of the conditions around you, and have a little fun while you're riding out 
the storm. You can even go so far as to use the system against itself. That’s the purpose of Gypsies of the New Millennium, 
self-empowering of the individual to facilitate resistance against organized oppression. 


The problem with the system is that it’s just simply broken. It’s been commandeered by various high-level people who 
have manipulated situations to create a climate of constant fear, where people will react emotionally and voluntarily 
surrender their personal freedoms for the illusion of safety - that’s the global picture. It’s becoming what governments 
have aspired to since their creation: absolute control. But fortunately it never lasts, because people will eventually resent 
tyranny. It’s unnatural to the human condition to be enslaved and exploited by anal-retentive psychopaths always trying 
to completely control your every action. All oppressive empires eventually crumble: the Romans, Spaniards, Nazis, 
Russians and the British Empire were all either destroyed, absorbed by other peoples, or diluted to the point of being 
harmless. So don’t worry, their downfall is a sociological inevitability. The main thing is for you to survive the long haul. 


You might ask, how could things manage to get this way? The main point to realize here is that their control over you 
has only worked through your consent — you give them the power. And, as the saying goes, power corrupts. But the whole 
thing is really just an artificial construct. Simply put: authority is only a concept. It sounds pretty arbitrary, but once 
you see this and realize the implications of it, then everything starts becoming clear. Nobody has the right to tell you what 
to do, unless you allow them to. Period. Once you've established your mental autonomy, then it’s natural to start looking 
at both global and local events for what they really are, and not what they’re made to appear to be. The world can take on 
a whole new look; there are possibilities you hadn’t imagined before, and things aren’t quite as hopeless as they used to 
be. Bottom line is that you don’t always have to be a victim of the system - you can fight back. And that’s always a lot 
easier (and safer) by dropping out and becoming nomadic. Freedom always beats self-imposed slavery. 


So why exactly would a person choose the nomadic way of life instead of the safe conventional one? Just take a good 
look around you, read a newspaper or watch the evening news on TV. Home foreclosures are increasing monthly. Jobs 
are scarce because work is outsourced offshore and there’s no industry left in this country. You might find the people 
around you repugnant or dislike the area you live in. Maybe you just want to get a long overdue sense of adventure back 
into your life. You might even be pursued by some persistent hoodlums (with or without uniforms). Another good reason 
might be simply waking up some morning and finding you have no job or a place to live. Let’s face it, sometime life sucks — 
but living doesn’t have to. All you need is the necessary information and the will to use it. 


The biggest obstacle to living the nomadic lifestyle is simply a person’s own mindset. It takes great courage to walk 
away from what appears to be a secure situation and venture out into the unknown. And not everyone has what it takes 
to do this. To see if you qualify, ask yourself these questions and give yourself some good, hard honest answers: 


Am I able to survive without a conventional place to live? 

Can I sustain myself without the apparent security of a regular job? 

Will I survive emotionally without a social-support network of friends and/or relatives? 

Is it possible to live without things like my big comfy chair, 900-channel cable TV and other household niceties? 
Should I go against the wishes of society and not be just another mindless consumer? 


If you honestly answered ‘no’ to all or most of these questions, stop now. Save yourself some problems and give this 
book to someone who could really use it. Simply go back to the herd and relax until it all just hits the fan. You won’t feel a 
thing. But if you think you have the right stuff and are ready to spit in the face of the system, then read on.... 





Chapter 1 — Shelter and Survival 


“A home is not a mere transient shelter: its essence lies in the personalities of the people who live in it.” 
- Henry Louis Mencken 


Shelter protects the individual from the elements of nature and also from both human and animal predators, any of 
which can literally make the difference between life and death. Living can be harsh at the most basic level, but with a little 
planning and ingenuity you can tip the odds nicely in your favor. This chapter is in case you end up without a place to live 
sometime, or get stranded somewhere. It also presents various and creative ways to arrange a place to live. 


First thing is to evaluate your situation and circumstances. Where you are at geographically will determine just how 
you go about finding appropriate shelter for yourself. If you’re by the ocean or a large body of water, move inland or away 
from the water. Find some dry ground as high as possible. If you’re in the mountains, head for a valley that’s protected 
from wind and rain. In the desert, you will have to find shade as soon as possible if you want to stay alive. An urban area 
presents its own unique set of problems, as well as opportunities. Try to arrange it so you’re as invisible as you can be to 
others. If possible, for the short-term, avoid industrial areas and the less desirable sections of town. 


In its most basic classification, a shelter can be either fixed (meaning something that can be constructed, or an 
existing building), or mobile (a vehicle or anything movable). 


The most primitive form of fixed shelter is the lean-to. It is made simply by leaning sticks or boards against anything 
solid and vertical, then covering that with something to enclose an area below. The materials at hand will depend on 
where you are. If you’re in a forest, lean some branches against a tree or large rock. Cover this with a tarp or some small 
branches with the leaves still on. With this and a sleeping bag you can survive nicely, even in winter. In an urban or 
suburban area, materials can be more varied and available. Discarded items like boards, pieces of Styrofoam, signs and 
furniture can be leaned up against an out-of-the-way side of a building to make a place to live. Here it will be important to 
incorporate a bit of camouflage; people won’t bother what they don’t notice. Just make the shelter look like an innocent 
pile of useless junk next to some building. Use imagination well and nobody will even know that you're there. 


It’s also possible to construct a tree house out in a forest or a rural to semi-rural area. This can be any desired level of 
complexity; from a small enclosed space up to a large multi-room complex. There are excellent books available on 
construction methods. This has to be the ultimate back-to-nature step up from a cave. Plus, the entire structure will 
gently sway with a breeze. 


And speaking of a cave, you could always try out one of these with a 17,000 year update over your paleolithic 
ancestors. Modern technology can now make a cave as comfortable as anything conventional. And since it’s underground, 
the energy efficiency is amazing. If you’re not in an area of natural caverns, you could construct a semi-underground 
place like Dan Price describes in his book Radical Simplicity (see Further Reading). This or the tree house could be 
constructed mostly from salvaged materials, and can serve as an interim home base while you wander as you please. 


Squatting is when you inhabit an unused house or structure. Depending on the location, there might be various 
degrees of legal problems involved in doing this. Property “owners” can be notoriously anal-retentive about things they 
think they own (in reality, the government actually owns everything and those alleged owners are really just using it). Your 
social engineering skills and technical inventiveness will help you avoid hassles. Try not to be seen going in and out of the 
place, and vary the times you do this. Don’t turn on lights inside at night, or use the fireplace. Don’t do anything to attract 
attention to yourself to let someone know you’re even there. One constructive thing you can do is try to clean up the place 
a bit. This makes living there nicer for you, and if you are discovered the owner could take this into account and maybe 
even offer you a job (it’s happened). On the other hand if the owner’s an asshole about things, just grab your stuff and run 
like hell. And if you think it’s appropriate or necessary you could always come back and trash the place anyway. 


Another type of fixed shelter is housesitting. Here a certain amount of social engineering is needed before someone 
will let you stay in their home when they’re not there. You might happen to meet just the right people and fall into a 
situation like this. Also, your skills at fixing things, painting or landscaping will help you find and keep gigs like this. Doa 
good job once and youll be mentioned to friends who might need your services later. 


Similar to this is having wealthy friends that own a cabin up in the mountains. Most people like this will only use it a 
few days a year, and the rest of the time it just sits empty. Here, again, your mechanical and social skills will come in 
most handy. Your friends could be persuaded that it’s in their best interest for you to hang around the cabin for extended 
periods of time. While you’re there you could do needed repairs, painting or some foliage clearance. Every cabin will have 
something that needs to be done to it, in one form or another. Usually, just the fact that somebody will be present in the 
cabin is enough to get you into the place. Security is always a problem with a cabin, and your friends will feel real good 
about your being there. Plus, anything you do repair-wise will guarantee you continued access in the future. 


A warehouse can provide a group of people or a commune with a sizeable place to inhabit. And it can be subdivided 
internally to even give people a reasonable amount of privacy. Other unusual structures that could be converted to living 
spaces are old manufacturing buildings, barns and silos on a farm, old subway tunnels, metal cargo containers, 


abandoned concrete structures, and even decommissioned nuclear missile silos. Your only real limitations are imagination 
and financial resources. Social networking can alert you to potential structures to fix up. 


Mobile shelter has certain advantages over fixed shelter. Mobility is the core of the nomadic experience, and with a 
vehicle you can carry a lot more stuff with you to make your life easier and more convenient. The other side of the coin is 
you need to put gas in it and keep it working. But having wheels gives you geographic mobility, so it all balances out. 


A car is the most basic vehicle to use. Some are quite inexpensive and relatively cheap to run. Just like anything else, 
you get what you pay for. Just try to get something within your price range that doesn’t look like a wreck; the worse it 
looks the more noticeable it is. Go for something that’s average looking, maintained easily and nicely forgettable. 


As far as sleeping in the car, this works only if you’re less than average height (around 5’ 6” or less). Otherwise you 
won't fit comfortably in a back seat, unless you naturally sleep in a fetal position. One way around this is to make use of 
the trunk. Some cars have rear seats that fold down to access the trunk. Then all you need is some way to cover the back 
seat so nobody can see you there. Here you have to get a little creative. Some SUVs have what looks like a shade that folds 
out sideways to protect things. Just get one of these from a junkyard and install it in the car. You'll have to figure out 
some way to latch it to the front seat so it stays. Then hop in the back and pull the shade over to get some privacy for the 
night. Another way to cover the back is to have a couple of pieces of plywood or very thick cardboard that stretch from the 
back to the front seat just below window level. Paint these black or a suitable color to match your interior, and install 
brackets for them to rest on. Making the cover in two pieces makes it easier to break down and store, or you could have 
one that folds up. Just use your imagination. 


SUV’s can easily be converted into mobile living units. Just get the back and side windows tinted dark or put up 
curtains so you have some privacy. A large curtain behind the driver’s seat and you’re in business. These vehicles are 
quite common in the suburbs, so they won’t attract too much attention for one night. 


The van is the simplest vehicle to convert for nomadic use. This is extensively covered in chapter 8. 


Just about anything large and mobile can be upgraded to living on the road. Where you decide to park it occasionally 
will determine just how practical a particular vehicle will be. For instance, an RV or bus can’t be parked in a residential 
area very long without some police meddling. But they will work on the open road camping at rest stops and a while in 
industrial areas (not always the best part of town). And as always, the less noticeable the vehicle the better. Try to find out 
as much as you can about the towns you intend to stay in for any length of time. One advantage of an RV is it has its own 
functioning bathroom. That might not sound like an earthshaking advantage, but after a few years on the road you will 
develop an appreciation for such luxuries. Just take that into consideration when you’re choosing a home on wheels. 


Nomadic homes don’t need not be limited only to terrestrial vehicles. A houseboat can give you access to a good deal 
of the Midwest and Eastern parts of the country by way of major rivers. Even a small one will give you freedom to travel on 
rivers transversing several states. Sailboats are commonly used as homes; with these you can travel all over the planet - 
think of the film Waterworld. Or, if you have an extra million sitting around, get an airplane or jet and fix it up to live in. 


Whatever kind of place you fix up, do try to incorporate renewable energy sources like solar, wind or photovoltaics. 
So, regardless of your economic situation, there is always some place you can arrange to crash out in. And you might 


be amazed at how much more money you have in your pocket by not paying somebody hundreds (or thousands) of dollars 
in rent every month. You'll find you didn’t really need that big place after all. Home is mostly a state of mind. 





Chapter 2 - Food 


“Bear in mind that you should conduce yourself in life as at a feast.” 
- Epictetus 


Food and water are an obviously major factor in a person’s survival. Without them you’re history - period. The main 
concern in respect to these is procurement and storage, plus general nutrition. 


When you’re nomadic for any length of time your diet will adjust accordingly, toward food that is less perishable and 
more transportable. Nuts, trail mixes, peanut butter and dried fruits need no refrigeration and will last for weeks or 
months. Canned goods can last for months and even years. Fresh fruit should also supplement your diet, but will have to 
be consumed within a few days of obtaining it. Bottled juices will last for weeks, provided they aren’t opened. Even milk 
can stay good for three to four days without refrigeration, depending on its temperature. You should also drink several 
glasses of the purest water you can find each day. 


Since the nomadic life can occasionally be stressful, it will be in your best interest to follow some basic nutritional 
guidelines. Keep your body in the absolute best condition you can under the circumstances, you'll need it later. 
Remember the food-groups pyramid from school? It still works. At the base is 6-11 servings of bread, rice, cereal or pasta. 
Second level is 3-5 servings of vegetables with 3-4 servings of fruits. Third level is 2-3 servings of milk, yogurt and cheese 
with 2-3 servings of meat, fish, poultry, beans, eggs, soy and nuts. At the top is occasional sweets, fats and oils - used 
sparingly. Try to stick to this regimen daily, if you possibly can. Also, you can do half these amounts and still survive well. 


At some time or another you may be faced with the prospect of having little or no food and no means to buy any. Time 
for some creative survival techniques. Most supermarkets throw out all kinds of bread and produce, mostly late at night 
or on certain days of the week. The large coffee houses do the same with rolls and bread. Better-quality restaurants also 
toss out quite a bit of customer leftovers. When you’re faced with the reality of possible malnutrition or starvation, you 
can overcome your pride and master the art of dumpster-diving. Youll be surprised what you can do with the right 
motivation (nomadism will definitely build character). When you check these establishments’ dumpsters, it’s best to vary 
your schedule. Don’t be predictable. And one important thing, take only what you really need. Others may need some as 
well. You might even be able to swap tips with them on where to find other food, if you choose to do so. 


Soup kitchens in major cities can provide a person with at least an edible (and usually hot) meal. Ok, so your dining 
clientelle might not exactly be the most interesting or fragrant people you’ve known, but it will keep you alive and save 
you money. If this is part of a Rescue Mission or religious charity, it might also have a bag of food you can take with you, 
showers, a place to sleep or even health services — all at no cost. Check on the internet or in the phone book (yes, they still 
exist) under Social Services for the city or county. Keep a list of these as you travel, and use them whenever you’re in the 
area again. Always be friendly to the servers, smile and thank them; most are volunteers and are genuinely nice people. 
You could even offer to help occasionally with serving the meals or moving boxes of food. They can also give you leads on 
odd jobs and other money-making opportunities. 


There may be times when the dumpsters will yield very little to eat. Maybe they’ve been mined already that night or 
nothing got thrown away. Sterner measures may be called for to insure survival: extralegal food procurement. If any of 
you have strong moral convictions or a belief in karma, you might want to skip ahead a few paragraphs. Ok now, stealing 
is not something to be taken lightly (no pun intended). It is considered a crime and will cause problems if you’re caught. 
Please use it only as a last resort and exercise a little judgment and discretion. For you brave (or desperate) souls left, 
here are a few tried and true methods from some seasoned experts. 


First, dress for success. The easiest place to stash stuff is right inside the front of your pants. They should be a little 
baggy, not too tight. Even shorts will work. Underware is important here. Boxer shorts don’t work because things will slip 
down your pant leg. Get some briefs with the short legs or some that are nice and snug. Your shirt or top should be one 
size larger than you usually wear - if you wear a medium, get a large. It can be a little baggy, but too much will attract 
attention. Don’t wear bright colors or have any large design or writing on it. Leave the shirt out of your pants, don’t tuck it 
in. Wear comfortable shoes in case you have to haul ass out of there. Look low-key and very forgettable. 


Second, scope the place out when you first walk in. Notice first if the store uses magnetic pickup coils. These are the 
large strange-looking structures that you walk through when you first enter the store. If they do, then the high-dollar 
vitamins and pharmacy items (over $15-20) will probably have magnetic stickers, either on them or in the box. These will 
be either flat silver labels about 1” square having a coil design on them or plastic UPC stick-ons 1” x 3/8” and about 
1/16” thick. Next, notice where the security video cameras are. They will usually be at the end of an aisle about 8-12 feet 
high on the wall, or they can also be at various places on the ceiling. Find an area that’s not within camera range and 
simply peel the stickers off and discreetly discard them behind something or visit their bathroom and flush down a toilet. 


Pick up your basket or cart and stroll down the aisles, again checking the positions of the security cameras. Go 
around and gather what you need, plus one or two inexpensive items to actually pay for at the counter. Don’t linger too 
long at this, it will attract attention. Find a spot where you can’t see any cameras - remember, if you can’t see a camera, it 
can’t see you. A prime place to do this is the dog and cat food aisle. This almost never has a camera on it (who the hell’s 
going to shoplift dog food?). Another good spot is the frozen food freezers with doors — just act like you’re in reaching for 
something. Then, making sure that nobody else is in the aisle to see you (or better yet, stoop down to appear like you’re 


looking for something), lift your shirt enough to slip an item down your pants. Do this quickly and in one smooth motion. 
Repeat as necessary. Suck in your gut and discretely adjust the load so there are no obvious bulges showing. Be content 
with getting only 2 or 3 items. Don’t get greedy. You can always go to another store to finish out your shopping list. 


Obviously not everything in the store can be obtained this way. The most practical items will be cheese, hot dogs, 
some vegetables, flat bread or tortillas and small pharmacy items. Eventually, with a little practice, one can move up to 
steaks, frozen dinners, flat containers of deli items, and small boxes of cereal. Other items that could conceivably be 
obtained as well are batteries, hygeine items, condoms, vitamins, DVD’s and books. Just look for those magnetic strips. 


One more thing on this subject, don’t use this technique on the small ‘Mom and Pop’ stores. Employ it only on the 
large multinational chain supermarkets; they can afford the loss, and they probably deserve it anyway. Don’t feel sorry for 
them at all, they’re part of the general problem (how much has your food bill gone up in the last few years?). And just to 
add insult to injury, when you’re in these big chain supermarkets, make sure you get one of their savings cards that they 
offer. This way you save money on what you do purchase. Here’s what you do: Next time you’re at the checkout stand and 
they ask you for a card, say “I don’t have one, but can you give me a card now so I can save money today?”. They always 
say yes, and give you a card and a form to fill out. Tell them you just moved here and you’re real busy and don’t have time 
to fill it out right now, but would be glad to bring it back later. This never seems to be a problem for them; after all, they’re 
getting a new customer. Then just leave with your new card and drop the application in the trash on the way out. Get a 
new card every 3 or 4 months to discourage any kind of paper trail, and just to mess with the system or bog it down. 


Food preparation can be a little challenging on the road, depending on your resources. The easiest way to warm up 
leftovers is simply to heat them on your vehicle’s engine, it produces plenty of heat anyway. Wrap food up in aluminum 
foil or put in a suitably sturdy metal or ceramic container (not glass or a zip-lock baggie) and place somewhere convenient 
in the engine compartment for about 45 minutes to an hour and a half. Do this only when you’ve stopped; trying to heat 
things up while you’re moving doesn’t work because too much air is flowing through the engine compartment - plus it 
could fall out while you’re driving. A high-tech way to heat food is a solar cooker. While you’re stopped, set your food (in a 
baggie or on a plate) on your vehicle’s roof in the sun and place a good-sized glass bowl over it. After an hour or two it will 
be piping hot, and it didn’t cost a cent of energy to use. That’s also just that much money the utility company didn’t get 
from you — something always in your best interest. Another great method is to just simply walk into a convenience store, 
heat your food in their microwave, and leave. Buy something only if you need it. 


The particular method for storing food will depend mostly on what is being stored. A small box or plastic tub will keep 
things organized and in one place. A sealable tub will discourage insects from making a home there; however, fruits stay 
freshest if they’re allowed to breathe. Start collecting various containers like jars and boxes and experiment with what you 
need to carry with you. Find what works best for your situation, but always try to keep a little extra food with you for 
emergencies or lean times. 


As far as water goes, the ultimate type to get is directly out of a cold mountain stream. It’s energized, and has a taste 
like nothing else — besides having all kinds of natural minerals. Next time you drive over a mountain pass, fill up several 
gallon containers from a stream by the road for later use. Short of this, you'll probably have to settle for bottled water. 
Find a place that sells water in bulk and fill up the largest container that you can carry around with you practically. Glass 
or ceramic are best; but weigh more than plastic, which could have things leach out of it into your water. Make sure the 
water is distilled or has been run through reverse osmosis. Water out of a tap is the last thing you want to drink if you 
want to stay healthy. It could (depending on how bankrupt the particular city is) contain microorganisms, heavy metals, 
and flouride, which is erroneously claimed to prevent tooth decay and known to calcify your pineal gland. Just one more 
of the ongoing processes that’s attempting to dumb-down the population to make them more servile and easier to control. 


The Level 7 event at the Fukushima Daiichi Nuclear Power Plant in Japan following the [either natural or artificial] 
earthquake and tsunami of March 11, 2011 has been spewing radioactive material into the Pacific Ocean for several years 
now. Since all the oceans on this planet are connected, you might try to limit your ocean fish intake to what you feel 
comfortable with. To head off any potential contamination problems, take some supplemental iodine to keep the iodine- 
131 out of your thyroid gland and use apple pectin to leach the cesium-134 and cesium-137 out of your bones. 


The planet’s air, food and water are packed with poisons that have been placed there by industry, agribusiness 
conglomerates, and other destructive groups. Keep yourself safe from these predators with some forethought and action.

Chapter 3 - Health 


“Health is a state of complete harmony of the body, mind and spirit. When one is free 
from physical disabilities and mental distractions, the gates of the soul open.”

Health is a very important concern of the nomadic lifestyle, since the nomad is almost always completely responsible 
for his own health. Which is just as well, since modern allopathic medicine appears to be both greedy and incompetent — 
most of the time they treat symptoms rather than find the actual cause of the problem. This produces hundreds of 
thousands of people that continue to be unwell or diseased which the system is then able to continuously exploit for 
millions of dollars a year; not to mention all those that die needlessly from this erroneous process combined with deadly 
side-effects of unnecessary medication. Doesn’t sound particularly helpful for the general public, does it? 


The main points in health are: get regular exercise, eat sensibly, keep your stress level as low as possible, get some 
sunlight on a regular basis, keep yourself reasonably clean, and try to avoid activities that you know could be self- 
destructive (or at least keep them to a minimum). 


Getting regular exercise can be as simple as just getting out and walking around the block once or twice a day, or 
involved as buying a membership at a local gym with full facilities. A good number of nomads do this latter option, since it 
gives you regular access to a shower and other facilities (sometimes 24 hours a day) — but that usually involves money. 
Another method of exercise would be volunteering for trash pickup around town, or even just going ahead and doing it 
(wonder how long it will be until that’s illegal?). Another exercise method is doing odd jobs for people along the way, just 
make sure you get cash for it (no checks, the bank will steal some of your money for the privilege of cashing it). 


Eating was mostly covered in Chapter 2. Additionally, you should take vitamin supplements as necessary; a good 
multi-vitamin (with as many trace minerals as possible), fish oil, garlic, and vitamins C and E should keep you in decent 
shape. Ginko biloba can help maintain peak mental functions. Reading books, doing some kind of crafts or art, and 
solving crossword puzzles helps with this, too. The brain is like a muscle, you need to stretch it occasionally to keep it in 
shape. Also, glucosamine is good for your joints. And eat a lot of foods containing antioxidants to neutralize free radicals. 


Stress is an unfortunate result of our modern complex society. And the nomadic lifestyle has its own unique sources 
of stress: constantly being on the move, not always having enough food, harassment from cops and other miscreants, and 
hostility from people in general (“they hate us for our freedom”). Unless you’re a complete hermit, it will be almost 
impossible to avoid some stress on at least an occasional basis. There are many ways to relieve stress: jogging, playing 
sports, sex or other physical activities are some active methods of stress relief; passive ways would be meditating, reading 
a book, aromatherapy, herbal ingestion, listening to music, or enjoying the sunshine in a park. Just find what works best 
for you and incorporate as necessary. Generally, longevity would seem to be inversely proportional to stress. 


Sunlight is necessary to the health of nearly all living things on this planet. It helps your body produce vitamin D, a 
compound essential for the health of your bones and bloodstream. If you can, just step outside and soak up around 15 
minutes a day during a walk around the block or something. Don’t overdo it, the air’s probably crap anyway. 


A primary portion of health is hygiene - this involves mostly cleanliness and waste disposal. Finding a shower on the 
road can occasionally be challenging, at best. Probably the easiest way to do this is to shower at a college or university 
gym. Dress preppy, put your shower stuff in a good backpack, and just walk in like you own the place. More times than 
not, this doesn’t present a problem. If you look like you belong some place, people usually won’t think anything of it. You 
could also dig out that old college ID card to bluff your way in if you’re challenged by some power-obsessed dweeb - social 
engineering skills will definitely help here. Don’t leave a mess afterward and nobody will know you were ever there. Truck 
stops on major highways will gladly sell you a shower for $8-12; and there are times this cost can be reasonably justified. 
Alternatively, when you’re travelling in the sticks you can make use of a stream or river, just watch the current. Portable 
solar showers are inexpensive, but don’t hold much water. And then there’s always the possibility of slipping into a 
carwash and showering, just hope they’re not getting the wax option. And, as a last resort, have some baby wipes along to 
take care of the essentials — you'll appreciate these the more you’re on the road. 


Waste disposal mostly takes a little forethought and preparedness. Having a large-lid 2-quart plastic bottle (like what 
orange juice comes in) works great for urination. You gals out there will need a collection accessory with that to make this 
work —- a plastic funnel from the hardware store will do nicely (this is how it’s done at Burning Man). Just make sure to 
empty this somewhere discrete or, depending on the situation, useful. A puddle of urine placed strategically can definitely 
make a social statement, especially if somebody has earned it by acting discourteous or inappropriately (everything has its 
use). Solid waste requires a little more inginuity. Here you can get as fancy as your creativity and resources allow. For 
emergencies, any sizeable large-mouthed glass jar (mayonaise or pickles come in these) and a little practice will do quite 
well. A large zip-lock bag will even do in a pinch. For disposal, just place in a paper bag and drop in the trash; or apply 
like the liquid message previously mentioned. These are mostly emergency measures when nothing else is available. 
Normally, restrooms in fast food restaurants will serve this function nicely; they can also furnish toilet paper or paper 
towels to go if necessary. Their air fresheners can also furnish batteries once in a while. Here, again, don’t leave a mess to 
draw attention to your visit. Drop in and out like a shadow. 


Try not to use any prescribed psychiatric drugs, unless they’re justifiably necessary for some organic condition. You’re 
probably better off using some herb or other natural product. Nature doesn’t have side effects when used properly. 


Don’t get any of those “recommended” vaccinations that the medical cabal says you should have. They contain 
mercury and other poisons, plus they could cause autism, Alzheimer’s, loss of fertility and even death. They could even 
give you the disease they’re supposed to protect you from. How insane is that? Do some research on the internet and see 
what’s really in those deadly syringes - then just say no. The vaccines regarding the Human Papilloma Virus seem to be 
particularly debilitating to young women, and can cause a myriad of health problems. They’re just not worth the risk. 


When it comes to potentially self-destructive activities, this is something you have to determine for yourself as an 
adult. I’m talking about things like cigarette smoking, extreme sports, excessive alcohol and psychoactive compound 
usage, continual barhopping, bank robbery, and similar activities. Moderation, as usual, is the key. 


And since you’re on your own, you at least need to know something about first aid in case of an accident. Find a 
decent book on the subject at any good used book store; one published by the Red Cross is ideal. Try to acquaint yourself 
with how to stop bleeding, counteract accidental poisoning, set broken bones, help someone that’s gone into shock, deliver 
a baby, and other possibly life-threatening situations. You could save someone else’s life (if you determine they’re worth 
the time) as well as your own. The more general medical knowledge you have, the better you'll be prepared for anything 
that happens along the way -— it’s a good marketable skill to have on the road. Most anything medical short of surgery or 
pulling a tooth can be done yourself. There are a lot of self-sufficiency books out there that can acquaint you with what 
you need to know (check with Further Reading below). Just get yourself in the frame of mind to do it yourself, instead of 
relying on others to do it for you — a good thing to carry over into other phases of your life as well. Just try to avoid doctors 
and the allopathic medical industry as much as possible - they attempt to maximize profits for themselves and the 
pharmaceutical industry. Doesn’t say much about the Hypocritic (er, Hypocratic) Oath. Avoid these charlatans like the 
plague, you'l live longer. And anytime they disrecommend or rail about something (like garlic or vitamin supplements) do 
the exact opposite. Somewhere along the line they’ve forgotten that they’re here to assist our health, not degrade it. Check 
out some of the internet material from Mike Adams “The Health Ranger”; his advice is well-researched and extremely 
relevant. He’ll point out when these snakes are lying or trying to mislead you. 


Even a superficial knowledge of herbs and plants can be a good thing to know. There are a lot of interesting and 
useful plants on this planet, and the medicinal applications along with the potential food value can occasionally come in 
handy. Governments have deemed certain plants “illegal” to own — how can it be a crime to own a living plant? Some 
persons might simply ignore this oppression and follow their conscience and principles as they see fit. This can apply to 
many facets of a person’s life as well. Let freedom be your guide, don’t compromise your beliefs for the illusion of security. 


Follow these guidelines and you can add years to your lifespan, plus feel a lot better and enjoy yourself more. Isn’t 
that really what life’s about anyway? 
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Chapter 4 — Security 


“They that can give up essential liberty to obtain a little temporary safety deserve neither safety nor liberty.” 
- Benjamin Franklin 


A person’s security is maintained at two levels: personal and social. The former is at the most basic instinctual level 
(life and death) and includes the people in your immediate vicinity that you interact with directly. This could be friend or 
foe at any given time, and it frequently changes depending on the situation. The latter is the level of how you protect your 
privacy from a hostile society in general and certain people, governments or organizations in particular. 


Personal security is an unfortunate facet of a society that appears to be growing more violent all the time as it spirals 
out of control. To the nomadic person this is an even more immediate and direct concern of daily life than it is to the 
average unenlightened person. There are a reasonable number of potentially dangerous individuals prowling around out 
there at any given moment, but with a little forethought and applied creativity you can easily protect yourself from them. 


The most basic way to do this is just simply to use some common sense (something that’s definitely lacking in human 
beings these days). Try not to get yourself into situations that could be dangerous in the first place. I know this sounds a 
little arbitrary; but a lot of you do like to occasionally live life on the edge, and sometimes it doesn’t always work out in the 
best way. Things to avoid would be hanging around in a park or the wrong side of town in the middle of the night. Any 
area where you seem racially out of place would be somewhere not to be after dark, or quite possibly even during the 
daytime as well. The downtown and industrial areas of any large city could also fall into this category. Also, try to use a 
little discretion about the people you associate with. Always trust your instincts. If a situation doesn’t feel right, leave. 
Simple as that. You can always analyze things later, but at least this way you'l be alive to do it. 


You can choose to interact with people in general to any level you want; from sociable hostess to total recluse. Each 
will have its advantages and disadvantages, along with levels of security you'll have to deal with. Obviously, the hermit out 
in the desert will have to worry more about danger from wild animals than he will from muggers. Things are pretty 
straightforward out there. Conversely, as an urban nomad you'll have to be wary of people trying to gain your confidence, 
spike your drink, and rip you off or take advantage of you. Just trust people only as much you feel comfortable with. 


There may come a time when somebody will try to do some bodily harm to you, or worse. For those of us who grew up 
in nice, safe middle to upper-class homes, this has never even been an issue. There was a time (not really that long ago) 
when people didn’t even lock the doors to their house at night. Well, that time’s long gone. These days, people could even 
be attacked in broad daylight for no apparent reason. The main point here is for you be realistic about things, and to lose 
your 1950’s Leave It To Beaver mindset. Put simply, you may be forced to cave in some lowlife’s skull with a hammer some 
day to keep him from killing you. I guess it comes down to whether or not you think you can actually do that. What do 
you do when it comes down to either you or him? Having to think about it when it happens could cost you your life. 
Naturally, you don’t need to obsess about this all the time, just be aware of it and be determined to use it if you have to. 
But you shouldn’t violate any of your own principles on account of it. Despite everything, we at least need the semblance 
of being civilized - otherwise why even bother at all? 


However, a few words about self-defense might be in order. The objective here is to disable or distract the attacker so 
you can escape to safety - if you want to come back and bash his face in later with a 2-by-4, that’s up to you. There are 
several areas on the male body (most of these can work on aggressive women as well) that can cause pain if impacted 
properly: eyes, ears, groin, under the chin, and solar plexis. If someone grabs you from behind, sink your teeth into their 
arm. Use any method you can to get away. Go ahead and fight dirty, it’s your life we’re talking about here. 


It might not hurt to have a few assorted weapons on hand, just in case. Stashing a good-sized knife or some pepper 
spray under your car seat might come in handy some day. You can also do some damage with an 18” to 24” chunk of '” 
rebar iron if necessary. It also might be nice to familiarize yourself with various firearms if you can. Go to a shooting range 
with your buddy occasionally to keep your reflexes sharp. There are a lot of good books out there on improvized weapons 
as well. Or, if you prefer a more passive approach, learn Kung Fu or Tai Quan Do to make yourself a weapon. Either way, 
always remember that tyrants prefer unarmed peasants. So why make it easy for them? 


Protecting your privacy from society as much as possible is a very prudent thing to do these days, especially in view of 
the constant invasion it receives from corporations, financial institutions and intrusive government agencies. There are 
also certain global organizations that have been significantly influencing social policy (and consequently undermining 
your security and privacy) for several decades: the Council on Foreign Relations, the Trilateral Commission, the Bilderberg 
Group, the Club of Rome, and the Tavistock Institute for Human Relations. Do an internet search on these snakes, but 
don’t be fooled by their seemingly-innocuous home pages. They’re dedicated to the downfall of your way of life - pure and 
simple. And they’re making use of your tax dollars to do it. Another good reason to drop out of the system. 


Despite all this, there are methods you can use to help insulate yourself. There are also excellent books on protecting 
your privacy and arranging new identification (see the Further Reading chapter later). Knowledge is power. 


First and most important, never receive your mail where you live or will ever physically be at for any length of time. 
This gives you one degree of separation from society in general. Officials always consider it so important for you to have an 
address, so naturally that’s the last thing they need to get (remember, they work for you, not the other way around). A 


Post Office box or mail drop address will thwart plans for anyone to find you at any given time for their convenience. It’s a 
good investment in personal freedom. Some Homeless Services will provide you with an address either for free or for a 
nominal charge. Check around for the best deal in your area. Once you have this, link everything to that address — 
especially your driver’s license. Never forward your mail. You’re just giving away your new address, and contributing to a 
traceable paper trail. Don’t make things easy for those who might try to intrude in your life. 


Deal with banks only when it’s absolutely necessary to cash a check. They always require way too much personal 
information and a thumbprint just for the privilege of using your money. Also, never give them your Social Security 
number. Don’t have a checking account, always use cash. More about thieves called banks later in chapter 7. 


Get rid of your credit cards, they leave a very simple paper trail to follow and can be easily hacked to get your 
personal information - especially those new ones that have RFID chips in them. Interesting note: you can put anything 
that has an RFID chip in the microwave for several seconds to disable them — it permanently fries their circuitry. 


Always use those cheap disposable phones you can buy, or use a calling card at a pay phone (another endangered 
species). Never have a land-line phone where you live. A cell phone billed to your mail drop address is second-best on this. 
Watch what you say on a cell phone - everything is recorded these days. Same thing on the internet; emails and sites 
visited are recorded and stored. Use discretion. Or just access sensitive material at a library computer; but don’t use your 
library card number, access it as a guest. Don’t do it if they require ID to use it, and let them know that you find their 
policy objectionable. Never hook your own computer into their system, either. The library network knows your computer 
name, and will tag everything you do with who you are. 


Here’s a few more high-tech weak spots: The new flat-screen TV’s have a video camera built into the front; to make it 
useless just put some electrical tape over it. Same with the camera and microphone built into your laptop computer. 
Smart phones are a complete invasion of your privacy: all calls are recorded, your position is continually tracked, and the 
microphone can be remotely activated even when the phone is turned off. To defeat this intrusion, just remove the battery. 
Any new car or van that has On-Star or something similar can be accessed to pick up sound inside the vehicle. The 
engine can also be disabled and the doors unlocked remotely through the same circuitry. Keep this in mind when you’re 
thinking about a new vehicle. Feel free to give obscene gestures to surveillance cameras; then at some other time they 
could conceivably have their lenses either covered or spray painted to render them useless. These new “Smart Meters” 
that replace the old power meters on your house keep tabs on specifics of your power usage. They also connect to other 
Smart Meters in the neighborhood through their own radio-based wifi system. This is ripe for eventual abuse, if it isn’t 
happening already. On the internet, Google and Facebook essentially have direct connections to the intelligence 
community, so use discretion about what personal information you put on them. Better yet, don’t use them at all. Also, 
the magnetic stripe on a credit card can be scrambled or destroyed by a strong magnet. 


A few other skills and knowledge sets you might teach yourself: surveillance systems basics, lockpicking, car lock 
defeating and hotwiring, plus seruptitious house window entry. These just might come in handy in the near future. 


Remember, the more low-tech you make yourself, the less they control you. Be like the wind and they can’t touch you. 





Chapter 5 - Social 


“We do not have to visit a madhouse to find disordered minds; 
our planet is the mental institution of the universe.” 
- Johann Wolfgang von Goethe 


It should be pretty obvious to most people that today’s society isn’t exactly in the best of shape. A good deal of the 
time, socially, it might even appear like it’s You against Them - and then again it might actually be this way. Anyway, 
unless you plan to live under a rock out in the middle of nowhere, you’re going to have to deal with people at least once in 
awhile. So you might as well develop some social skills to get what you need or want in life, and your key to this is called 
social engineering. This can take the form of anything from simple persuasion of one individual to outright manipulation 
of groups (or even nations) of people to obtain an objective. This could be for personal, financial or social gain. 


People are individuals that have emotions and have had experiences in life which have shaped their personalities and 
direct their reactions to external stimuli. They act on both a conscious and subconscious level. A good deal of these 
reactions are quite predictable and can be used to your advantage. Many professions depend on and exploit these daily: 
teachers, cops, politicians, moms, salesmen, office managers and confidence men, to name a few. 


A person’s body language is a window directly into that person’s personality. Their posture, facial expressions and 
subtle movements can tell you an amazing amount about their inner psychological workings. For example, if you’re sitting 
across the table from somebody, exactly how they sit will essentially tell you how they feel about you at this moment. 
Leaning away from you probably means either they’re strongly independent or outright opposed to you, straight up means 
they’re neutral, and leaning toward you means they’re listening and probably open to any suggestion you might have. It’s 
best to determine this status before proceeding forward with any other phase of socializing. Naturally, body language can 
also work actively to your advantage strategically. You can consciously do a posture or gesture artificially to appear like 
you’re doing something else and influence the other person dynamically. Tilting your head usually means increased 
interest, so you can tilt and appear like you’re interested if you’re aiming for an objective. Try to be consciously aware of 
your body and change things to suit the situation. And also be more aware of what’s around you; people, buildings, 
vehicles, etc. Pretty soon it will become automatic. Awareness of your surroundings is always a good survival strategy. 


One of the easiest ways to get something is to just simply ask for it, simple and straightforward. This can work for 
things like information, food, money and even sexual favors. Another example would be people that are throwing things 
away, especially when they’re cleaning out a garage or moving. They’re usually more than glad to give you stuff, especially 
when you save them the trouble of hauling it away. And if you stick around and help them out with the cleanup, you can 
probably score all kinds of goodies. Always be alert for opportunities like this. 


The definitive book on social engineering is by hacker-extraordinaire David Mitnick and is titled The Art of Deception. 
In it he describes techniques for getting people to give you everything from passwords to personal information. It’s a very 
informative book on the subject and contains many useful techniques you can use and profit from in various ways. 


There may be times when it would seem appropriate to give a person or persons a direct and fitting response to 
something wrong that they have done toward you personally. Or maybe they’re just an asshole and need to be properly 
put in their place. Again, this would be a karma thing — deciding whether you let the gods deal with them later or take 
matters into your own hands right now. This is a personal choice that you have to make based on your own set of values. 
So if you have problems with the karma of revenge, just skip ahead and your conscience can be nice and sparkly clean. 


Revenge can usually take one of two forms; direct or indirect. The direct route involves doing something directly to the 
person or their property. There are many ways this could be accomplished. Throwing something nasty at them or rigging 
some kind of device that dumps something unpleasant on them (liquid or solid), leaving some insulting sign about them 
where they work, disabling their vehicle, or defacing where they live or their personal property. The problem here is that 
you could be seen, and this might cause you difficulty later. Always use stealth, but let your imagination run amok. 


The indirect route is generally always safer, though not quite as directly gratifying. But it usually is just as effective. 
This will involve mailing something to the person in question. The best way to do this is by sending them a greeting card, 
letter or postcard that sends the proper message. Simply tell them anonymously exactly what you think of them, or make 
fun of their many weaknesses. With a computer and a decent printer, you can make stunning harassment in print using 
various fonts and interesting graphics. Let your creativity run wild. Naturally, wear latex gloves while you do all this so 
you don’t leave any fingerprints; and when you buy your materials, don’t grip them like you normally would, pick them up 
between your pointing and middle fingers for the same reason. Use the address of someone else you want to harass as the 
return address - that gets two birds with one stone. Also, don’t mail anything in a package. This requires going to the Post 
Office, and all transactions at the counter are videotaped now. Just drop your letter into a big blue mailbox in some area 
other than where you’re currently staying, and never use the same one twice. Make sure you don’t state any threatening 
remarks in the text; nobody can legally do anything about you just annoying somebody. But it will definitely irritate them 
because they can’t directly do anything about it, and that’s what makes it so worthwhile and effective. Use this for anyone 
that’s definitely deserving. Spare no one, regardless of social position or profession. Taunt with impunity. 


Some good things to have along with you in your vehicle are some appropriate response signs for discourteous drivers. 
How many times have you wanted to tell some driver exactly what you thought of them? Now you can. Get some decent- 


sized pieces of white cardboard, cut them to an easily manageable size, and write various responses to situations on the 
road. These could be names to call someone if they improperly cut you off in traffic, or are just being a nuisance. Be as 
descriptive as necessary. If appropriate, they could even totally lack in political correctness (since that’s just another 
attempted method at socially controlling you anyway). Just say what you need to say. The great thing about being a 
nomad is that you can deal with most people in a straightforward manner, usually with a total lack of consequences. 
There are times when people definitely need to be properly dealt with - you don’t always have to be a victim. 


Religion is another time-tested method of social control that essentially exploits people’s fear of death. Since a 
person’s fate after they die can never be conclusively proven, your local churches, synagogues and mosques will gladly 
provide an explanation for what they say happens — but require you to conduct your life in a certain way to allegedly reap 
that eventual reward. They also want money from you for the privilege of doing so. This scam has worked for centuries. 


Politics give you the illusion that you have a choice in who governs you, but in reality only people that are allowed by 
the power elite will ascend to those puppet positions. When these chosen ones mess up and go against the program they'll 
be removed by some scandal (or a more stringent method, like JFK), and another talking-head robot will be put in their 
place. The political process itself is totally out of control. Laws are constantly being made to benefit a select elite group 
and Big Business, while everybody else’s freedoms are being progressively eliminated. The average person is always the 
one that ends up paying for everything, but reaps little if any of the benefits. Think about this situation and decide for 
yourself whether it’s acceptable to support a system that would appear to be totally parasitic toward you. There are 
definitely far too many rules in society today, and occasionally they need to be bent a little to get things done. There are a 
lot of people doing that these days, so there’s no way they can catch everybody. Just be careful and you can get more 
than your fair share. That’s the new American Way -— use it to full advantage. 


Society is full of games, programmed to keep people’s minds occupied with trivial matters so they won’t revolt. The 
simple-minded that have been programmed believe in rules so forcefully, that they become willing to harm or destroy 
anyone who violates them. Fortunately, there are always those who easily see these social institutions for what they are: 
imaginary games. They’re Wayseers in a sea of madness. They comfort the disturbed, and disturb the comfortable. 


Just remember, not everyone’s your enemy — but not everyone can be your friend, either. Friends and acquaintances 
will make life easier and more fulfilling, but be selective about the people you associate with. Not everybody is who they 
appear to be. See things in life for what they really are, and not what someone tells you they appear to be. Others tell you 
what to do only because you allow it to happen. Think for yourself - you’re the final authority for your own life. 


“The best way to take control over a 
people and control them utterly is to 
take a little of their freedom at a time, 
to erode rights by a thousand tiny and 
almost imperceptible reductions.

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Chapter 6 — Legal 


“every cop is a criminal.” 
- The Rolling Stones, Sympathy for the Devil 


The so-called “criminal justice system” appears to be mostly run by criminals and has very little to do with justice. Its 
main function seems to be involved with snaring as many people into the system, then keeping them within that system 
as long as possible while exploiting as much money out of them as it can. So while living on the road be aware of one 
thing: the police are not your friends. They are simply brainwashed robots with guns that protect the interests of 
property owners and businesses, and are dedicated specifically to keeping you away from the same. So don’t expect any 
type of decent behavior or human compassion from them. They have weapons and the illusion of power, and that makes 
them dangerous. Here are a few hints on both dealing with and how to keep out of the way of these megalomaniacs. 


When you live the nomadic lifestyle, expect to be hassled by the cops at least occasionally. This doesn’t mean that you 
have to meekly accept their oppression, instead you should assert both your civil rights and autonomy in a covert and 
restrained manner. 


First, be aware that the police are generally unimaginative people trapped in a thankless dead-end job. So right off the 
bat you’re simply better than they are, and always will be. Make this truth part of your general attitude when you deal 
with them. Confident, but not too smug. When you’re questioned give vague or ambiguous answers, or even misleading 
and misdirecting ones. You don’t have to lie, just don’t give all the truth. And under no circumstances volunteer any 
information. Don’t respond with a simple “yes” or “no”, and keep answers short. Remember, the police aren’t really 
omnipotent, that’s just what they want you to think so that they can intimidate you to make their job easier. They only 
know what’s on the record and whatever you tell them. So keep them in the dark as much as possible, it’s always in your 
best interest. 


Here are some sample questions you may encounter and answers for them: 


cop: What are you doing? 
you: Walking [or driving]. 


cop: Where are you going? 
you: (pointing) That way. 


cop: Do you have ID? 
you: Yes I do. (He just asked if you had ID, so don’t hand it to him unless he asks to see ID) 


cop: Where do you live? 
you: It’s on my license. 


cop: Is this your correct address? 
you: That’s what it says. (Hopefully this is just a postal drop box) 


cop: Do you know why I stopped you? 
you: No, because you haven’t told me why. (They try to get you to incriminate yourself. Don’t fall for this old trick) 


cop: These are simple questions. 
you: And I’m giving you simple answers. 


cop: Can we search you (or your vehicle)? 
you: No, I don’t consent to any searches. (They can’t legally search unless they have some kind of probable cause) 


cop: Why not? Do you have something to hide? 
you: Someone narrow-minded might think that. 


Be sure to hand the ID card upside-down to the cop, so he has to turn it over. This is best done right-side up first, 
then quickly flipped over just before he grabs it. Look them squarely in the eye when you do this so your contempt is quite 
evident, but not enough that they can do anything about it. Also grab the card back in an equally indignant manner, but 
don’t be too theatrical. The message will be very clear, even to a limited mind. The more you deal with people like this the 
easier (and more fun) it gets. With time, you'll also be able to gauge how far to go based on the cop’s behavior. These 
people have specific training in verbal encounters, and are frustrated when you don’t answer according to their simple- 
minded script. They don’t know how to react when you outsmart them. By doing this you simply make their pitiful 
situation more evident to them, which in turn diminishes their efficiency a tiny fraction. Later, because of this, they may 
hesitate during a critical encounter that might lead to their demise in one form or another (words really do have power). 
It’s really no great loss when one of them leaves. Certain people should have received proper career counseling when they 
were younger, so they could have had a real job where they would genuinely earn respect from people for their skills and 
abilities — instead of some well-deserved contempt due to continually inappropriate and unprofessional behavior. 


Remember that the best weapon the police have is fear, and it’s a powerful motivation when used properly. It will take 
a little practice, but don’t let the encounter rattle you. Stay calm and don’t play into their game. They'll also try to get you 
to react emotionally by badgering you with questions. Just recognize what they’re trying to do, and don’t fall for their 
tricks. They might even go so far as to try to provoke you to anger, just so they can beat the crap out of you. As long as 
you realize what they’re trying to do, you can maintain your composure and defeat them at their own little simple-minded 
game. Remember, they’re not omnipotent - ask the dozens that die on the job every year (just wipe off a superficial tear). 


An interesting thing a person could conceivably do when driving past a police car that’s pulled someone over is to give 
them a Nazi salute inside your vehicle. After all, simple freedom of expression still exists in this country, doesn’t it? There 
doesn’t appear to be a whole lot that they could legally do about that, so just make sure that there’s no obviously visible 
things wrong with your vehicle that would cause you to be pulled over because of exercising a little freedom. Another 
method of self-expression that people have been known to do is to spit on the windshield of an empty police car parked at 
a donut shop or restaurant. This would be best accomplished immediately after they walk in and haven’t had a chance to 
sit down and glance at their car. Doing this would definitely make a social statement, and give them a little feedback on 
how the community in general feels about their self-righteous attitudes. Get creative on the materials used here. 


The best method of staying out of harm’s way is to simply not be visible. Don’t stand out in any way; drive an average- 
looking vehicle with no bumper stickers, wear boring clothes, don’t act flamboyant. Stay low-key and you'll minimize your 
problems. You'll be surprised what you can get away with when nobody notices you're there. 


When a cop tells you that doing something is “in your best interest”, know that this is a blatant lie and it’s obviously 
in their best interest. Overall, it appears that the police are no better than the people they pursue; since they seem to 
employ many of the same methods (doesn’t really say much about their general integrity, does it?). So, because of this, it 
wouldn’t seem prudent (or wise) to ever give them the benefit of a doubt or trust them for any reason. It’s safe to say that 
lawyers fall into this category as well. Neither are the kind of people you want to associate with in any way. 


One very disturbing aspect of this growing cancerous police state is the progressive militarization of local police forces. 
It now seems fashionable for cops in mid-sized cities to have military-style weapons in their arsenal. What would a town of 
30,000 citizens possibly need machine guns and a tank for? The answer is simple: they are being encouraged to consider 
the American people the enemy, and are preparing for a war of aggression against them and eventual martial law. Also 
note that their uniforms have gradually changed to a dark, military style (flashback: didn’t this happen to Germany 
around the mid-1930’s?). Gone are the days of Adam-12 with the concerned and friendly beat cop (that tv show was 
complete propaganda to brainwash the public anyway). As a prime example of this insanity, on its website the California 
Highway Patrol proudly describes itself as a “paramilitary organization”. Excuse me? Guess they didn’t get the memo that 
not everything in society requires a military response. And doesn’t it seem to you that police in general are a lot more 
surly and belligerent than they used to be? Ask someone over forty about this. It’s almost like they’re deliberately being 
verbally abusive, just because they think they can get away with it - must make them feel important (apparently simple 
things fascinate simple minds). Well, they occasionally find out that not everybody’s going to take that kind of verbal 
abuse; just ask some late flatfoot’s widow and orphaned children about how well that attitude’s working out. 


Just put the phrase “police brutality” into YouTube and watch the resulting videos. It’s obvious that they’re 
completely out of control, though it seems they’ve been getting federal encouragement at this. The Mirriam-Webster 
dictionary defines terrorism as “the systematic use of terror especially as a means of coersion”, so it’s also quite obvious 
who the real terrorists are in this country. Fortunately, history teaches us that nothing lasts forever — not even bullshit. 


But the police state menace is also becoming a national and global epidemic. Just how many countries has America 
invaded in the last two decades in the name of “freedom” and “liberation”? The list grows longer every year. It’s also 
interesting to note that there were military and/or police “exercises” going on when the three World Trade Center 
buildings were destroyed (remember, Building 7 wasn’t even hit), as well as the bombings of the Madrid train in 2004 and 
the Boston Marathon. Just coincidence? Quite a few other incidents are suspicious and raise many legitimate questions: 
dozens of murdered scientists worldwide, the Sandy Hook [and most] school shootings, Michael Ruppert’s “suicide”, the 
Charlie Hebdo shootings in Paris, and the murders of journalists Danny Casolaro and Michael Hastings (he was doing an 
exposé on the CIA), just to show the tip of the iceberg. At a superficial glance, all these might appear to be just some 
random incidents happening around the globe. Ignore the media’s fear-mongering repetitive hype; think for yourself and 
take a good realistic look at the big picture. Who benefits from the results of these actions — either socially, economically 
or politically? The usual suspects keep consistently popping up. And they’re definitely not through yet.... 





Chapter 7 — Money 


“New car, caviar, four-star daydream. Think I’ll buy me a football team.” 
- Pink Floyd, Money 


The economic infrastructure of this planet is seriously in need of repair. It’s based on fiat paper currency that’s 
simply printed up like toilet paper, backed by nothing substantial except loads of credit and debt, and then its relative 
value is left at the mercy of social and political happenings or the whims of international bankers. Additionally, nearly all 
the entire planet’s wealth is owned by a relatively small group of people; the patriarchs of whom could all comfortably 
stand together in an average garage. This group of elites is systematically stripping the wealth of the world’s middle and 
lower classes through artificially-induced inflation, excessive taxation, questionable banking practices, and speculative 
financial shenanigans. Like inflating a balloon, these activities cannot go on indefinitely, and the system will eventually 
implode on itself worldwide. Then, very simply, a lot of people are going to starve and die. 


The Federal Reserve has been a parasite on the American economy for over a century now, manipulating interest 
rates that directly cause inflation and recession. The International Monetary Fund and the Bank for International 
Settlements are the global version of this, doling out credit to debtor nations so their resources can then be exploited by 
large business interests. The latter two organizations were formed at the end of World War II to help divide up the world’s 
spoils after the disorientation of a traumatic global conflict - simply thieves in suits mugging the entire world in an alley. 


Textbooks on economics continually discuss the alleged inability to predict trends in economics. Actually, 
economics works on nothing but predictable trends; but only in the overall big picture, not specifics. An economic cycle 
begins as strong and stable. Then inflation begins to creep in as the currency is devalued through economic manipulation 
and exorbitant taxation. The currency will finally collapse in a financial panic, and most of the average people will simply 
have their savings wiped out and even lose their homes and property. Then the bankers and other wealthy families buy up 
whatever is left for pennies on the dollar, then build the economy back up to stable with the help of a government- 
sponsored war or other conflict. And they get progressively richer with every step of this plan. The cycle is then ready to 
start all over again with a brand new generation of victims who are convinced that what happened to their parents can 
never happen to them. This scenario has been occurring pretty much like clockwork every 20 to 30 years for the last two 
centuries in America, and nobody seems to notice. But then, that’s exactly what they want to happen. Fortunately, some 
of us see these predators for precisely the criminals they are, and refuse to play along with their little shell game. 


The best way to oppose this type of exploitation would seem to be through basic monetary non-compliance; simply 
not using their banking system, or at least as little as is practically possible. Unfortunately, these parasites are very well 
entrenched into the fabric of society. What do you think would happen to the system if everyone pulled all their money 
out of the banks? One thing for sure, there would be a lot of people in suits jumping out of windows of tall buildings (like 
in 1929). Besides all of this obvious entertainment, the system would then have to reset itself and re-emerge as something 
more practical. Bottom line is that every dollar you keep to yourself is one more dollar they don’t have access to. 


When you do have to cash a check, cash it at the bank it was drawn on. Resist opening up an account; which 
they will obviously encourage you to do, pointing out its alleged convenience (for them, obviously). Or, better yet, instead 
of using an impersonal multinational bank, you can choose to place your money in a local credit union that will retain the 
money locally and within your community - and cash any checks there. Do try to minimize dealing with businesses and 
people that insist on giving you money in the form of a check, cash is always preferable. 


The time-honored tradition of bartering, or trading of goods and services, uses no currency whatsoever. An 
example would be of someone needing to fix his roof and having a surplus of food. He just gives some roofer a box of food 
in exchange for fixing the roof. No phony money changes hands - it’s an honest exchange for honest work. Any time you 
can eliminate using money, the better off you are in the long run. This also defeats the concept of theft through taxation. 


Buying precious metals like gold, silver, platinum and palladium is one hedge against economic instability. These 
metals will always have a relative amount of value no matter what the state of the economy is. These could also be traded 
for essentials like water, food and gasoline. Other useful trading commodities to stock up on are alcohol, cigarettes, 
ammunition and medical supplies; in an extended crisis these will be very valuable and extremely in demand. And 
speaking of gold, the only thing inside Fort Knox right now is dust and cobwebs - the gold’s been long gone for decades. 


Another alternative to the current system is the omnipresent underground economy. This is mostly people dealing 
unreported and undocumented goods and services strictly with cash. Despite what they may want you to believe, there is 
a thriving underground economy that exists throughout the world. Billions of dollars and euros change hands every year 
under the table without any government benefitting from it. With the growing mountain of regulations and paperwork 
relating to having employees, it is frequently in the best interest of many small companies to deal with extra helpers on a 
strictly cash basis. And most of the time, in this Fascist economy, that’s the only way a small business can survive. Since 
you're dealing with an allegedly illegal situation, it would be prudent to personally know and trust the people that you’re 
dealing with before broaching the subject of an arrangement like this. But you might be surprised how many places are 
open to the possibility. Just be careful. People, especially those with means, can always be tricked or forced into giving 
information about you; be prudent about who you associate and deal with. Any money should change hands in a private 
surveillance-free area, and always vary the routine as to time of day or place. 


The fact that countries are so concerned about the underground economy is really quite ironic, since most of the 
world’s intelligence organizations routinely fund the majority of their covert operations exactly in just this way - 
specifically through the underground sale of illegal narcotics. Do an internet search sometime on companies like Air 
America during the Vietnam era, or the East India Company of 19th-century Britain. Find which families were associated 
with the latter and just how well off they are today. Naturally, banks would be needed to launder all this money and make 
funds available for transacting business, and arrangements would have to be made to transport the product globally 
through the military. Obviously, there would need to be government complacency and involvement for all this to happen 
and continue to thrive as it does. Quite a tangled little web, and greed is what holds this criminal enterprise together. 


Where personal finances are concerned, here are a few hints to keep your head above water and deprive the 
banksters of as much as you can. As mentioned before, deal with banks only when you have to and keep any money you 
don’t want to carry around in a credit union. Cancel and cut up your credit cards; they’re a financial burden (with the 
excessive interest they charge on them) and they leave paper trails for others to follow. The false sense of convenience isn’t 
worth the loss of privacy. Always deal in cash or money orders for everything, never use checks. Resist getting a job that 
requires you to fill out a mountain of paperwork, give your social [in]security number, and pee in a cup just for the 
privilege of working - and then take a good chunk of your slave wages as taxes. Doesn’t exactly sound cost-effective overall 
for what you get from society these days; it would seem to make more sense to keep what you make. Just do it carefully. 


Credit is definitely a tool of economic exploitation. Avoid it like the plague. If you don’t have the money to buy 
something, either save up for it, modify something else, or just simply do without it. People have way too much stuff these 
days. Going into debt just to accumulate things is generally unwise, especially in the present unstable economy. Interest 
on a bank’s savings account is pretty much useless, eventually it will be negative (meaning they charge you). Certificates 
of Deposit don’t give enough return, even after a decade, to really even be worth your while. And purchasing any stocks, 
bonds or futures is just plain stupid. The market is completely rigged in favor of huge investors that routinely fleece the 
small investors of everything they have. The best thing to invest in is yourself and your community of friends. Strangers 
are rarely worth your time, but sometimes they’re occasionally useful. Frugality is always a good survival tactic. 


Parking tickets are another drain on your resources; here are some hints on dealing with this irritation. When 
paying these ripoffs, always use a money order — never a check (you shouldn’t have a checking account anyway). Make the 
amount for one or two cents more than what the ticket amount is, it will mess with their accounting - plus add any 
comments you may want to express. Don’t put your name on the money order, use the ticket number instead; and don’t 
be courteous enough to write the ticket number on the envelope like they request. Use their address as the return 
address, so it definitely gets there. Also, feel free to incorporate any of the tactics from chapter 5 against the offending 
municipality. They’re stealing money from you, so why be nice about itP And do make it a point to give discourteous 
remarks to anyone you see writing these tickets, just to make their pointless job even more miserable than it already is. 
And hopefully somebody out there will figure out something good and malicious that can be easily done to parking meters. 


Insurance is another of the system’s oldest scams. They1l gladly take your money for premiums; but if you try to 
collect for what it was designed for, you find that it takes forever to get the money or they refuse payment on some bogus 
technicality. Either way your money has been simply wasted. This applies especially to health insurance, where premiums 
have skyrocketed to unimaginable levels in recent years. Best to manage your own health care and save the money. 


The powers that be have been waging a War on Cash, trying very hard to eventually eliminate it completely using 
the excuse that it’s used to fund terrorism - a standard lie. They just want to destroy the anonymous financial privacy 
that cash provides, so the government can document, control and tax absolutely everything you do. Watch out for this. 


One thing to keep in mind: When all the banks say they will shut down completely on Friday, fix some internal 
problem over the weekend, and then reopen again on Monday, you know something big is going down — meaning it will be 
about 72 hours before martial law is declared. This is a standard tactic used countless times in the past worldwide. When 
the shutdown happens, get your bug-out bag, food and water in your vehicle and haul ass to Plan B as soon as you can. 


Also, that age-old saying holds true when searching for the real source of anything from political corruption to 
government improprieties: just “follow the money”. It works every single time. 





Chapter 8 — Van Living 


“Watch the police and the taxman miss me, I’m mobile.” 
- The Who, Mobile 


Based on talking to a lot of nomads, the ultimate way to live the lifestyle is in a van. You’re mobile, protected from 
the elements, and you can carry a lot of what you need with you all the time. With a van you can do some urban and 
suburban stealth camping, or survive out in the sticks. Here’s some techniques on how to do it. 


First, you need to find a van that doesn’t attract attention. You want to be invisible and very forgettable. That way, 
if you want to camp in some decent neighborhood, nobody will give you a second glance. Based on observation, the 
majority of vans and SUV’s on the road are either a neutral or grey color. This is what the majority of soccer moms drive. 
This definitely leaves out 60’s-style psychedelic vans and anything that looks unusual - too noticeable. This might work 
for the hippie towns up in the mountains, but not for stealth in the big city. Next you need to cover up the windows so you 
have total privacy from snooping eyes. Get creative and arrange some curtains. Being handy technically will help with 
this, since you have to attach them to the body. Then, to help with the comfort level, cut out some styrofoam and/or 
cardboard to fit between the windows and the curtain to insulate you from the heat and cold. Spray paint the outer 
surface of these the same color as the van’s exterior to make them blend in. Arrange a large curtain just behind the seats 
(again, the same color) to complete the privacy. Remove all the metal names and emblems from the outside of the van, 
making it as ambiguous as possible. Fix any dents and discoloration to the body that are noticeable. With all this done, 
the outside should be nicely boring. Perfect camouflage. 


Now for the inside. The majority of this will depend on your particular lifestyle and what you feel you need to have 
with you to complete your quality of life. Before you do anything major, decide whether you will need 12-volt power to 
anywhere in the back and run it there while you still have room before building anything. This could be for powering a 
DVD player and monitor to watch movies, a laptop computer and printer, radio equipment for monitoring certain types of 
transmissions (hostile or otherwise), a small refrigerator, or anything similar. This wiring will usually connect to a DC-to- 
AC inverter of proper capacity (300 to 750 watts should do) before going to the equipment, if the devices run on standard 
house voltage (120 volts AC). Otherwise the 12 volts will go directly to the device, if that’s what it’s designed to run on. It’s 
far more efficient to get a DC-to-DC converter that plugs into the cigarette lighter to run your laptop computer, instead of 
plugging your laptop power supply into the inverter. RV stores generally have all kinds of creative devices that run directly 
off the battery. Try to find the largest capacity battery you can get that will fit in your engine compartment, that way you 
can run devices with your engine turned off (not charging the battery) for hours. You could also rig it so you can plug into 
an outside AC plug-in (when it’s available) and run things that way. Be advised that some places consider procuring 
power without permission to be an alleged felony (and classified with robbery and murder - how stupid is that?), which 
graphically demonstrates the ridiculousness and special-interest influence on the criminals-in-the-justice system. 


A good security measure to do at this point is to disable the ceiling lights in the cab and in the back. Simply pry 
off the cover and take the bulb completely out. This way you or the cab’s contents are not visible to others at night when 
you get in or out. It also attracts less visual attention. 


One good thing you can also do is take loose your ceiling insulating foam, add several overlapping mylar space 
blankets between the foam and the metal top of the van, then reinstall the foam. Put these with the shiny side toward the 
outside metal. These will help reflect outside infrared heat away from the living area (making it cooler), and will make it 
difficult for a helicopter flying overhead with an infrared scanner to detect you inside the van. Strategic thermodynamics. 


Now try to figure out every possible way that you can insulate your van’s body. When you open the front doors, 
most vans have some kind of access holes into the body in the door well. Salvage several boxes worth of styrofoam 
peanuts and shove them into that open space with a long stick; try to get them as far back and as high up as you can. Do 
this everywhere on the body that you are able, including the side and back doors. Don’t do the front doors because you'll 
need to roll your windows down occasionally. Insulating like this will make a huge improvement on how much heat your 
van will hold inside - this is good in cold weather. During hot weather, as long as you’re in the shade this will help keep a 
lot of the heat outside your van. This also helps insulate for sound; both from the outside coming in, and noise you make. 


Mounting some kind of shelves or something similar along your walls will give you room to store everyday stuff 
you need; clothes, food, toiletries, and eggs for throwing. How you place these will depend on how your van is configured. 
Hardware and home fix-it stores have wire shelves of various sizes and shapes having sides and several levels. Having the 
sides keeps things from always falling out. Shelves from a nautical supply store can work as well. Bolt them to a sturdy 
area of the frame, if possible. You can also mount assorted hooks and hangars strategically in various places to hang 
useful things like clothes, laundry hamper, trash bag and a small defensive baseball bat. There are also small holders that 
strap onto the back of a seat. One concern about shelves and storage is the weight. The more mass you carry around with 
you, the more gas will be required to move that particular amount of mass around. Decide on the appropriate compromise 
between frugality and excess (that works with life in general, too). You might even consider removing the passenger seat 
completely, losing 40-50 pounds and gaining quite a bit of storage room. Depends on whether you haul people around 
with you from time to time. Boxes work sufficiently well for storing stuff, but they can get mashed from others on top of 
them. Plastic or wooden crates are a bit more rugged, but weigh more. Experiment and find what works best for you. 


For a sleeping area, get a foam mattress pad, a pillow and blankets. Or use a sleeping bag, depending on the time 
of year. Have an idea of the climate extremes in the area you're at, and always have plenty of blankets with you. Make 
sure the seals in the doors are good and watertight. If your carpet gets wet from rain seeping in, it will mildew and be a 
health risk. If you like music at night, put a battery-powered radio near your head so it doesn’t have to be very loud. If you 
eat in your sleeping area, clean up any crumbs that fall on the floor. Ants can find infitessimally small holes in your door 
seals, and they are hard to get rid of once they establish themselves. Get some of those small battery-powered reading 
lights for lighting up the living area. If your curtains are good and thick enough, nobody will ever see the light from the 
outside. Have a shelf close to your bed for night necessities like snacks, water and condoms - never hurts to be prepared. 


Collect your pocket change in a small jar, then sort out the quarters and put in a plastic pill container. Keep this 
in your glove compartment and use for laundry money on the road. Then, from time to time, you can cash in the other 
coins in the jar at a change machine at most major supermarkets for a little extra food or gas money. 


In the cab of the van, you always want to cover up most of the stuff that you have up there. It’s usually a good 
thing to make it so people can’t see what you have along with you - they might try to break in and rip you off later. In 
regard to cops, as previously mentioned, it’s always in your best interest to keep them in the dark as much as possible 
anyway. Some neutral-colored towels or a dark tablecloth will keep everybody nicely uninformed. In the cab you'll also 
want things like food, self-defense items and travel maps to be handy. 


Personal protection is always something to keep in mind on the road. Not everybody out there has the best 
intentions toward you. This starts with common sense; be aware of your surroundings, have your keys in your hand when 
you approach the vehicle, and always lock your doors. For a little extra piece of mind, you can always stash a few helpers 
within reach - like a hammer, knife, or other hardware under the seat. And along the side of the seat, you can mount a 
holder for some pepper spray so it’s easy to grab in a carjacking attempt. The previously mentioned piece of iron rebar or 
small baseball bat could dissuade someone from trying to harm you as well. One extra security measure you can do is get 
about 6 or 7 feet of 3/4 inch thick soft rope to make your sliding side door unopenable. Tie one end securely to the front 
passenger door loop handle with about three knots; leave this attached all the time. Then pull it toward the rear along the 
inside, loop it through the sliding door’s loop handle, and tie it tight with a square knot. Even if the sliding door is 
unlocked or pried open, it won’t be able to slide open. Just a little extra piece of mind in a crazy world. 


You will also need to utilize various camping strategies depending on the particular season of the year. Be aware 
of cardinal directions and where the sun will rise and set where you happen to be. During hot weather youl want to park 
the van in the shade as much as you can, to keep it as cool as possible inside. At night, park on the east side of the street 
so you'll be shaded by buildings in the morning. Then do the opposite of this in the winter to take advantage of the sun’s 
heating potential, in this case you want to be on the west side of the street to catch the morning sun as it rises. If you can, 
take into account the effect of late afternoon sun before it sets. Ideally, you want to be exposed to more sun in the winter 
and less in summer. And remember that the sun tracks lower in the sky in winter and higher in the summer. 


Many cities have draconic laws against persons sleeping or living in vehicles. Feel free to exercise your freedom of 
expression and utilize any techniques from chapters 2 and 5 to show them that this policy is ignorant and unacceptable. 


Some tips when travelling on the road: To get the most out of your gas mileage when you’re on the highway, try to 
follow an 18-wheeler semi truck from 2 to 3 car-lengths behind. This is called slipstreaming, and can get you from 2 to 5 
additional miles per gallon. Even a wax job is said to get you another half mile per gallon. Truck stops and travel centers 
along major highways are a convenient and safe place to camp overnight. Most have showers and a decent restaurant or 
fast food places nearby. Always make sure that your spare tire has air in it. And get one of those shower-hose adaptors for 
a sink to have with you to wash your hair on the road - they work great. 


And do try to keep your van in good running shape; after all, it’s your home. Keep some of the necessary 
automotive fluids you'll need in a box, like engine oil and fluids for the transmission, brakes and power steering. And 
extra filters for the air cleaner and fuel line are nice to have along, just in case. Have at least a minimal tool kit to fix 
things with. And if the van does eventually die on you, get it towed some place and just live there. 


When you’re camped in some neighborhood and people walking by you on the sidewalk don’t even glance at the 
van, you will feel an amazing sense of empowerment. You’re truly one of the invisible warriors now. Enjoy it. 





Epilogue

We live in times of such amazing irony and paradoxes. It’s a world where a semi-organized group of psychopathic 
reprobates have hijacked control of the nation’s governments.

The media is controlled by a handful of 
huge conglomerate corporations, so the content of the news that most of the world’s citizens receive are ultimately 
controlled by less than a dozen persons. This content presents a narrow and reactionary view of reality, designed to 
influence the public emotionally and to splinter us into constantly warring factions — divide and conquer, one of the oldest 
tricks in the book. That way humanity is always distracted by superficial social matters and not concentrating on what is 
really happening. The general population is progressively being stripped of their personal freedom and liberties from an 
increasing flood of oppressive legislation and executive orders, with even small cities needlessly having thousands of petty 
and anal-retentive laws designed to generate revenue from alleged offenders. The enormous multinational oil companies, 
with the assistance of the power, tire and auto industries, continually squash any viable alternative energy inventions that 
might cut into their excessive annual profits. People and their inventions just seem to “disappear”. Government agencies 
continually require higher budgets from taxpayers, yet provide less or inferior services progressively every year. The 
Earth’s air, food and water are being systematically poisoned by chemtrails, agribusiness chemicals and industrial 
pollution run amok, with laws being passed to facilitate this and evade legal responsibility. The multinational 
pharmaceutical companies are in collusion with the medical and psychiatric industry to prescribe pills for every so-called 
emotional ailment (the majority being totally normal human emotions) which rake in billions of dollars annually from the 
sale of these mostly unnecessary drugs. The educational system, encouraging an avalanche of prescribed medication to 
children as well, has been so diluted in quality and content that for decades it has produced children that are dumbed- 
down and unimaginative, making the resulting adults simply follow orders like robots. The police are being progressively 
militarized and are totally out of control, viciously beating and tasering defenseless citizens and peaceful protestors for the 
most simpleminded reasons and are never held responsible. Asset forfeiture laws are little more that legalized theft, and 
result in citizens losing millions of dollars in property annually, even if they’re not charged with a crime. Surveillance 
cameras are proliferating and are connected to faceless and unaccountable bureaucrats somewhere. Administrations 
preach a “war on drugs”, but contain hidden organizations that actively procure and import narcotics into the country 
and arrange to have them delivered into inner city distribution networks. Enormous multinational agribusiness 
conglomerates patent lifeforms, infect areas with genetically-modified seeds, and destroy cultivatable land with poisonous 
herbicides and insecticides. Despite this, enough food is produced to feed the entire planetary population every year; yet 
there are always surpluses of food that are wasted or destroyed, despite millions of hungry people. And the medical cabal, 
in collusion with the FDA, actively opposes proven natural cures for cancer and other diseases, so that billions of dollars 
will be spent on the system by patients who mostly die directly from the supposedly life-saving treatments they receive. 
The end result of all this insanity is that the general public always suffers and eventually pays the price for everything, 
with absolutely no accountability by the perpetrators. As usual, profit and greed are the bottom line on planet Earth. 


Take a good, realistic look around you and decide if you consider this insane arrangement of self-serving evil to be 
acceptable. Do you actually enjoy being systematically ripped off and raped every single day? If you do, just stick your 
head back in the sand, raise your ass proudly in the air and squeal “Thank you, sir! May I have another>?”. They'll be more 
than glad to oblige. But if you don’t feel that this global circus is excusable behavior, in a genuinely free and democratic 
society you always have the freedom to express your opinions and to do whatever you feel is right to oppose blatant 
hypocrisy, shameless exploitation, and complete madness.

Enerra of the State 


Practical Resistance Against a Corrupt and Criminal System 


Introduction 


“If we could first know where we are, and whither we are tending, 
we could better judge what to do, and how to do it.” 
- Abraham Lincoln 


This country, and the entire world with it, is really in quite a mess. The so-called “American Dream” has 
degenerated into a chaotic nightmare of inflation, violence, oppression, corruption, graft, pollution, wars, 
exploitation, and mass insanity. It almost seems to get worse on a weekly basis. Just when you think that 
things couldn’t get any crazier, some heinous manufactured atrocity happens somewhere on the planet. 


But don’t throw in the towel just yet. 


Nothing’s over until it’s over. The purpose of the previous book in this series was to try to wake people up and 
suggest that they take a good realistic look around and be aware of the fact that there actually is a problem, 
and that this present madness is nowhere near a state of normality by any rational definition. Most people 
simply walk around in a tv-programmed haze and are kept too busy with distractions like sports and celebrity 
scandals to question anything around them. They lack the will to rock the boat, fear of affecting their own 
status quo prevents it. That’s just what the powers-that-be want, obedient sheep that can be manipulated into 
working for the system and buying lots of useless stuff. That’s exactly what keeps the system running: 
workers who never question anything and will go deeper in debt. These two concepts, driven by greed and 
fear, allow the global population to be controlled and exploited by the aging dinosaur Elite - who then get 
enormously richer from the toil of the people and by stealing what little they have on a daily basis. 


But like John Lennon said in a song: “there are no problems, only solutions”. The global situation isn’t so 
overwhelming if it’s approached in this way. But first you have to realistically define the problems. Based on 
observation and research, it would seem that they are as follows, not necessarily in order of importance: 


1) An independent, unrestrained banking cartel that controls the global financial system and funnels 
most of the capital to a handful of families and individuals through debt, inflation, taxation and theft. 

2) The illusion that citizens in so-called democracies actually have some direct say in either the election 
of persons in their government or how it’s run. 

3) An unaccountable, near-omnipotent global intelligence community that invades the privacy of people 
worldwide, profits from narcotics sales, and interferes with other democratically-elected governments. 

4) An oppressive and increasingly expanding militarized police state, with its attendant repressive legal 
system to snare people into the corrupt prison-industrial complex. 

5) False flag events contributing to the state of general unrest and perpetual war throughout the globe. 

6) Acompletely controlled mainstream press, run by a handful of huge conglomerate media corporations. 

7) Rampant and irresponsible industrialization that is progressively poisoning and destroying the planet’s 
biosphere and its inhabitants. 


Whether all these factions are operating together under one giant global conspiracy is never verifiable for sure. 
But judging from human nature in general, psychopaths will usually band together loosely to achieve a goal — 
as long as it’s convenient for them to do so. Alliances can break down at any time, and reform in some other 
configuration later. The players come and go, power struggles erupt, the losers disappear, and the winners 
live to fight another week. A few families are on top for one generation, get degenerate and lazy, then lose their 
advantage to some other families later. It’s all just one big chessboard, with the entire world as the spoils. 


Let’s take a look at each of these problems realistically, then suggest some possible ways to deal with them.... 





Chapter 1 — Unrestrained Financial/Banking System 


“Tt is well enough that people of the nation do not understand our banking and monetary system, 
for if they did, I believe there would be a revolution before tomorrow morning.” 
- Henry Ford 


The current financial system in general use on this planet is inherently flawed and self-destructive. It’s based 
completely around debt and fiat currency, as opposed to being based on something tangible and real (like 
precious metals or bat guano). The debt portion of this morass works under the insane assumption of 
constantly-increasing growth; which was a great idea 50 to 60 years ago when the economy was stronger, but 
it’s completely unrealistic in this present unstable inflationary period. And the fiat (or faux) currency used by 
the banks is simply gasoline on the fire, because it encourages the Federal Reserve to print more and more 
money totally out of thin air to loan to the government at interest to give the false appearance of curbing 
inflation [you can obviously see that it never does]. This makes the National Debt increase far beyond any 
point that it can ever be realistically repaid. It also guarantees the Federal Reserve it’s continued parasitic 
existence under the threat of allegedly collapsing the system. This was done during the 2008 bank bailout, 
essentially blackmailing the country and stealing $700 billion in the process. Quite a bank job, and they 
completely got away with it. Can that really be acceptable in any possible way? Well, you helped pay for it, so 
hopefully it was. Maybe that gargantuan amount was actually a bargain, compared to how much the next 
bailout/theft will probably be. Since they got away with it once, you know they'll do it again. Count on it. 





So how exactly did this entire mess get started? America was still reeling from the Panic of 1907, which was 
directly caused by bankster J.P. Morgan circulating rumors that the Knickerbocker Bank in New York was 
insolvent. Morgan did this just after returning from five months in Europe shuttling between London and 
Paris, where the major European [Rothschild] banks are. Just before Thanksgiving of 1910, seven select men 
took secure and clandestine transportation to meet on Jekyll Island, Georgia: Nelson Aldrich, Paul Warburg, 
Frank A. Vanderlip, Benjamin Strong, Henry Davidson, Charles Norton, and Abraham P. Andrews. Aldrich 
was a powerful US Senator (and the future maternal grandfather of the five Rockefeller brothers), Warburg 
was a member of the European Rothschild banking family, Vanderlip was a Rockefeller banker; Strong, 
Davidson, and Norton were major representatives of the J.P. Morgan banking interests; and Andrews was 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. During ten days at the plush Jekyll Island Club Hotel, these conspirators 
devised the intricacies of the Federal Reserve System and drafted the Aldrich Plan, which was introduced into 
Congress and rejected with much publicity. Paul Warburg then rewrote the bill slightly and called it the 
Federal Reserve Act; a blatantly deceptive name, since it isn’t federal (it’s owned by private banks) and it has 
no reserves (it just prints fiat money). Senator Aldrich publicly opposed that bill to mislead the other 
congressman so they wouldn’t see that their two bills were essentially identical. The bill was finally passed in 
December 1913 while most of the congressmen were conveniently away for the holidays (just like the Patriot 
Act of 2001 was). President Woodrow Wilson signed the bill into law on December 23, 1913, though he later 
regretted it. Complete control of the money supply of the fastest growing nation on earth was now in the 
hands of a private banking cartel. Interestingly, two other entities were also created that year: the Internal 
Revenue Service (to allow workers’ labor to be taxed [have money stolen from them]), and the Anti-Defamation 
League. Just a coincidence, or what? 


Another reason for the successful passage of the Federal Reserve Act was the prodigious coincidence that its 
three most vocal opponents just happened to all be on the RMS Titanic when it sank in the North Atlantic on 
the frigid morning of April 15, 1912: John Jacob “Jake” Astor IV, Benjamin Guggenheim, and Isador Strauss. 
What absolutely amazing luck....or was it? It’s been said that Titanic was deliberately sunk simply to achieve 
this end; and considering the mindset of the dinosaur Elite, this really isn’t difficult to imagine. Essentially, 
these psychopaths are capable of anything - the lives of over 1500 helpless people on a ship would mean 
nothing to them. The captain, 26-year nautical veteran Edward John Smith, had worked several years for J.P. 
Morgan (who owned the White Star Line and Titanic) and was alleged to have been a Jesuit). Hadn’t you ever 
wondered why April 15 was selected as the last day to file tax returns? Quite a sick joke. Incidentally, 
Morgan and many others were scheduled to be on Titanic’s maiden voyage, but canceled at the very last 
minute. Sounds like they had a little inside information. Too bad all those other men, women and children 
who died in minutes from exposure by floating in that 37-degree water didn’t get the same information. 


Just after the Federal Reserve Act of 1913 was passed, America’s national debt began to gradually skyrocket 
like never before in history: from 1915 to 1919 it rose from $3 billion to $27 billion [World War I], and from 
1939 to 1946 soared from $40 billion to $260 billion [World War II]. It’s now somewhere over $20 trillion. 
Another thing that happened just after 1913 was currency debasement; the value (and buying power) of the 
dollar started slipping immediately. In a century it’s dwindled from a real dollar to just a few cents. 


Contrary to what they want you to believe, the Federal Reserve is not a government agency. It is a private 
corporation comprised of twelve branch banks and almost completely owned by ten other banks: N.M. 
Rothschild of London, Rothschild Bank of Berlin, the Warburg Banks of Amsterdam and Hamburg, Lazard 
Brothers of Paris, Israel Moses Seif Bank of Italy; and Lehman Brothers, Goldman Sachs, Kuhn Loeb Bank, 
Chase Bank, and JP Morgan Chase Bank, all of New York. The remainder is privately-held shares owned 
mostly by William Rockefeller, Paul Warburg, Jacob Schiff, and James Stillman. In other words, the Fed (and 
by extension, the United States economy) is directly run by Rothschild, Rockefeller and Morgan interests. 


It’s been known for some time now that James Pierpont Morgan was an agent for the European Rothschild 
banking interests. He played his part well and was handsomely rewarded for helping pave the way for the 
establishment of the Federal Reserve. This allowed the European Rothschild banking cartel to complete their 
takeover of the global banking system, which would later be finalized with the creation of the World Bank and 
International Monetary Fund (more on them below). With his sellout money, Morgan helped fund John D. 
Rockefeller’s Standard Oil, Edward Harriman’s railroad empire, Andrew Carnegie’s steel monopoly, and other 
robber barons. Criminals of a feather always seem to flock together. 


Another little-known fact is that the Internal Revenue Service is a private corporation as well, not part of the 
Federal Government as they would lead you to believe. The IRS is legally defined as “...a delegate of the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States” (Diversified Metal Products v. IRS et al, civil 93-405-E-EJL). As 
mentioned above it was created in 1913, but was incorporated in Delaware in 1933. In reality, the IRS is 
essentially a collection agency for the Federal Reserve. Money procured by the IRS goes directly to the Fed, 
who in turn deposit it with the International Monetary Fund - not the US Treasury. They collect this money 
through something deceptively called “voluntary compliance”, meaning the Internal Revenue Code is written 
to make paying income taxes appear to be mandatory. In reality, the public is tricked into believing that 
enforcement provisions of the Code that apply to non-voluntary taxes (like tobacco and alcohol taxes) also 
apply to income taxes — when they definitely don’t. Technically, there is no statute against noncompliance. 


Before their success with the exploitative Federal Reserve, the dinosaur Elite had made several other attempts 
to create a central bank for the United States ever since the country began. They had help from the meddling 
European [Rothschild] banks. In 1790, Alexander Hamilton, the new Secretary of the Treasury (and an 
aristocratic snob with close ties to the Rothschilds - Aaron Burr did us all a favor), proposed a bill to 
Congress to create a privately-owned central bank. After a year of heated debate, the bill was finally passed 
and the First Bank of the United States was given a 20-year charter —- with the Rothschilds as the primary 
owners. After that expired in 1811, Congress passed another bill in 1816 to create the Second Bank of the 
United States. One third of the shares were owned by foreigners in England, again agents of the Rothschilds. 
In 1828, Andrew Jackson was elected president on an anti-Central Bank platform - and promptly revoked the 
Bank’s charter. The People supported this and Jackson was re-elected four years later. He was also the target 
of the first presidential assassination attempt by Richard Lawrence (see below), who later confessed to being 
“in touch with the powers of Europe” [meaning the Rothschilds]. But Jackson held firm and refused to renew 
the Bank’s charter; and for the first (and last) time in history, the US national debt was reduced to zero 
during his term in office. In response to this, Second Bank of the United States president Nicholas Biddle (an 
agent of Paris-based Jacob Rothschild) cut off all funding to the US government in 1842; which, combined 
with the effects of the Panic of 1837, plunged the country into its first severe depression [of many]. 


About one generation later, the dinosaur Elite again attempted to do major meddling in the country’s affairs 
by backing opposing sides of the Civil War: with the London banks funding the Union, and the Paris bankers 
helping the South - both controlled by the Rothschilds. With the Union $100 million in debt from the war, 
newly-elected president Abraham Lincoln, under Section 8 of the Constitution, authorized the creation and 
circulation of “Greenbacks” to pay this debt. In response to this intrusion on their economic monopoly, the 
bankers lobbied for and passed the 1863 National Banking Act and got the US central bank restored. Lincoln 
was re-elected the following year and vowed to repeal the act, but was assassinated before he could do this. 
Assassin John Wilkes Booth was a member of the Knights of the Golden Circle secret society, and connected 
to the Rothschilds through Confederate Secretary of State Judah Benjamin. The Knights of the Golden Circle 
contributed to much of the social tension that was responsible for starting the Civil War; the commonly 
accepted historical propaganda that the issue of slavery caused the war was an obfuscation to hide the 
bankers’ role in originating, encouraging and profiting from the war - a standard divide-and-conquer strategy. 


A century after Lincoln’s demise by the bankers, president John F. Kennedy authorized the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue silver-backed notes [Silver Certificates] through Executive Order 11110 on June 4, 1963. 
That, and the fact that he intended to “smash the CIA into a thousand pieces”, led to his assassination in 
Dallas, Texas on November 22, 1963. The exact perpetrators that pulled the triggers are unknown to this day. 


Here are the banker-induced panics and depressions in America since it was founded:

Unknown to the bankers, the amount of human misery directly caused by these panics is unimaginable. 


People who oppose the moneyed interest have been known to meet (and on occasion, avoid) violent ends: 


Andrew Jackson January 30, 1835 assassination attempt by Richard Lawrence 

Louis McFadden May, 1933 two assassination attempts and successful poisoning 
Abraham Lincloln April 15, 1865 assassinated by John Wilkes Booth 

John F. Kennedy November 22, 1963 actual assassins not completely determined 


Each of these was directly assisted in some way by powerful banks in Europe or America. 


Another major problem with the economic system is the global derivatives market. A derivative is simply a 
speculation on some type of financial action going higher or lower at a particular time. This could be in regard 
to stocks, bonds, commodities, currencies, or even interest rates. There are even derivatives on the weather. 
These were originally used to hedge risk, but now they’ve mutated into an enormous monster that’s out of 
control. They’re also a great haven for investing profits from narcotics sales, because of their opaque nature. 
At this writing, there are somewhere in the neighborhood of $1.5 quadrillion of derivatives existing in the 
market; an astronomical number, considering that it’s over 20 times the entire global GDP [all the products 
produced on the planet] of around $70 trillion. To get an idea of exactly what a quadrillion is, if you made a 
cube out of a quadrillion pennies [$10 trillion] it would be over half a mile on each side and would weigh 
somewhere around 2.75 billion tons. Unbelievably enormous. These derivatives are really just a speculative 
illusion, and the growing bubble they’re creating will have to burst eventually. One thing that will cause this 
is rising interest rates. In early 2016, the Fed raised its interest rate for the first time in 8 years. This is what 
will bring the system down eventually - it’s the beginning of the end. The derivatives market will collapse 
directly from this, and when it does the global economy will go with it. The world money supply survived the 
dot.com crash and the housing crash — but it won’t survive this. 


Austerity is a con game imposed by the International Monetary Fund to steal money and resources from 
countries with massive public debt, which results from the present financial crisis the banks themselves have 
created. It involves cuts in government spending, tax increases, reduction of social benefits, and selling off the 
country’s natural assets. The people hardest affected by this (as usual) are the lower economic classes. 
Austerity measures generally increase unemployment and lower household disposable income. This is exactly 
what has happened in the affected European countries. There have been riots in Spain, and Greece has had 
to sell off many of its islands to foreigners (Greek officials were easily bribed to accept this looting program). 
The only people profiting from this (naturally) are the bankers, who simply increase the countries’ interest 
rates on their debt. Soon, Europe will be completely stripped of its resources — and America is next. When 
they finally privatize Social Security, Medicare and other “entitlements”, it’s officially the beginning of the end. 


The powers-that-be have been trying to eliminate cash altogether for some time now. The War on Cash is 
really a War on Freedom. It’s all about control of you and your life (they seem to think that’s terribly important 
for some mindless reason). Which, naturally, means that it’s all the more reason to resist it by any way 
possible — legal or otherwise. They just want to make money completely digital so they can track (and tax) 
every single transaction you do, plus control you by limiting access to your own money (just watch, next it will 


be food and water). They try to obfuscate this fact by saying that electronic currency is “more convenient” or 
“safer” than cash (what’s safer than your own money in your hand?). Plus the worn-out excuse that cash 
should be eliminated because it’s used to fund terrorism — as usual, they’re missing the point. Terrorists also 
use cars, shoes and condoms as well, but that’s no excuse to mindlessly ban their usage. That’s simply 
shortsighted and ignorant — not to mention a very dangerous path directly to tyranny. Don’t fall for these 
simple-minded tricks. So far, the American people have been very resistant to the idea of giving up their cash. 
But little by little, banks have been adding more rules pertaining to the use of cash: like limits on how much 
you can withdraw from your account at one time, or how often you’re able to withdraw. They’re simply trying 
to make it harder to get cash, so people will just give up and accept it. Don’t let them get away with this scam. 
Stand your ground. It’s your hard-earned money. Beat these thieving control-freaks at their own game. 


Watch out for organizations like the Better Than Cash Alliance that are working to “promote the transition 
from cash to digital payments”. These sellouts are obviously kissing some serious dinosaur Elite butt, and are 
almost surely funded by them as well. Don’t believe the propaganda they’re saying, it’s all lies. 


Historically, countries that print their own money without the meddling of a central bank tend to be 
prosperous. The American colonies had a thriving economy by printing and utilizing Colonial Script until they 
were forbidden to do so by England. They were then forced to issue bonds that were sold to the Bank of 
England [Rothschild-controlled], who in turn would loan them the money to use in the colonies. The 
subsequent unemployment and economic upheaval was the direct result of borrowed debt, which was the real 
reason for the American Revolution - not the generally-accepted propaganda of excessive taxation (which was 
actually less than 1% of the nation’s GNP). Another attempted rewrite of history. 


The City of London is an autonomous walled city (just like Vatican City is in Rome) in the heart of London. It 
is the highest concentration of banking, insurance establishments and law firms on the planet. Over 500 
banks have offices in The City; and the London Stock Exchange, Bank of England [the UK’s central bank] and 
Lloyd’s of London are based there. It is also the world’s greatest foreign exchange market. The sellout press 
conveniently didn’t mention much about the bombings in The City by the IRA during 1992-93 - they didn’t 
want the suits to appear as vulnerable as they actually are. This despite their “ring of steel”, the security and 
surveillance cordon that surrounds The City, which probably contains the largest concentration of 
surveillance cameras in the world. Wonder what else the suits are hiding there.... 


The World Bank was created in 1944 at the Breton Woods conference; allegedly to help with reconstruction of 
Europe and Japan after the war, then later to “alleviate global poverty”. It’s genuine purpose is to promote 
private foreign investment through loans and other methods, as stated in its charter. What this realistically 
equates to is loaning money to third-world country big businesses, who then pass the responsibility on for 
repaying the loan to that country’s [mostly poor] people, who profit the least from those businesses. In other 
words, the World Bank keeps the third world perpetually in debt. Conveniently, every World Bank official is 
granted legal immunity everywhere in the world. The World Bank is also pushing an initiative called 
Identification For Development, whose main function is to facilitate universal usage of electronic identification 
for every person on the planet. They try to justify this by claiming it will aid social programs and facilitate 
citizens’ access to economic opportunities and employment. Quite a steaming load of manure. In reality this is 
the ultimate form of control and enslavement; without this electronic ID you won’t be able to do anything - 
period. The ultimate dinosaur Elite dream, and the Holy Grail they desperately need to complete their 
megalomanic agenda. Resist this insanity at any cost — it’s slavery you'll never escape from in your lifetime. 
Ironically, the World Bank’s motto is “Working for a World Free of Poverty”. A well-phrased outright lie. 


The International Monetary Fund is the strong-arm enforcer and collection agency for the international 
banking cartel. It forces debtor nations to privatize their economies and allows multinational corporations 
(conveniently controlled by the cartel’s banks) to operate in their countries and provide these corporations 
with resources and enormous tax breaks. As long as these nations follow IMF policies they can continue to 
receive loans from the World Bank, perpetuating the cycle of endless debt. If certain policies are not followed, 
the loan-sharking is discontinued, the country’s currency is devalued, and then ravaged by hyperinflation. 
Most countries will kiss ass and meekly comply. Iceland is a notable exception, as they refused the IMF 
meddling and actually jailed bankers. Good for them. Having backbone is how bullies are dealt with, either on 
the playground or the global arena. The IMF also originates the Special Drawing Rights (SDR), which they use 
and are pushing to be the official world currency. They'll do this after either the economies of the United 
States or China collapse (or both). China has a huge potential for collapse with its growing housing market 
bubble; they’ve built dozens of entire cities (yes, cities) in the middle of nowhere, and all the houses and 
apartments are empty because nobody there can afford to buy them. Their collapse is definitely just a matter 
of time. The value of the SDR is based on a “basket” consisting of five currencies: the US dollar [the current 
World Reserve Currency], euro, Chinese yuan, Japanese yen, and the British pound. For several years, the 


IMF has been exploring adding the price of gold to the basket. That, too, will probably have to wait for a 
collapse to happen. Incidentally, the IMF Articles currently prohibit any country to base its currency on gold. 


The Bank of International Settlements was formed in Switzerland by the world’s central banks in 1930 to 
originally handle the oppressive World War I reparations imposed on Germany by the Allies under the Treaty 
of Versailles. However, what it actually did was direct funds to Adolf Hitler from America and Britain to help 
him build up his war machine. They even stored millions of gold bars received from the Nazi government in 
1942 (that was right in the middle of World War II); these were looted from banks in occupied Europe and 
were also made with melted-down gold from jewelry and gold teeth recovered from concentration camp 
victims. Today the BIS is the most powerful bank on the planet. It’s also implicitly obvious that they’re at the 
heart of laundering enormous profits from global narcotics sales. Historian Carrol Quigley stated that the BIS 
has a plan “to create a world system of financial control in private hands able to dominate the political system 
of each country and the economy of the world as a whole...to be controlled in a feudalistic fashion by the 
central banks of the world acting in concert by secret agreements.” Looks like they’ve definitely succeeded 
nicely at achieving that goal - just some well-groomed thieves in Armani suits eating chocolate. 


Some other high-level financial institutions and events to keep an eye on: the World Trade Organization, 
World Economic Forum, the American Bankers Association, and the International Monetary Conference. 
They’re obviously not here for your benefit in any way. 


The new concept of microfinance is an interesting emerging idea on the monetary scene. This is where 
entrepreneurs and small businesses can get financing from private sources - without using banks or similar 
services. When used properly under the right controls, it can help third-world borrowers to stay out of the 
banking system’s web of debt. That’s definitely a good thing in the Big Picture. 


Another way that people get trapped into the system is through student loans. A college education will cost 
tens of thousands of dollars these days, and most students depend on financial aid to get their diploma 
[which is mostly good for wallpaper]. So when the student graduates, they are hugely in debt and snared 
before even joining the rat race. And it will be at least a decade or two before the student loan is completely 
repaid, with an additional half of the principle going as interest. Quite a convenient and profitable trap. 


The Rothschilds control a enormous global financial empire. More about these parasites in Chapter 8. 


The opium-smuggling families of Jardine, Keswick and Matheson formed the Hong Kong Shanghai Bank 
Corporation (HSBC) in 1865 just after the second Opium War to launder opium profits. Today it still 
continues to launder money from worldwide narcotics sales. Its headquarters in Hong Kong are right next to a 
large Masonic temple. Other families that have profited handsomely from the opium trade are the Astor, 
Baring, Delano, Dent, Forbes, Inchcape, Perkins, Rothschild, Russell, Sassoon, and Swire families. 
Interestingly, a significant number of the clipper ships that shipped opium (and slaves) had Jewish owners. 


Here are some seedy banks to research: The Bank of Credit & Commerce International (BCCI) of Karachi, 
Pakistan; they launder profits from narcotics, guns and gold sales. Midland Bank (controlled by HSBC) 
launders Silver Triangle drug profits. Texas Commerce has laundered Mexican drug money (it was bought in 
1993 by Chemical Bank, which was in turn bought by Chase Manhattan Bank). Banca Nacionale de Lavoro 
made many illegal loans to Iraq through BCCI, Nugan Hand Bank was a CIA front that laundered drug and 
arms money [it collapsed in 1980 after Nugan’s “suicide”], Banco Interceanico launders money for cocaine 
cartels. And Dadeland Bank of Miami, Florida has also been investigated for drug profit laundering. 


An excellent and well-researched book on the backroom deals of the international banksters is Big Oil & Their 
Bankers in the Persian Gulf: Four Horsemen, Eight Families & Their Global Intelligence, Narcotics & Terror 
Network by Dean Henderson. Definitely required reading to understand the seamy relationship among banks, 
the intelligence community, oil, guns and narcotics. It shows these vermin for exactly what they are. 


Collection agencies are criminals that collect so-called debts for other criminals called bankers. These people 
use threats, intimidation and other illegal methods to persuade victims to give them money - that’s normally 
considered extortion. Best way to handle these bottom dwellers is to deny who you are, answer no questions, 
and never sign anything they try to force or trick you into signing. 


It would only seem proper for bankers (and bill collectors) to start becoming very unpopular people. It would 
also be a shame if their workplaces, homes and vehicles were continually trashed or vandalized; like some 
examples from chapter 5 of the previous book in this series. Sometimes shit just simply happens. 


Online banking is the absolute height of insanity —- you’re wide open to hacking, exploitation and theft. That’s 
in regard to both your money and personal information. Avoid this like the plague. 


The answer to opposing this criminal banking cartel is for you to cut up your credit cards and pull all your 
money out of the bank NOW; or if you’re totally dependent on cashing paychecks or receiving your Social 
Security (since they only use direct deposit now purely for their convenience), just keep as little in your 
account as possible. Show them their activities are unacceptable by not giving them access to your money. 
Always use cash. Otherwise, they’re just going to keep pulling the same stunts repeatedly, or even worse - like 
negative interest. Banks in some countries in Europe will actually charge you to have an account, they simply 
steal some of your money every month just for the privilege of keeping it for you. And they think this is 
acceptable, mostly because people don’t do anything about it. Several days of bank runs will cure them of 
that fantasy, and start putting these banksters in their proper place - hopefully some rat-infested gutter. 


Theoretically, the ultimate prize would be to hack the banking computer system and start redistributing 
wealth from certain larger accounts back into the populace in general. Somebody wakes up one morning and 
their account has $20,000 now - Merry Christmas! Gives a whole new meaning to “trickle-down wealth”, 
doesn’t it? Naturally, because of all the safeguards and protocols, this would definitely have to be an inside 
job (like 9/11 was). And framing the Federal Reserve or some other dinosaur Elite entity for this would be the 
absolute icing on the cake. Do some research on the Clearing House Interbank Payment System (CHIPS) that 
handles interbank transactions. Quite the noble cause for some bright young idealistic hackers out there. 


Financial “crises” are simply a sleight-of-hand trick to divert your attention while the banking cartel steals 
more of your money — pure and simple. See them for what they are, and don’t be fooled. Nothing is “too big to 
fail”. The banking system is responsible for a lot of what’s presently wrong in your life. They’ve essentially 
legalized fraud and theft in the banking industry; this has caused an unbelievable amount of misery and 
suffering in the world’s population, and they’re just going to make it worse in the future. The Federal Reserve 
is a lingering cancer that would need to be surgically removed for this country to be healthy again, and give it 
the chance to prosper after a century of outright theft and exploitation by these criminals in suits.

Chapter 2 — Illusion of a Participatory Political System 


“The world is governed by very different personages from what is imagined by those who are not behind the scenes.” 
- Benjamin Disraeli 


The American political system has degenerated to a point that it’s essentially a very bad television show. The 
people keep hearing the usual BS from candidates, are given some outrageous campaign promises which are 
always broken and ignored, then elect the most apparently charismatic person. The country in general gets 
worse, the people become more cynical, elect some other talking head, and the whole cycle starts again. 
Except this program never gets canceled, the actors just change every four or eight years. That’s about the 
last half-century in the Untitled Sitcom of America, isn’t it? Sounds like it’s about time to change the channel. 


The United States government is so filled with graft, corruption and outright criminality that the very thought 
of them upholding any kind of democratic ideals or integrity is completely laughable. And for an average 
citizen to believe that they actually do this is being naive and living in complete denial of the facts. Being 
idealistic is one thing, but delusional fantasy is quite another. 


People have become so disillusioned with the system that they think nothing can be done about it. That’s just 
what the dinosaur Elite want them to think. Unfortunately, apathy is a self-fulfilling prophecy. 


The problem is that government is no longer responsive nor responsible to the people, it believes in just the 
opposite — they seem to think that we’re here for their benefit. Nothing could be further from the truth. When 
it reaches that point, the governing body has ceased to be doing its intended purpose and is now exclusively a 
parasite, detrimental to its citizens and in need of removal. You wouldn’t leave a 20-foot tapeworm in your 
digestive tract, would you? Then why tolerate an insolent, demanding overlord that imposes outrageous and 
restricting rules on you and steals most of your money. Doesn’t make much sense to tolerate that kind of 
exploitation, unless you like being victimized. Most sane, rational and intelligent people don’t. 


Contrary to popular belief, the president and vice president are not elected by popular vote but by the 
Electoral College, which was approved by the Constitutional Convention on September 6, 1787. There are 
currently 538 electors: the Congress (435 Representatives of the House and 100 Senators) plus 3 electors 
from the District of Columbia. These electors, chosen on Election Day, will meet at the capitals of their 
respective states on the Monday after the second Wednesday of December to cast their electoral ballots. These 
ballots will determine the two highest political offices of this country. So why do we even bother to go vote at 
the polls? Like the title of this chapter states, it gives us the illusion that we’re participating in the process of 
our government. That’s enough to keep the unwashed masses content and not revolting. 


The electronic voting machines that are currently used in most of the country are a total sham; they can be 
easily modified (or reprogrammed) to produce any desired result — plus there’s really no official accountability, 
like a ballot has. The voting fiasco of 2000 in Florida that “officially” got George W. Bush elected is a prime 
example of this. It was lucky for W that his brother Jeb was governor there, or that might have been an actual 
problem. Speaking of W, do a little research on his paternal grandfather Prescott Bush and his wartime 
business dealing with the Nazis before (and even during) World War II. And, as mentioned in the previous 
book, there is a very good chance that Aleister Crowley was Barbara Pierce Bush’s real father: making W, Jeb, 
Neal and their other siblings the grandkids of The Beast himself. Nothing particularly new for papa George 
and W, both being Skull & Bones as they were. There are lot of skeletons in the Bush crime family closet. 


The implementation of Agenda 21 global “sustainable living” policies have been slowly eroding the sovereignty 
and human rights in this country for the last couple of decades. It’s just a simple power and resource grab; 
with the government attempting to own most of the land, concentrating people into urban zones where they 
can be more easily controlled and exploited, and having private corporations own all vital resources like food, 
water and energy.

Get on the internet and look up the following: Department of the Army FM 3-39.40 “Internment and 
Resettlement Operations”, US Army Military Police School MP 1004 “Civil Disturbance Planning”, Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff “Joint Vision 2020”, FEMA “Director Battle Book”, The Council of the Club of Rome 
“The First Global Revolution”, National Intelligence Council 2010-08 “Global Governance 2025: At a Critical 
Juncture”, David G. Guyatt “Toward a Psycho-Civilized Society”, Special Study Group “Report from Iron 
Mountain: On the Possibgility and Desirability of Peace”, 107 Congress/Senate of the United States H.R. 
3162 [“Patriot Act”, see what it really says], The Project for the New American Century “Rebuilding America’s 
Defenses: Strategy, Forces and Resources For a New Century”, and John Villasenor “Recording Everything: 
Digital Storage as an Enabler of Authoritarian Governments”. Read these and decide if it’s all benevolent. 


Also do some research on what’s called a Comprehensive Annual Financial Report (CAFR), which is required 
of every government agency. What these reports reveal is that an immense amount of unreported cash 
reserves exist as hidden funds within various levels of government (immense, meaning enough to take care 
of the National Debt). This was first noted and revealed by Air Force auditor and federal accountant Colonel 
Gerald Klatt, who [not surprisingly] happened to die under mysterious circumstances back in 2004. 


Governments always end up enslaving their people - no exceptions. It’s simply the inevitability of human 
nature run amok with an unrestrained illusion of power. The dupes that are allowed to play these acting roles 
(from small-town mayor to a nation’s president) always seem to act amazingly self-righteous — they’re living in 
a narcissistic fantasy world where they believe everyone thinks they’re so important. Their dream world 
naturally comes to a screeching halt when the powers-that-be decide their usefulness is over, or they really 
screw up badly. Governments always trick their subjects into giving them that fantasy of power, the “consent 
of the governed” mentioned in the Declaration of Independence. Regardless of good intentions, people will 
inevitably seem to muck up a good thing. It would appear to be a character flaw of the species. Fortunately, 
anarchy sidesteps this trap - so it’s less of a problem. 


A government that totally relies on (and is based on) secrecy is not “of, for, or by the people”. Closed hearings, 
executive orders [that unlawfully bypass Congress], extraordinary rendition, and implied consent are not what 
true democracy is based on. The Constitution of the United States, which this country was officially founded 
on, is being blatantly ignored and violated — put plainly, this is simply no less than treason. 


The fix on this is going to be finding decent, reliable political candidates (that’s almost an oxymoron) and 
getting them elected to office. Overlook the Cult of Personality and find people that can actually do the job. 
The only other realistic alternative would appear to be revolution — it worked quite well over two centuries ago. 
This concept was stated very well in the Declaration of Independence: 


“But when a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same Object evinces a design 
to reduce them under absolute Despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off such Government, 
and to provide new Guards for their future security.” 


That’s pretty straightforward. This apocalyptic circus has gone on long enough.

Chapter 3 — Unaccountable Intelligence Community

The various intelligence agencies around the globe have patterned themselves after some of the organizations 
in George Orwell’s prophetic literary masterpiece 1984. Since the end of World War II they have diligently 
worked toward sinking the world into a dystopian nightmare of total surveillance and thought control; and it 
appears that they’ve come dangerously close to accomplishing this insane goal. 


The Central Intelligence Agency was created in 1947 to provide the President and his cabinet with worldwide 
intelligence gleaned mostly from human intelligence (HUMINT). However, based on its actions the last half- 
century, the genuine function of the CIA is to protect the interests of America’s corporate elite throughout the 
globe. It seems that when a country’s leader attempts to nationalize its own businesses that have significant 
American or British investment, then that regime will just happen to have a military coup or an assassination 
shortly.

In the last couple of decades, as more of the CIA’s true nature is exposed to the public, a good deal of their 
traditional functions have been outsourced to private firms like Blackwater, Halliburton, or whatever name 
they hide behind this month.

The School of the Americas in Fort Benning, Georgia is where Latin American (and other) military officers are 
taught by the CIA how to conduct coups and master the uses of torture, interrogation and murder. Your tax 
dollars at work. 


Assassination of politicians (and occasionally celebrities) has increased dramatically over the last half- 
century. The alleged assassins, if they aren’t killed, consistently show irrational behavior, symptoms of mind 
control, and lapses of memory during the event.

Note that most of the victims here were persons of peace, or beloved leaders of their people. 


It appears that the CIA placed the bomb aboard Pan Am Flight 103 that exploded over Lockerbie, Scotland on 
December 21, 1988, killing all 259 people on board and 11 more on the ground where it crashed. This was 
accomplished at the London Heathrow stopover to eliminate six [uncharacteristically] respectable CIA agents 
that were returning back to Langley with evidence of a CIA cell in Frankfurt, Germany. This cell was 
protecting a Middle Eastern heroin smuggling operation that used Pan Am’s baggage service in Frankfurt as a 
transshipment point. CIA operatives were at the Flight 103 crash scene within an hour and removed a 
suitcase from the wreckage, presumably containing the evidence of that and other possible embarrassments. 
The two Libyan patsies jailed for the bombing were suddenly released amid rumors of a huge BP oil deal with 
Libya - quite an interesting coincidence. There is also speculation that one reason for the December 1989- 
January 1990 invasion of Panama was to eliminate incriminating documents that linked George H.W. Bush, 
the CIA, and the Italian P-2 Freemason Lodge to the Lockerbie bombing. 


The Agency is also strongly suspected in the earlier December 12, 1985 crash of a [CIA-affiliated] Arrow Air 
military transport in Gander, Newfoundland killing all 248 US soldiers and 8 crew aboard. This was related to 
a covert operation [meaning drug deal] between the CIA and BCCI that apparently went bad. Conveniently, 
Agency operatives quickly appeared at the crash scene and whisked away a 70-pound duffle bag, presumably 
stuffed with cash - and stiffing BCCI (what a shame). 


Some other companies and entities that have close intelligence connections or known collaboration: American 
Technology Corporation, the Aspen Institute, Bechtel, Brown & Root, Caribe Air, Evergreen Aviation, InQtel, 
the JASON Society, Merle Thomas Corporation, Palantir, Psychotechnologies Corporation, Santa Fe 
International and Santa Fe Drilling Corporation, Southern Air Transport, and Serco. Research these sellouts. 


It’s interesting to note the fact that people attempting to bring out truth about the status quo quite often end 
up being killed and silenced. Here are some of those brave individuals and particulars of their deaths:

Here’s two that weren’t killed, but have suffered immeasurably for doing the right thing: 


Chelsea Manning 2010 Sentenced to 35 years in prison for exposing military atrocities 
Edward Snowden 2013 In exile, released material on NSA spying program PRISM 


A little research on these people will reveal a pattern of harassment and intimidation by government goons. 
Maybe it’s time the harassers became the victims for a change. They need to be shown that this form of 
behavior is reprehensible and won’ be tolerated. Their own methods could conceivably be used against them. 


Murder isn’t the only thing these psychopaths do, they’ve been dabbling in mind control for several decades. 
Operation MK-Ultra (originally known as Artichoke) was a CIA program begun in 1953 to explore and exploit 
the mind-control applications of drugs, electroshock and electronics. It consisted of around 150 sub-projects 
involving behavioral programming, narcoleptic trance, psychotropic chemicals, and electronic dissolution of 
memory. Thousands of people were the objects of these experiments (willing volunteers or otherwise), and 
many suffered permanent mental and/or emotional injury from their participation in this madness. 


Operation Mockingbird was initiated in the 1950’s to influence the media favorably toward the CIA’s goals and 
objectives. Top journalists and news organizations were recruited by the CIA to accomplish mass mind control 
of the US population by way of media propaganda. These assets would eventually include all television 
networks at the time (CBS, ABC, and NBC), newspapers and wire services (The Washington Post, Associated 
Press, Reuters [owned by the Rothschilds], United Press International, Hearst Newspapers, Scripps-Howard 
and Copley News Services), and major magazines (Time, Life and Newsweek). The program is obviously still 
going on today, and is more efficient than ever —- see how social movements like Occupy and the Tea Party 
were trivialized by the media and eventually squashed (at least openly). 


Do a little research on some of these other Agency mind-control programs: projects Bluebird, Chatter, 
Pandora, and Sanguine; operations Chaos, MK-Delta, MK-Naomi, Midnight Climax, Phoenix [now Monarch], 
and QK-Hilltop. Prepare to be amazed and disgusted with what these pretentious miscreants think they can 
do to people. It’s interesting to note that the majority of records on these programs have been either 
“misplaced” or “accidentally destroyed”. Convenient for the perpetrators, but truth comes out in the wash.

6135944, 6167304, 6239705, 6258022, 6292688, 6488617, and 6506148. You'll be shocked, violated and 
angered at what the implications of these patents represent. The majority of them are probably operational at 
present; possibly against you. The easy way to look these up is on the freepatentsonline.com website. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation began in 1908 as the Bureau of Investigation to gather intelligence on 
“known criminals”. During Prohibition they arrested bootleggers and began wiretapping telephones. The 
Bureau then became a machine-gun toting menace to organized crime during the Great Depression under the 
directorship of tough guy (and in-the-closet) J. Edgar Hoover, who lived with his mother until he was 40. He 
was very close to assistant director Clyde Tolson (they often vacationed together). It’s been suggested more 
than once that Hoover seriously enjoyed crossdressing as well. The Bureau got its present name in 1935; and 
it now maintains 56 field offices in major cities [check the phone book for an address, to keep an eye on 
them]. They have been criticized for their overzealous files kept on politicians and celebrities, as well as their 
COINTELPRO program’s psychological warfare against political groups. They’ve even edited the FBI Wikipedia 
article for self-promotion purposes [would that be considered paranoid, anal-retentive, or a little of both?]. 


Until recently, the National Security Agency didn’t even admit that it existed [No Such Agency]. Formed in 
1952, they’re in charge of all forms of electronic interception - they monitor and record everything: landline 
and cellular telephone calls, emails, faxes, all radio communications, even your Skyp conference calls. The 
NSA maintains two enormous data collection centers where they do this; one recently built in Bluffdale, Utah 
and the other at Pine Gap in Australia. These have capabilities that George Orwell couldn’t even have 
imagined in 1984. These installations are a direct daily threat to the privacy of every person on this planet. 


Do some research on the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Court (FISC), a seven-judge panel that issues quick 
warrants for NSA electronic and phone intercepts. This is when they bother to use warrants, mind you. 


The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms evolved from an agency of the Department of the Treasury in 
1886 to its present form in 1972; though after 9/11 it became part of the Department of Justice [the term 
“Justice” is used quite liberally here]. They concern themselves with “federal” offenses involving firearms, 
explosives, and “controlled” vices like tobacco and alcohol. They have 25 field offices in major cities of the 
country. The BATF (along with the FBI) were involved in two major siege-massacres in the 1990’s: Ruby Ridge 
and Waco. There is plenty of material on the internet about the particulars of these highly criticized incidents 
where people were murdered. They also harass people at gun shows, presumably trying to seem important. 
Look up the BATF’s Operation Wide Receiver and Operation Fast and Furious on the internet, and see what 
your tax dollars have done for the Mexican drug cartels. 


Here are some incidents with the FBI and BATF: 


Ruby Ridge siege and massacre August 21, 1992 2 dead +dog [WTF?], 1 injured 
Waco siege and massacre April 19, 1993 76 dead (men, women and children) 
Burns, Oregon confrontation February, 2016 1 dead [shot after surrendering] 


The Department of Homeland Security was formed just after 9/11. It’s stated purpose is to secure this 
country’s borders and to prevent and respond to domestic emergencies and terrorism. There really doesn’t 
seem to be much difference between them and Nazi Germany’s early phase of the Schutzstaffel [SS]; both 
essentially performed the same functions, and both have been known to have used torture and detention 
without council. The only thing changed is the uniform — so what’s the difference? An organization with this 
much unchecked power is a menace to every citizen, and doesn’t belong in a free and democratic society. 


Another part of DHS is the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA), who will be instrumental in 
imposing martial law when the dinosaur Elite need it. Check on the internet about the dozens of FEMA camps 
that exist all over the country, and decide for yourself what their real purpose is. 


There are dozens of documented cases of the Transportation and Safety Administration (TSA) “losing” people’s 
personal belongings (like cameras, phones, and gifts) - check on YouTube. And how can you morally justify 
fondling some 80-year-old woman’s breasts or feeling up some kid in the name of “security”? This is one 
agency that’s definitely drunk with power. Just say no to uniformed megalomaniacs grabbing your junk. 


These alphabet agencies like to use heavy-handed techniques for solving confrontations. That doesn’t seem 
like a very good long-term strategy, and only encourages more people to oppose them. We'll see how well that 
policy works out in the future when things start getting really crazy. Payback could be a bitch. 


It has been suggested that the government itself, instead of combating it, is actively participating and even 
benefiting from data and personal identity theft. Who else would be better suited for the job, since they 
actively record everything electronic anyway? Talk about the ultimate betrayal of trust. Certain alphabet 
agencies have been actively dealing in the narcotics trade for decades, so why would it be hard to believe that 
they would sell your personal data? And it doesn’t stop there, what other unknown illegal activities might they 
be doing as well, at your expense and detriment? 


People that work for these types of agencies might tend to be morally reprehensible or simply psychopathic; 
and being psychotic may also seem to be a prerequisite for employment. Deal with them as you see fit; from 
harassment to extreme prejudice. Turning them will diminish the overall efficiency of the system, and their 
skills can in turn be used against it. Every little bit helps. These alphabet agencies are evil and out of control. 
They’re a hazard to the entire world, and need to be scattered to the four winds. Soon.

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Chapter 4 — Oppressive Police State/Legal System 


“They got the guns, 
But we got the numbers.” 
- The Doors, Five to One 


Unless you've been living in a cave for the last decade or two, you’ve obviously noticed that the demeanor of 
policeman in general have been changing for the worse. Incidents of police beating, tasering, pepper spraying 
and shooting of civilians have skyrocketed to epidemic proportions. Cops just seem to be more belligerent and 
hateful than they used to be. What caused this about-face in attitude of the public servants you may once 
have looked up to and respected? It’s known that the feds have been supplying military-style weapons, 
materials and training to local police forces, as well as help with drills and exercises within city limits. This 
type of materiel in police hands would only seem to result in general confrontation and riots like those in 
Baltimore, Maryland and Ferguson, Missouri. It would seem that they’re actually encouraged to act this way. 


In the last several years, the Department of Homeland Security has purchased 2,500 armored fighting 
vehicles, 2 billion rounds of hollow-point ammunition, and 7000 assault rifles. One would question why a 
totally domestic organization would stock up on weapons used only in a wartime battle situation. The 
military deals with foreign invaders, so there is only one answer: they are preparing for a war on the American 
people. Doesn’t really sound like an agency that’s thinking in your best interest, does itP They’re also involved, 
along with several alphabet agencies and local police, in the nearly 80 “fusion centers” in major cities around 
the country. These keep a 1984-style eye on the country’s population, claiming to be fighting terrorism and 
allegedly keeping us “safe”. They may indeed do this, but every indication also seems to point toward a more 
sinister agenda: one of complete and total surveillance of this country’s citizens. That is something that 
cannot exist in a free and democratic society, and does not belong in any one group’s hands. It is dangerous 
and guaranteed to be abused. George Orwell was totally right about absolute power and its implications. 


To implement their plan of total control, the powers-that-be will need to have martial law declared to attempt 
to eliminate the possibility of active resistance. This could be accomplished in several ways: another staged 
9/11-style terrorist attack, the threat of invasion by Russia or China, some type of astronomical threat (an 
asteroid or solar flares), or a biological “emergency” like some contagious outbreak of a [manufactured] virus. 


America has the highest rate of incarceration on the planet, which seems almost unbelievable considering 
some of the hellholes that pass as prisons in some of the backwater countries of the world. There are 
currently 2.5 million people serving time in the freedom-loving USA, more than Stalin’s gulag prison system 
held at its height of madness - this is just over one percent of the country’s population; however, that number 
represents nearly a fourth of the total incarcerations in the entire world. The majority of the US prisoners are 
in for non-violent drug offenses. The private prison-industrial complex attempts to snare as many people 
(innocent or otherwise) into its grasp as possible; exploited prisoners mean big money for their stockholders. 


Questioning authority is not illegal (although they will try to make it appear that it is), and it is quite 
appropriate and even patriotic to do so. Mindless obedience to authority produces atrocities like Nazi 
Germany, or worse. Learn to think for yourself. 


Ever notice that everywhere you go nowadays there seem to be surveillance cameras? Street corners, grocery 
and convenience stores, gas stations, sports stadiums, movie theaters, bus and train stations, even most 
building entrances. Makes you wonder exactly where they’re attached to. Quite a few (if not most) go to the 
afore-mentioned fusion centers. These are said to have facial-recognition and license plate-reading software in 
usage against the general population. They’re trying to map out everything you do, then use predictive 
software to figure out what you'll do in the future. Best way to mess with them: don’t be consistent, change 
your routines often, and be spontaneous. Give obscene gestures to cameras consistently (it’s just a machine). 

Surveillance cameras have been known to be smashed, shot, covered, or disconnected (and even completely 
stolen); or have their lenses spray painted to render them useless. They could even allegedly be made 
temporarily useless by either shining a small laser or by reflecting the sun with a mirror into the lens. These 
will “wash-out” the CCD sensor in the camera and temporarily blind it. Reflecting the sun with a parabolic 
mirror (like the large mirror out of a reflecting telescope) will concentrate the sun’s rays into the sensor and 
fry it nicely after a few seconds. A V for Vendetta mask would seem to be appropriate garb while doing this. 


Consider the possibility of putting graffiti on top of buildings for the benefit of those uniformed robots flying 
around in police helicopters. Feel free to be explicit about their mother, wife, or bodily functions as necessary. 


Don’t buy into their “nothing to hide” bullshit. The fact that you have nothing to hide doesn’t automatically 
entitle them to invade your privacy or violate your civil rights. Never consent to any kind of search of your 
person or vehicle; simply say “I do not consent to any searches”. Don’t let them bully you into consenting by 
saying it’s in your best interest — they’re absolutely lying. But if they go ahead and search anyway [illegally], 
don’t interfere and try to make some kind of video recording of it to use against them later. The law is based 
on two firm concepts: specific and _articulable facts, and probable cause. These have to be satisfied to make a 
search legal and legitimate — if they aren’t, then it’s an officially illegal search and any evidence gathered is 
disallowed in a legal proceeding [even if it’s incriminating]. And never call a cop “Sir”, it just strokes their ego 
and makes them feel misguidedly important. Use techniques from chapter 6 of the previous book when 
dealing with these thugs. Very few (if any) deserve your respect, so don’t give it to them. 





The best policy when dealing with uniformed criminals is to remain silent. The “law” apparently requires you 
to give your correct name and address, nothing more. Anything you say can (and will) be used against you, so 
simply don’t give them anything they can use. Naturally, they'll try to intimidate you into giving up this right, 
but stand firm. Don’t let them trick you. When they’re through badgering you, simply ask “Am I free to go?”. 
Unless there is a valid reason to detain or arrest you, they have to release you. This goes for the Feds in suits 
as well. Bullies with a badge always try to use fear to get the job done, don’t let them see any of it in your eyes 
- let them see some well-earned contempt, but nothing more. You can always do something about it later. 


Asset forfeiture has been designed to steal wealth and property from the private sector and put it in the 
pockets of the police state. And there doesn’t even have to be any trial or conviction, simply the accusation or 
even mistaken identity (intentional or not). Fortunately, this could work both ways. Asset forfeiture could 
conceivably be incorporated against a municipality (for stealing money in the form of traffic or parking tickets) 
by procuring items allegedly owned by the city. Get creative. If that’s not possible or is impractical, an 
alternative to this might be to deface or destroy their property. Either way it costs them money, which is the 
ultimate objective. One could even go so far as to incorporate a form of “preventative rendition”, in 
anticipation of any possible or future tickets by a particular city. Again, there are tips in the previous book 
that might be adapted for this. Get assertive and stop being a victim of this cancerous police state. 


Another trick the cops use is excessive charges in an arrest. This is where a person arrested is charged with 
several counts in addition to what they were originally arrested for (which may itself be bogus). These are 
usually vague and arbitrary charges —- they do this to intimidate the arrested victim into plea bargaining a 
guilty on at least one of the charges. That way they get a sure conviction, but at the expense of the victim’s 
justice. Don’t fall for this nasty trick. They'll claim that copping a plea is “in your best interest”; this is an 
outright lie, it’s obviously in their best interest. Don’t sign anything, and insist on a jury trial. In most 
situations, they know they don’t have a case if it goes to trial — they’re just trying to trick you with four or five 
counts and panic you so youl sign a confession to one of them. There’s a very good chance the judge would 
throw out the case anyway with all the extra baggage along. Stand your ground, and don’t let them trick you. 
Isn’t it interesting how law enforcement always seems to need deceit and lies to function? Doesn’t make them 
really sound like the “good guys”, does it? Make it a point to see them for what they are — the real criminals. 


Police-state concepts like extraordinary rendition, implied consent, preventative detention, plausible 
deniability, and tacit procuration have no justifiable place in a free and open society that fraudulently claims 
to value the liberty of its people. And a country that incorporates (and even encourages) torture has no right 
to expect any support (moral or otherwise) from citizens of good conscience. 


Take a good look at something called the “Strong Cities Network” that is being pushed by the Department of 
Justice to allegedly “strengthen community resilience against violent extremism”. Another typical power-grab 
to tighten control and to suppress free speech and thought. See through their lies. 


Keep an eye on something called Smart Grid Streetlights. These are LED streetlights that can also contain a 
wireless transceiver, proximity sensor, video camera, speaker and microphone — they can see and hear you. 
These have been advertised as having “homeland security purposes” by companies like Illuminating Concepts 
of Farmington Hills, Michigan; Sensity Systems, Inc. of Sunnyvale, California; and GE [General Electric] 
Lighting of Fairfield, Connecticut. Cities like Chicago, Detroit, and Pittsburgh are known to have them; and 
they’re coming to a city near you - soon. The feds are also known to be funding these intrusive devices. 


There are many good websites on the internet that document police improprieties at this writing: CopBlock, 
Truth in Justice, Purple Berets, Injustice Anywhere, Muckraker Report, Rate My Cop, Communities United 
Against Police Brutality, October 2224 Coalition, and Journalist’s Resource. Support these websites, they’re 
doing their part to help resist this insane police state. 


On September 12, 2014 (one day after the anniversary of 9/11) Eric Frein, an intelligent and self-trained 
survivalist, allegedly shot two Pennsylvania State Troopers in Pike County, Pennsylvania. He then took off into 
the sticks of northeastern Pennsylvania and eluded nearly 1000 local and federal cops for over a month anda 
half before he was apprehended and beaten. Definitely a world’s record, and graphically demonstrated that 
the boys with badges aren’t as omnipotent (or skilled) as they think they are. What little respect they had from 
the public went down even more after this well-publicized debacle. What does “incompetent” mean? 


The police need to be kept under surveillance, and their wrongdoings filmed and publicized on the internet. 
One could watch their buildings and vehicles, record their comings and goings, and compile lists of personnel 
and their home addresses (a secure public website would be nice for this). Eventually, they could also provide 
you with assorted materiel - depending on how crazy things become socially. Get creative and always watch 
for opportunities. Public servants are here for your benefit, so use them wisely. 


It also might be nice to stock up on those “Stinger” (or Stingray) units that the cops use to intercept cell 
phone calls with. They typically keep them in the trunk, along with some very interesting pieces of equipment 
and weaponry (you’d be surprised what’s in there). As mentioned, there will be chances to go shopping later. 


The NDAA is an absolute travesty of justice and human rights: indefinite detention, no access to a lawyer, and 
torture; just because some overzealous suit says that someone (which could easily be you) is an “enemy 
combatant”. This is so far over the line, and a danger to freedom itself, that it opposes everything this country 
was founded on. The fact that it even exists means that the Constitution has lost its meaning and purpose, 
and our republic is in grave danger. It is essentially high treason, and is worthy of any appropriate response — 
be what it may. And these people aren’t through yet. It will get worse before it gets better. 


The so-called War On Drugs is a dismal failure, and one more taint on law enforcement in general. With the 
CIA actively procuring and selling drugs while the DEA is allegedly trying to suppress them, the War On

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Chapter 5 — False Flags and Endless Wars 


“Tf tyranny and oppression come to this land it will be in the guise of fighting a foreign enemy.”

The concept of endless war is incorporated by decaying regimes to motivate its citizens to devote more and 
more of their resources to a war designed to appropriate what that country requires for its last dying gasp at 
existence. The late empires of Egypt, Babylon, Greece, Rome, the Ottoman Empire, Spain, and Great Britain 
are now being joined by the United States in the bloated, fly-infested territorial carcasses of history. The 
concept of patriotism has become so completely perverted to include going around the globe to kill people just 
to steal their resources from them - all while waving the flag. It just takes a few overweight uniformed 
psychopaths with medals on their chest in some stuffy command bunker to run the drone fireworks show. 


A significant tried-and-true method of accomplishing goals is the false-flag attack. This has been implemented 
consistently for centuries, and with impressive results.

Reichstag fire February 27, 1933 Nazis solidified their power in Germany 

Gleiwitz radio station August 31, 1939 German invasion of Poland, initiated World War II 
Attack on Pearl Harbor December 7, 1941 Brought America into World War II 

Israeli terrorists bomb Egypt July, 1954 Failed - exposed Israeli intelligence operations 

USS Maddox/Gulf of Tonkin August 2 & 4, 1964 Initiated American involvement in Vietnam War 

Israeli attack of USS Liberty June 8, 1967 Failed - exposed Israeli intelligence operations 

Korean Airlines 007 downed September 1, 1983 Congressman Larry McDonald [critic of the Elite] killed 
3 WTC towers destroyed September 11, 2001 Passage of Patriot Act, invasion of Iraq 


Each of these actions had a desired objective, either social, political or military. 


One phenomenon that has escalated in the last two decades is school shootings. Fueled by excessively 
prescribed medication and usually aided by government personnel, these are used as shock value to keep the 
general public on edge and to help initiate gun-control legislation leading to eventual disarmament of the 
citizenry [Adolf Hitler stated that to conquer a nation you first disarm its citizens]. Gun owners and militias 
have been continually demonized for over a couple of decades by government propaganda. Other phenomena 
that have also increased are business shootings and [allegedly] random bombings. The perpetrators (when not 
from a government agency) are almost always conveniently killed, so the truth can never be determined. More 
often than not, the military and police will be running an “exercise” that actually turns out to be the real 
thing, which can’t simply be a coincidence - they’re obviously in on it. See it for what it is.

Columbine school shooting April 20, 1999 13 dead, 21 injured 

Sandy Hook school shooting December 14, 2002 27 dead, 2 injured 

Madrid train bombings March 11, 2004 192 dead, 2050 injured exercise 
Boston Marathon bombing April 15, 2013 3 dead, 264 injured exercise 
Charlie Hebdo shooting January 7, 2015 12 dead, 11 injured 

Charleston church shooting June 17, 2015 9dead, 1 injured 

Paris bombing and shootings November 13-14, 2015 130 dead, 352 injured 

San Bernardino shooting December 2, 2015 14 dead, 21 injured exercise 


Orlando nightclub shooting June 12, 2016 49 dead, 53 injured 


In some cases it isn’t even officially verifiable if people were actually shot or killed at these staged atrocities, 
especially the Sandy Hook shooting. There are also “crisis actors” that consistently seem to show up at 
various shooting and bombing incidents, pretending to be either grieving parents of slain children or crying, 
traumatized people. Many videos are on YouTube that expose these shills for what they are. They obviously 
have assistance from intelligence personnel, so don’t be fooled by their Oscar-losing performances. 


Do some research on the following entities: Alfalfa Club, American Friends Service Committee, Arden House 
Group, Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, Atlantic Union Committee, Center for Advanced Study in 
Behavioral Sciences, Bohemian Club, Center of Strategic and International Studies at Georgetown, Committee 
for Economic Development, Ditchley Foundation, Institute for Social Research, Foundation for Defense of 
Democracies, Institute of International Education, Mont Pelerin Society, Stanford Research Institute, National 
Committee for an Effective Congress, National Training Laboratories, National Policy Board of American 
Assembly, and World Federalists USA. They’re more than they let on to be. 


Also, check out think tanks like the Acton Institute, American Enterprise Institute, Brookings Institute, 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, Center for a New American Security, Discovery Institute, 
Heritage Foundation, Hudson Institute, Institute for Policy Studies, Institute for the Future, James A. Baker 
II Institute for Public Policy, Lexington Institute, Open Society Foundation [founded by George Soros], Rand 
Corporation, and the United Nations University. Notice how they’re tied in with the major foundations and 
universities throughout this country. Most also have intelligence connections and a history of collaboration. 


There are several groups near the top of the pyramid that are directing political policy toward its present 
chaos. These shadow organizations have members that are presidents, vice-presidents, cabinet members and 
congressmen. Their influence extends like a spider web throughout government, business, and banking. 


The Bilderberg Group is a select collection of individuals that began meeting annually since 1954. Their first 
conference was held at the Bilderberg Hotel in the Netherlands (hence the name), and was initiated by Prince 
Bernhard of the Netherlands. Every year, around 150 of the West’s political elite, along with leaders of 
industry, finance, academia and the media, meet at a plush hotel or resort for a weekend to essentially 
discuss the fate of the world. Security is always tight (they wouldn’t want people to know what they’re actually 
doing). It’s generally known that they support and encourage a one-world government and financial system. 


Another significant group is the Council on Foreign Relations, created in 1922. It is a foreign-policy think 
tank composed of influential leaders of government, industry, and academia. Recommendations produced by 
this group are generally adopted as policy by successive political administrations. Its New York headquarters 
were donated by the widow of Harold Pratt, a partner in John D. Rockefeller’s Standard Oil Company. Major 
funding for the CFR comes from international financiers and banks. Every CIA director since Allen Dulles has 
been a CFR member, and this group actually makes up the majority of the CIA’s upper echelon. It’s through 
the CFR that international bankster thieves and global intelligence thugs can mingle like party boys — they 
share similar psychopathic goals against the world and its inhabitants. Additionally, CIA, Mossad and MI6 
agents can be recruited as security and spooks for corporations or banking. The CFR has heavily infiltrated 
presidential cabinet positions; the Nixon administration had 115 CFR members, while Clinton had just over 
100. Also, the majority of top management positions in mass media are occupied by CFR people, as are most 
of the trustees of the Ford Foundation and similar entities. 


The Trilateral Commission was co-founded in 1973 by fossils Zbigniew Brzezinski and David Rockefeller. The 
stated mission of the TC was to form a triad of global influence that consists of the North American Union, the 
European Union, and Japan. All eight representatives from North America at the founding meeting were also 
members of the afore-mentioned Council on Foreign Relations. In 1980, Congressman Larry McDonald 
introduced Resolution 773 into the House to investigate the CFR and TC, but he was killed on September 1, 
1983 when Korean Airlines flight 007 was allegedly shot down by the Soviets. What an amazing coincidence 
that he happened to be on that flight - apparently all the other passengers on the plane were just “collateral 
damage”. Incidentally, the Rockefeller Brothers Fund is one of the TC’s largest supporters. 


The Tavistock Institute was formed in 1947, and resides in the City of London. It claims to be a non-profit 
center that conducts social science research and therapeutic practice. In reality, it was responsible for 
developing mind-control and behavior modification techniques used since World War I] involving drugs and 
electroshock (research is still most likely ongoing). The policies of the National Education Association have 
been strongly influenced by Tavistock. Additionally, it’s suspected of having ties to British Freemasonry, and 
also receives funding from the Rockefeller Foundation - so you can see their true motives. Sigmund Freud, 
Carl Jung and R.D. Laing all had dealings with Tavistock. 


The Club of Rome is a think tank founded in 1968 to allegedly deal with international political issues. It was 
formed at the Rockefeller private estate in Bellagio, Italy and began with 75 prominent industrialists, 
scientists, and economists from two dozen nations. In 1973 they published a report “Regionalized and 
Adaptive Model of the Global World System” which divides the world into ten political/economic regions and 
presumably united under a common leadership (you can find this on the internet). They’re also very 
concerned about population control and environmental issues [Bill Gates and Al Gore are members]. 


The Royal Institute for International Affairs was started in London in 1919 with help from the Rothschild’s 
Business Roundtable. Another political think tank designed to influence national policies, it has sponsored 
many other similar organizations around the world: the previously-mentioned Council on Foreign Relations, 
Canadian Institute of International Affairs, Asian Institute of Pacific Relations, the Institute des Relations 
Internationales in Brussels, Indian Council of World Affairs, Danish Foreign Policy Society, and the Australian 
Institute of International Affairs, among many others. The RIIA is a registered charity of Queen Elizabeth, and 
it’s largely funded by the oil industry — so you can easily see it’s true objectives. 


All these groups would seem to have several goals in common: Establishment of a global government and 
currency, elimination of national sovereignty, removal of barriers to international commerce, and the 
establishment of a global court system and military police force. They’re almost there, folks. 


As mentioned in chapter 3, intelligence services [under the direction of these psychopathic think tanks] use 
private military contractors as lapdogs to do their dirty work throughout the world, all at taxpayers’ expense. 
Companies like Aegis Defence Services, AirScan, AQMI Strategy Corporation, Blackwater (now known as 
Academi), Brown & Root [now KBR], CACI International, Control Risks Group, DynCorp International, Erinys 
International, Executive Outcomes, G4S Risk Management [formerly Wackenhut], GK Sierra, Halliburton 
(with its subsidiary Titan Corporation), International Intelligence Limited, Kratgos Defense & Security 
Solutions, Moran Security Group, MPRI Inc., MVM Inc., Omega Security Solutions, RSB Group, STTEP 
International, Triple Canopy Inc., Unity Resources Group - Australia, Vinnell Corporation, and unknown 
others have participated in various military conflicts (and torture atrocities) around the globe. Didn’t know 
there were so many, did you? Naturally, their sanitized internet home pages fail to mention that they’re 
murderers-for-hire. These frat-boys-gone-wild definitely have an overinflated sense of importance. One 
interesting FYI: Dick Cheney was chairman and CEO of Halliburton from 1995 until he was vice-president. 


With such a megalomanic world agenda, you might wonder what these psychopaths will come up with next, 
maybe something like a “nuke-drone” (a suitcase nuke in a drone, deliverable anywhere). Please stay tuned. 


These meddling groups need to be monitored, and their secretive activities revealed directly to the world. Their 
intrusive activities are no less than conspiracy and treason, and they need to be dealt with appropriately.

Chapter 6 — Completely Controlled Mainstream Press 


“The press is our chief ideological weapon.” 
- Nikita Khrushchev 


One disturbing trend of the 20 century was the perversion of the press into a major tool of social control. 
Best illustrated by megalomanic news mogul William Randolph Hearst and his arrogant boast to Frederic 
Remington regarding the Spanish-American War: “You furnish the pictures, and Ill furnish the war.” He did 
exactly that using yellow journalism through his Hearst newspaper chain. Forty years later, Nazi Minister of 
Propaganda Josef Goebbels brought propaganda to an absolute art form when he helped persuade the entire 
German nation to accept Adolf Hitler as no less than a Savior, with predictable results. Today, the entire 
process is more high-tech than ever. Summing up the situation absolutely perfectly, Alex Jones’ Infowars 
states “There’s a war on for your mind”. Indeed there is. 


For decades now, the American public has been taught to believe that everything reported by the media is the 
absolute truth, which has succeeded in making them mentally lazy and amazingly gullible. The official 
explanations of events like the sinkings of the Lusitania and the Maine, the death of General George Patton, 
the JFK assassination, and 9/11 have (for the most part) been simply taken at face value by the masses and 
not seriously questioned. This mindless acceptance is simply no less than dangerous. Think for yourself. 


Facebook and Twitter have been censoring speech for some time now. Some countries in Europe and Asia will 
even arrest and jail people for content they put on social media. Unless it’s prevented, it will only be a matter 
of time until that happens in America — unless it is already and they’re keeping it quiet [which is quite likely]. 
Actually, the alphabet agencies have praised social media because it’s saved them a lot of work — people just 
give them information about themselves. This is really the last thing you would want to do for these jackals. 
Better to put up misleading information about some fictitious person that don’t even exist, simply to mess 
with them and waste their time — just don’t do it on your own computer, it’s traceable. The smaller that you 
can make your digital footprint, the better off (and safer) you'll be. It’s a little work, but it’s definitely worth it. 


Thanks to the CIA’s Operation Mockingbird mentioned in chapter 3, the content of nearly all media today is 
totally controlled; television, radio, magazines, and movies. There are still a few good independent alternative 
websites out there; find, listen to, and support them. They’re keeping it real for you in a world full of lies. 


Television shows like Homeland, 24 and Person of Interest help accustom the public to things like torture, 
surveillance and other illegal activities that government personnel consistently do. Actually, the latter show 
gives out a lot of information and techniques that could allegedly be used against this present police state. 


Have you ever noticed the camera lens built into your late-model big-screen television? That’s not just a piece 
of trim to make it look cool, that’s a fully functional video monitor that can easily be accessed to invade your 
privacy. And you'll never even know when it’s on. Most models also have a built-in microphone. Some black 
electrical tape covering these up will render them useless to anyone at your cable company (or whoever’s 
hacking it). It’s been said that these video monitors are regularly accessed while you’re watching programs, to 
gauge your response to the shows you're viewing. Read your cable contract carefully sometime and look for 
the words “monitoring” or “data acquisition”, some legalese terms for privacy invasion. Since you don’t do 
anything about it, they'll call it “implied consent” and assume you have no problem with them snooping. 


Next time you’re watching some political interview on television, notice how it’s essentially lightweight — it 
looks good, but there’s no real content. The issues are superficial and not really making any point; they simply 
state the obvious and take no genuine stand on an issue or run the risk of offending anybody. Boring. 


The idea of having a “free-speech zone” is basically ridiculous. According to the Constitution, this entire 
country is a free-speech zone. Yet, we’ve been led to believe that free speech is somehow a privilege now, as 
opposed to a right. Don’t let them get away with this kind of Orwellian tyranny. The very concept of free 
speech is fast becoming a thing of the past - it’s self-monitored and controlled by “political correctness” and 
those who mindlessly follow it. But it’s gone far beyond just social control, it’s extended into the legal realm as 
well. There is the 2012 regulation in Australia to fine businesses up to a million dollars if they (or their 
employees) criticize the carbon tax; and the 2015 law in New York that can fine a person $250,000 for 
purposely offending somebody transgender. Excuse me...a quarter-million dollars for calling someone a 
name? That’s thoughtcrime on fricking steroids. Equality’s one thing, but this is total insanity and well into 
the realm of absolute ridiculousness — if not the point of danger. There would seem to be a lot more pressing 
concerns in the world at this time than simple name-calling. One significant example: Israel has been killing 


Palestinian civilians (men, women and children) in the Gaza Strip for some time now, yet criticizing this form 
of genocide is mindlessly labeled as “anti-semitism” — that’s simply Zionist mind control. See it for what it is. 


Julian Assange is a genuine hero for starting WikiLeaks in 2006. The revelations from the millions of 
documents that WikiLeaks has published on war crimes and government improprieties contain things that 
the world very much needs to be aware of. He’s definitely proved that knowledge is power. That rape allegation 
in Sweden is an obvious fraud by the spiteful dinosaur Elite to discredit and silence the spread of truth. 


Politics and religion are the ultimate culmination of groupthink mind control, finely tuned over the centuries. 
Concepts like patriotism and faith ultimately equate to blind submission, and open a person up to both 
exploitation and control. They try to make it look unpatriotic or heresy to question a leader [“authority” 
should always be questioned]. Break free from the slavery of the herd mentality and what others feel you 
should believe.

Direct corporate control of the media has been dramatically (and alarmingly) consolidating for the last three 
decades - this includes TV and radio stations, newspapers, magazines, the movie industry, and publishing. In 
1983, there were 50 corporations comprising the US media; this plunged to 29 only four years later. It 
dropped to 23 in 1990, and to 14 by 1992. By 1997 this had slipped to 10, to 6 in 2000, and bottomed out at 
5 in 2004. There are now six enormous conglomerates that control all the press and media in America:

Whoever runs these companies essentially controls the majority of minds in America. How scary is that?

Check out some of the names of executives in these companies, top bankers, and executive producers of films 
— you will find mostly names of Jewish ethnicity. Facts are simply facts - maybe Charlie Sheen was right after 
all. Incidentally, did you notice that Charlie’s troubles seemed to start right after he spoke out about 9/11 
back in 2011? Quite an interesting (but not totally unexpected) coincidence. Generally, the more resistance 
you receive from the status quo or those “in power”, the closer you are to the genuine truth.

Chapter 7 — Rampant Irresponsible Industrialization 


“When plunder becomes a way of life for a group of men living together in society, they create for 
themselves in the course of time a legal system that authorizes it and a moral code that glorifies it.” 
- Frederic Bastiat 


The biosphere of Planet Earth is being slowly and systematically destroyed by unchecked industrialization. Oil 
spills from ships and drilling platforms combined with radiation leakage from damaged nuclear plants are 
poisoning the oceans (they are all connected). Strip mining and deforestation increase soil erosion and lead to 
desertification. Industrial pollution dumped onto the ground or in rivers and lakes will eventually seep into 
the water table and poison drinking water. The Amazon’s rain forest is being methodically destroyed by 
encroaching agriculture and urban expansion, which reduces the Earth’s source of oxygen while displacing 
indigenous cultures. Short-sighted agricultural techniques deplete the soil and destroy its fertility. Humanity 
in general doesn’t really seem to have much of a sense of stewardship toward this planet. Auntie Gaia is 
getting pissed off, and eventually shel just shake us off like a dog with a bad case of fleas. 


Big Business on this planet is absolutely out of control. Corporations now seem to have more rights than 
people do, and it’s almost always at the expense of those people. When corporate profits take precedence over 
the quality of life of human beings, that’s just simply wrong - and it needs to be stopped. 


Nestlé, the largest food company in the world, has been appropriating water [not always legally] for pennies 
(or less) and reselling it at enormous profit for years now. This was essentially sanctioned at the Second 
World Water Forum held in The Hague, Netherlands in 2000, when Nestlé and other conglomerates persuaded 
the World Water Council [another international think tank] to amend its position and reduce human access to 
drinking water from a “right” to a “need” — you can’t get more Fascist than that. This is incredibly dangerous, 
because it’s simple to see where it leads: food will be next, then air (if they can get away with it). It’s the 
incremental control of everything you need to survive. Just another FYI: the World Water Council lists the 
World Bank as one of its Constituent Members, so that tells you exactly what their objectives really are. 


In 1997, the water supplies of El Alto/La Paz and Cochabamba in Bolivia were privatized by Bechtel 
Corporation [US] and Abengoa Corporation [Spain]. This was enabled by the World Bank, which made water 
privatization an explicit requirement of Bolivia’s receiving financial aid from them [rather anal-retentive and 
controlling on their part]. Quickly, the water rates nearly doubled, and by early 2000 this escalated into what 
is known as the Cochabamba Water War. Initially this consisted of demonstrations by tens of thousands, then 
progressed to general strikes that paralyzed the cities, and later the demonstrators were clashing with police 
and military goons. By early April, demonstrators took over the town’s central plaza and set up roadblocks, 
with resulting arrests and violence. Finally, on April 8, president Hugo Banzer declared a “state of siege” 
[martial law]. The next day, soldiers in Achacachi attempted to remove a roadblock, were met with extreme 
resistance from locals, and then opened fire. Two civilians were killed, one a teenage boy. The outraged locals 
overpowered the soldiers and used their weapons against them, injuring many. One wounded army captain 
was found at a hospital by locals, beaten to death, and dismembered [that’s one way to deal with oppression]. 
After the video of another Bolivian Army captain firing into a crowd (that killed another teenager) was aired on 
television, the area was on the verge of revolution. The government was forced to revoke the contract with 
Bechtel and Abengoa, and a state utility company assumed responsibility for the area’s water. Bechtel and 
Abengoa sued for breach of contract, and settled out of court. Power to the People, it still works. 


Water is the next mega-industry of this planet. Case in point: some premium bottled water costs 2 to 3 times 
what gasoline costs per gallon. Keep a wary eye on worldwide companies that steal and sell water. 


In Colorado, it has been “illegal” to collect rainwater on your own property [that is, if they were aware of it]. 
Fortunately, there have been bills in their Senate and House to be more realistic about this. Maybe legalizing 
marijuana in that state loosened up some of the stuffy old farts at the state capitol. 


There are four huge oil conglomerates that essentially monopolize the oil business on this planet: BP [British 
Petroleum] Amoco, Chevron Texaco, ExxonMobil, and Royal Dutch/Shell. These have been called the Four 
Horsemen (like in the apocalypse, appropriately). These Big Oil robber barons have been pumping crude oil 
out of the bowels of the earth for nearly 160 years now; and have been gouging the general population with 
their overpriced commodity, a black liquid narcotic that the world can’t live without. They’ve discovered that 
they can charge whatever price they please for gas, and we'll gladly pay it. The Four Horsemen have also been 
known to use their offshore oil platforms in the Gulf of Mexico to assist transporting cocaine into the US, 
while assisting certain chemicals getting back to Columbia necessary for its production. Believe it or not, 


Exxon [the corporation, mind you] owns most of the land in the countries of Chad, Oman and Yemen. Hello? 
You know you’re in an absolutely insane Fascist nightmare when corporations start owning countries. 


Monsanto is probably the most evil corporation known to exist, next to J.D. Rockefeller’s Standard Oil. It 
started out as Monsanto Chemical Works, founded in St. Louis, Missouri in 1901 by John Francis Queeny, a 
member of the Knights of Malta order [Monsanto was his wife’s maiden name]. The company soon had many 
successful products: saccharin [a known carcinogen] for Coca-Cola, a butter substitute, monosodium 
glutamate (MSG), and partially hydrogenated vegetable shortening - they made a huge fortune on these. Later 
successes would be the antiseptic phenol, acetylsalicylic acid (aspirin - the German patents had run out), 
polychlorinated biphenyl (PCB) [what a hemorrhoid that turned out to be], dichlorodiphenyltrichloroethane 
(DDT), Agent Orange [a defoliant used in Vietnam], bovine somatotropin (BST, bovine growth hormone), 
aspartame, and their present golden-child, RoundUp herbicide. Their products have caused more human 
misery and death than any company in history except IG Farben (who produced the Zyklon-B used in the 
Nazi death-camp “showers”). In the mid-1990’s, Monsanto began dabbling in biotechnology and genetically- 
modified organisms (GMO’s). And in 1997, they acquired DeKalb Genetics Corporation, the second largest 
seed company in the US, probably to help eventually capture the worldwide seed market and control it. 


Monsanto has a history of being involved in scores of lawsuits involving health and safety - the internet has 
plenty of good info on this. They have patented the GMO’s that they create and are attempting to force 
farmers to use these products that produce sterile seeds; they can’t be used to plant another crop, so the 
farmers have to buy more seeds every year (how insane is that?). Farmers have even been sued for patent 
infringement by having these crops growing on their land that they hadn’t even planted [they were obviously 
illegally sown there by persons unknown]. Fortunately, for the last few years, there have been more and more 
Marches Against Monsanto in cities across the country and the world. People are getting more aware of the 
danger this company represents to the planet, and some countries are even banning their products. Good. 


The Monsanto Protection Act of 2013 [the official name is ironically the Farmer Assurance Provision, HR 933] 
bars US federal courts from being able to halt the sale or planting of GMO seeds, regardless of any problems 
that may arise from them. This shields Monsanto against lawsuits stemming from health issues [cancer, birth 
defects, or even wrongful death] caused directly from ingestion of GMO crops. This is beyond dangerous. 


Monsanto has dozens of offices and facilities all over the country. This is one company that needs to be 
continually monitored, and their actions recorded and broadcast to the world. Monsanto’s products and 
activities are causing direct harm to the health of human beings, bees and other animals, and the Earth’s 
biosystem in general. They’re out of control and need to be stopped. 


The entire world’s grain business has been quietly monopolized by four companies as well: Cargill Continental 
(US), Louis Dreyfus (France), Bunge (Brazil), and Andre (Switzerland). This cabal controls the grain supply for 
the entire planet, so keep an eye on these corporate snakes. Control food and you control people. 


Diamonds are a vanity commodity that have been awarded virtual and overinflated value by the cabal that 
controls them, De Beers. The company began as the De Beers Consolidated Mines in 1888, formed by British 
businessman and imperialist Cecil Rhodes (who started the Rhodes Scholarship). He received significant 
funding from N.M. Rothschild & Sons; and was involved in price-fixing and trust-related controversy, as well 
as allegations of not releasing industrial diamonds during the US effort in World War I. The company has 
been run by the Jewish Oppenheimer family since 1927. Their motto “A Diamond is Forever” seems rather 
ironic (and unrealistic) with well over half of marriages ending in divorce anyway -— the only thing that seems 
to last forever is the debt from buying the rock in the first place. There are a lot better investments, guys. 


Big Business and banks have been in bed together for decades. The banksters are more than glad to deposit 
and launder money from illegal narcotics sales, In turn, banks loan billions of dollars to corporations each 
year. Also, many banks and Big Business companies have interlocking people on their board of directors. This 
is especially true with the Big Oil and Big Pharma hoodlums. The family that preys together, stays together. 


Some of the US companies that benefitted from doing business with the Nazis before (and even during) World 
War II: Chase National Bank, Ford Corporation, IBM, International Telephone & Telegraph, Morgan Bank, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, and Union Banking Corporation. And these are only the ones we know about, 
there are undoubtedly many others. As mentioned in chapter 1, the Bush crime family figures prominently in 
this as well; Grandpa Prescott almost got charged under the Trading With The Enemy Act, but it seems they 
worked out some kind of deal. Wealthy criminals always seem to. 


Do some research on the following corporations and entities: Eximbank, Foreign Credit Insurance 
Association, International Basic Economy Corporation (IBEC), and Overseas Private Investment Corporation. 


Modern allopathic medicine makes the ignorant and shortsighted assumption that every physical (and even 
emotional) problem is some kind of disease, and is therefore allegedly treatable by some particular prescribed 
[and overpriced] compound - which is merely trying to treat symptoms instead of finding the source of the 
malady. This is especially evident in psychiatry, where imaginary conditions like “restless leg syndrome”, 
“amotivational syndrome” [allegedly from marijuana usage] and “oppositional defiant disorder” [simply being a 
teenager] are described in the DSM-IV and supposedly treatable with psychotropic drugs. Prescriptions of 
these have skyrocketed in the last decade or two, especially to schoolchildren. The long-term effects of these 
poisons are conveniently overlooked, so Big Pharma can make billions of dollars annually from selling them. 
Not surprisingly, the Rockefellers own over half of the pharmaceutical interests in the United States. 


The allopathic medical cabal has also attempted to stamp out any type of alternative healing practices that 
cut into its exploitation of the general public for over a century now. Useful things like vitamins, herbs, garlic, 
raw milk, colloidal silver, radionics, and orgonomy have been demonized and suppressed by the AMA and 
other agencies. Dr. Wilhelm Reich died in a federal prison because of these fanatics (his books were even 
burned [yes, in America]) - thankfully his work continues despite their anal-retentive meddling. A good 
general rule to follow: whatever so-called medical “authorities” say you should be doing, do the exact opposite. 
Never consent to a flu shot, since 20% of recipients get the flu from the shot. Health insurance is a scam to 
steal a lot your money. Do your own research and maintain your health as you see fit — resist their attempted 
control over your body. Look up old-time cures and folk medicine, it’s worked for centuries. Just eat right, 
exercise, minimize your stress, and stay away from quacks with illegible signatures — you'll live longer. 


Ever notice how business today assumes no responsibility for anything? If you park in a parking lot, they’re 
not responsible for loss or damage to your vehicle. When you go to a doctor or dentist, you have to sign a 
waver that they’re not liable for any problem that results from treatment [even if it’s their fault] or they won’t 
see you. Doesn’t sound like they have any faith in their own abilities (neither should you) — the majority of 
them are incompetent anyway. 


According to Citizens for Tax Justice, half of the Fortune 500 companies don’t even pay federal income tax. 
They only declare profits in their tax-haven countries, and declare losses in this country. Sound fair to you? 


One technique that has been used to strike back at encroaching industry is monkeywrenching. This mostly 
involves deliberate (and consequently “illegal”) destruction of equipment: flattening tires, draining oil from 
engines, spiking trees and other fun activities; but can also include harassment and other soft methods. It’s 
interesting how persons doing this have been labeled “terrorists” by the FBI; it just shows how far the Fascist 
state has progressed when the Feds are kissing the ass of Big Business like this. Only some machines anda 
few trees are damaged, no people hurt. Doesn’t sound like terror at all, except to some sniveling CEO that’s 
not getting his new 120-foot yacht this year. Ahhh, poor baby. 


Government meddling in small business is consistently increasing, that’s how it works with Fascism. The 
excessive rules and required paperwork are detrimental to small businesses and directly cause them to fail, 
while large corporations have no problem because they have resources to handle it. It’s apparent that this is 
by design: small business is being eliminated in order for mega-corporations to thrive. Fine; to compensate for 
this there will simply be an appropriate increase in the underground economy, so the suits have nobody to 
blame but themselves. That’s just less taxes they1l steal from overworked shop owners that go underground. 
And just to add insult to injury, do support these underground businesses when you can - or, even better yet, 
work for them (only for cash, of course). 


There is absolutely no excuse for anyone on this planet to go hungry or be in poverty. There are more than 
enough resources available to give everybody a reasonable and secure standard of living, despite what the so- 
called “experts” say. The only thing that’s preventing this from happening is human greed. Period. The 
dinosaur Elite and the powers-that-be are exploiting humanity for their own benefit, and directly causing all 
this suffering, misery and death simply to line their own pockets at the people’s expense. They erroneously 
seem to think they’re entitled to it. This policy of manipulation has to end, and the tables need to be turned 
on these parasites - they should be incrementally stripped of their ill-gotten gain. The great thing is, they have 
so much stuff that’s spread out over such an area, that they can’t possibly keep track of it all. Conceivably, 
items could be consistently (and carefully) picked off a little at a time for personal usage. Be thoughtful and 
creative, and make them worth your time; adapt techniques from chapter 2 of the previous book for this. 


The Transatlantic Trade and Investment Partnership (TTIP) is a proposed trade agreement between the US 
and the EU which claims to promote trade and economic growth. The main red flag with this is that the 
negotiations on it are completely secret, there’s no transparency at all (so you know they’re up to no good). 
Any information about it that gets to the public has been leaked. One dangerous feature of the TTIP is the 
introduction of Investor-State Dispute Settlements (ISDS), which will allow companies to sue governments 
whose policies cause a loss in those companies’ profits - that’s taking Fascism to another level of complete 
insanity. They’re trying to pass this before 2020, so keep an eye on it and alert people to the danger. 


These huge multinational corporations are a hazard to the planet and its inhabitants. Their reckless and 
unbridled expansion are destroying the land, air, and the oceans; plus driving more and more people into an 
endless web of poverty and slow death. They need to be broken up for the good of humanity and the planet. 
They also need to have their misdeeds and unethical practices broadcast widely on the internet. More people 
need to be aware of what these pretentious corporations are doing to the public: how their products are killing 
humans, animals and plants, or how their waste products are destroying communities or ecosystems. Groups 
need to picket and demonstrate at their gate or front door — drawing attention to the guilty. Don’t let them get 
away with more murder and destruction. Get involved and get creative, they’re nicely outnumbered. 


Money is the basis for all this insane behavior, so that would be the key to fixing it all. If these activities would 
no longer be profitable or not have a market, nobody would bother doing them. Pure and simple. If it costs 
way too much to get something out of the ground than you can sell it for, you'll leave it in the ground.

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Chapter 8 — Some Other Observations 


‘An invasion of armies can be resisted, but not an idea whose time has come.” 
- Victor Hugo 


There are several major moneyed families in the world, and many minor ones, that are actively concentrating 
most of the world’s wealth for themselves. The top dogs in the West are the British House of Windsor, the 
Jewish Rothschild family, and the American Rockefellers; and the biggest of the minor ones is George Soros. 


The House of Windsor, Britain’s “royal” house, is said to possess more combined wealth and property than 
any family on the planet. They’re the result of the consolidation and inbreeding of the royal houses of Europe 
since the Middle Ages. Originally of German Saxony origin, they conveniently changed their name and titles of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha to Windsor during World War I (the so-called War to End All Wars - that worked out 
really well, didn’t it?). Seventy-five years before that, the family received millions in finance from the 
Rothschilds, which was then turned into an enormous fortune through the Opium Trade in the 19t» century. 


The death of Diana, Princess of Wales in a Paris underpass auto “accident” on August 31, 1997 was a very 
well-executed cover-up of an obvious murder. Diana suspected that her life was in danger, and mentioned 
this to several people. The white Fiat and the motorcycles seen by witnesses entering the tunnel with the 
black Mercedes containing Diana, her driver, bodyguard, and Dodi Fayed have conveniently never been 
identified. It’s also never been explained why the security camera at the entrance of the tunnel was switched 
off that night. Sounds like a standard intelligence-style assassination and subsequent high-level whitewash 
by the Royal family, British and French governments, police, and the press. We’ll never know for sure if she 
really was pregnant with Dodi’s child (which is probably why it happened). Windsors don’t allow half-breeds. 


The Rothschild dynasty began in 1743, when Amschel Bauer, an obscure Jewish coin dealer, opened a 
counting house in Frankfort, Germany. Bauer placed a sign over his door depicting a Roman eagle on a red 
shield (roth schild in German). He taught his son Mayer the ways of banking, emphasizing fractional reserve 
lending. Mayer then concentrated on loaning money to governments, and prospered accordingly. Mayer had 
five sons who joined him in his banking business, and later he sent these five to the major capitals of Europe 
to open branch offices of the bank. Soon, the Rothschilds were manipulating the politics of Europe through 
loans (or the lack of them). They made a fortune brokering German mercenaries to England for fighting the 
American colonists. Thirty years later, after receiving early news of the defeat of Napoleon at Waterloo through 
his own spy network, Nathan Rothschild bought the entire British national debt in console bonds for pennies 
on the pound. He did this by first deceptively selling his consoles, driving down the price, and collapsing the 
market. By the mid-19t century the family dominated European banking, and most of the European 
governments were in their debt. The Rothschilds are known to have been heavily involved in the murder of 
Russian Tzar Nicholas II and his family. They were financially instrumental in the formation of the Zionist 
state of Israel as early as 1882. Today, the Rothschild’s total wealth is estimated to be just short of a 
quadrillion dollars, or a bit less than half the world’s wealth (the Windsors have most of the other half). Among 
some of the Rothschild-owned business entities: Reuters (which owns the Associated Press), Rio Tinto Mining 
Company, Eramet [another mining company], and several of the world’s top vineyards. They own controlling 
interest in The Bank of England, London Bullion Market Association, and Royal Dutch/Shell; plus they own 
or control numerous offshore banking services, phony charities, trusts, and holding companies. 


Rothschilds have real estate holdings all over the planet: Ascott House, Aston Clinton House, Exbury 
Gardens, Eythrope, Mentmore Towers, and Waddesdon Manor in the UK; Chateau d’Armailhac, Chateau 
Clarke, Chateau Duhart-Milon, Chateau Lafite Rothschild, Chateau des Laurets, Chateau Mouton Rothschild, 
Chateau de Reux, Haras de Meautry, and Vaux-de-Cernay Abbey in France; and Chateau de Pregny in 
Switzerland. These are the main known ones, there are undoubtably more scattered around. Just find them. 


Some shadowy Rothschild organizations to do research on: the British East India Company [opium trade, 
defunct in 1874], Business Roundtable, Cogifrance, Compagnie Financiére Edmond de Rothschild, The 
Edmond de Rothschild Foundations, Edmond de Rothschild Group, J. Rothschild Assurance Group, N.M. 
Rothschild & Sons, Paris Orléans SA, RIT Capital Partners, Rothschild & Cie Banque, Rothschild Concordia 
SAS, Rothschilds Continuation Holdings AG, and the Rothschild Foundation. 


There are 251 organisms on this planet that have Rothschild in their scientific name: 153 insects, 58 birds, 
18 mammals, 14 plants (including the rare Slipper Orchid Paphiopedilum rothschildianum), 3 fish, 3 spiders, 
and 2 reptiles. The last group would seem completely appropriate possessing that name. 


The Rothschilds are intermarried with the Bronfman, Cohen, Goldman, Kuhn, Lambert, Loeb, Sachs, Schiff 
and Warburg families, also banking and financial parasites. 


Maybe a big pot of Rothschild stew could be arranged to feed the starving people on the planet. Pass the salt. 


The Rockefellers are the American equivalent of the European Rothschilds, controlling a financial empire 
estimated at over $10 trillion. Originally from Germany (and quite likely of Jewish ancestry), the Rockenfellers 
came to America in the early 18 century and Anglicized their last name. The family’s meteoric rise in the 
petroleum business began innocuously with William Avery “Devil Bill” Rockefeller, a travelling snake-oil 
salesman [and con man, horse thief, bigamist and child molester] that sold crude oil at $2.50 a pint as a cure 
for warts, cancer, snake-bite and impotency. His father’s parents were distant cousins, so there was a little 
inbreeding going on there. Devil Bill had eight known children (two of these by his mistress); but the sharpest 
of his brood, John D. Rockefeller, was a stuffy religious kid with a single-minded and ruthless attitude toward 
acquiring money. At age thirty, he explored the possibilities of the infant oil industry in Titusville, 
Pennsylvania. Seeing great potential, he then started up the Standard Oil Company in Cleveland, Ohio. Later, 
using intrigue, bribery, and outright violence, he proceeded to destroy and absorb the 26 other refineries in 
the area, ruining the lives of thousands of people. By 1890, Standard Oil refined 90% of the country’s crude 
oil. Despite being broken up by the 1911 Supreme Court anti-trust ruling, the company prospered more than 
ever; John D. had controlling interest in each of the resulting companies, plus four tax-exempt foundations to 
shuffle money around in to make his enormous wealth untraceable (and untaxable). Today the Rockefellers 
own controlling interest in ExxonMobil, one of the largest (and most profitable) oil and gas corporations on the 
planet, as well as interest in hundreds of major corporations around the globe. 


Like the Rothschilds, the Rockefeller real estate holdings are immense beyond belief. There is the palatial 
family residence Kykuit [Dutch for “lookout”, definitely look out for these snakes] in Pocantico Hills, New York 
- reported to be 3400 acres in size. It has 70 miles of private roads and includes at least 75 buildings. To 
accommodate all this, tracks of the New York Central Railroad and a small college were relocated [WTF?]. One 
significant addition since John D.’s passing is a $4.5 million three-story underground facility, supposedly for 
storage of archives [but obviously also a survival bunker, stuffed with all kinds of goodies]. The family also 
owns a 32-room Fifth Avenue duplex in New York City, a Beekman Place apartment in Manhattan, at least 
two mansions in Washington, DC; a garden compound in Seal Harbor, Maine; several resorts in Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico, at least eight ranches in the Southwest, the huge Monte Sacro ranch in Venzuela, a coffee 
plantation in Ecuador, several farms in Brazil, and a plush home in the Caribbean. Altogether, the 
Rockefellers have several dozen residences around the globe. Sounds like they need a few squatters to do 
some stealth housesitting occasionally — a few techniques to do this are in chapter 1 of the last book. 


The idea that crude oil is the product of dead plants and dinosaurs is a myth created by the Rockefeller 
business interests to make oil appear to be a scarce commodity, in order to justify charging outrageous prices 
for it. This hoax was pulled off at the Geneva Nomenclature Congress, held in Switzerland in 1892, where 
scientists and engineers from around the world were gathered to determine exactly what organic compounds 
were and how best to standardize representing them. Since the Rockefellers funded most major US 
universities and research centers of the time, they sent some of their own scientists to the Congress to further 
their oil agenda. These scientists claimed that since oil contains hydrogen, carbon and oxygen (one of the 
ways to define something organic), that oil itself had to come from an organic source (like decomposed plants 
and animals) and must therefore be a “fossil fuel”. Apparently their propaganda worked, because the 
Congress echoed what the scientists said verbatim, and the concept of a “fossil fuel” entered the scientific 
mainstream with absolutely no evidence whatsoever to support it (considering the methods that J.D. used in 
conducting business in general, the possibility of coersion and bribery to assist this deception can’t be 
completely ruled out). The main piece of scientific evidence against this manufactured lie is that fossils have 
only been found to a depth of about 16,000 feet, while oil has been consistently found at a depth of 20,000 to 
30,000 feet (and more). Plus the fact that all living things that have ever existed on this planet couldn’t even 
come close to the volume of oil that’s been pumped out of the ground for over a century and a half, estimated 
to be somewhere in the neighborhood of a trillion barrels [around 140 billion tons]. A more plausible (and 
believable) explanation is that oil is abiotic, or simply produced in the depths of the Earth itself [like water and 
diamonds are]. Since oil is the second most abundant liquid (after water) associated with this planet, it may 
even perform a necessary function in the Earth’s inner workings that we’re totally unaware of (plate tectonic 
lubrication, thermal distribution); and we could be doing the planet and ourselves harm by pumping it out. 
Nature never makes anything unnecessarily — everything has a function in a closed system. 


Like their Rothschild counterparts, the Rockefellers are intermarried with other dinosaur Elite families, 
specifically the Aldrich, Morgan and Stillman financial parasite families. They are also linked with the 
McCormick, Dudley and Winthrop business families. 


Incidentally, the federally-required reduction of tetraethyl lead in gasoline in 1995 reduced the efficiency of 
gasoline by 20%, and all the extra crap added to your engine for “emission control” chops it down even more. 
This means that all of us end up buying more gas to compensate. It’s doubtful that actual emissions are 
reduced significantly by all this, what it does is generate more money for Big Oil, smog inspection stations, 
and the state - meaning that less is left for you. Just business as usual - exploit the customer. 


But oil isn’t everything the Rockefellers control. Banking is where they’ve made their mark on the world (along 
with a considerable fortune). They own a significant interest in JP Morgan Chase & Company, the largest 
bank in the US with assets of $2.42 trillion and deposits of $1.27 trillion. JP Morgan Chase & Company was 
formed in 2000 from the merger of JP Morgan & Company and the Rockefellers’ Chase Manhattan bank. JP 
Morgan Chase in turn owns significant or controlling stock in the New York Federal Reserve branch and most 
of the Fortune 500 corporations of the world. They also handle stock & bond trading and investments for 
these corporations, which generates an astronomical amount of money in commissions for the bank. 


Some Rockefeller entities are the Bellagio Center [in Italy], General Education Board, Rockefeller Brothers 
Fund, The Rockefeller Center [at State University of New York], Rockefeller College [at Princeton University], 
Rockefeller Family Fund, Rockefeller Foundation, The Rockefeller Group, Rockefeller Group Technology 
Solutions, Rockefeller University [formerly Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research], Rockefeller 
Philanthropy Advisors, Rockefeller Properties Inc., the University of Chicago, and the Lincoln School 
(specifically for the Rockefeller children’s education). The Rockefeller brothers also donated the land along the 
East River in New York City where the United Nations building now stands. 


George Soros (born Schwartz Gyérgy) is a Jewish-Hungarian financier and philanthropist. He made over $1 
billion on Black Wednesday (September 16, 1992) by a short sell of more than $10 billion in British pounds. 
He has been accused by Malaysia prime minister Mahatrir bin Mohamad of starting the Asian financial crisis 
of 1997. In 2005, Soros was convicted of insider trading by the French Court of Appeals in 2005. The French 
Supreme Court confirmed the conviction the following year, and Soros was fined €940,000 - essentially 
pocket change. Through his Open Society Foundations and various off-shore companies, he supports many 
varied political and social causes: the Center for American Progress, Drug Policy Alliance, and America 
Coming Together; plus programs in Russia, Georgia, Ukraine, Zimbabwe, Kosovo, and Somaliland. He is 
estimated to be worth around $25 billion, and is financially involved with the Rothschilds. 


Some other wealthy families in the US are Bass, Bechtel, Brown, Bush, Busch, Butt, Cargill-MacMillan, 
Carlson, Cox, Dorrance, Duncan, Du Pont, Fisher, Ford, Gallo, Gates, Getty, Goldman, Gore, Haas, Hearst, 
Hunt, Edward Johnson, S.C. Johnson, Koch, Lauder, Mars, Marshall, Mellon, Newhouse, Perot, Pritzker, 
Sackler, Scripps, Walton, and Ziff. Do some research, and be amazed at how much money is really out there. 


The Vatican is the official seat of the Roman Catholic Church. Vatican City is an autonomous walled city in 
Rome that has its own laws and police force [it even issues its own stamps], and its museums contain some of 
the world’s most famous (and expensive) works of art. In the middle of St. Peter’s Square is a huge obelisk 
originally carried off from Egypt by the Roman Emperor Caligula. The area is said to be riddled with caves and 
catacombs, containing who knows what. The church controls nearly 1.2 billion adherents to Catholicism and 
owns an unbelievable amount of wealth. It is said that they have dabbled and interfered in world politics for 
centuries, and they collaborated with the Nazis in World War II while openly condemning them (plus 
remember, these are the guys responsible for the Crusades and the Inquisition). The Vatican is reported to 
own the Watergate building in Washington, DC. The January 2004 issue of Counterpunch revealed that US 
Supreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia [murdered on February 13, 2016 in Texas and just a little too quickly 
embalmed] was a member of Opus Dei, the Vatican’s private “saintly mafia”. Opus Dei has strong ties to the 
P-2 Lodge and various South American Fascist movements. And don’t forget all those pedophile priests. 


The Vatican owns the Mount Graham International Observatory near Tuscon, Arizona which contains the 
L.U.C.LF.E.R. (Large Binocular Telescope Near-Infrared Utility with Camera and Integral Field Unit for 
Extragalactic Research) array. There have been various conspiracies as to what this array has actually 
observed, since the Pope has recently mentioned alien life in one of his sermons and suggested that they’re 
welcome to be baptized. You wouldn’t think that he would go out on a limb like that unless he had a good 
reason to (like Planet X or Nibiru, maybe?). Time will tell on this one. 


Do a little research on the fact that Pope John Paul I was found dead in his private quarters on September 29, 
1978, only thirty-four days after becoming the Holy See. On June 18, 1982, his banker, Robert Calvi [leader 
of the P-2 Grand Oriental Lodge], was found hanging under the Blackfriars Bridge near the City of London 
[financial center] with bricks (a Masonic symbol) and €15,000 in various currencies in his pockets. Calvi’s 
secretary, Graziella Corrocher, had just hours earlier been thrown through a fourth-story window at bankrupt 


Banco Amrosiano (which Calvi controlled); she was the bookkeeper for the P-2 Lodge. Nice retirement plan. 
Incidentally, George H.W. Bush is reported to be an honorary member of P-2, and also a 33'4-degree Mason. 


There are shady connections between the Vatican and the Rothschilds that need research and exposure. 


The dinosaur Elite have taken control of our food and water supply, energy production and distribution, 
education, media and healthcare. They've accomplished this by controlling the world’s finances through 
deception, manipulation, and outright thievery. The control flows downward toward (or upon) the people, 
while the money flows upward to them. They get richer while we get poorer. They are positioning themselves 
to control everything essential in our lives. It would be in your best eventual interest to resist this and have as 
little of your money as possible flow their way. Chapter 7 of the previous book reveals some ways to do this. 


At this writing, silver and gold prices have been held artificially low for several years now, they should be 
somewhere around $150 and $10,000 per ounce in reality, respectively. The gold-to-silver price ratio is what 
you use to gauge the market; when it’s high you buy silver and sell gold, when it’s low you buy gold and sell 
silver. Right now it’s about 80:1, so now might be a good time to stock up on silver - before the coming 
economic collapse. It will be very useful later for bartering, when cash will make great toilet paper. 


The theory of humans being the direct cause of global warming was manufactured to justify the dinosaur Elite 
imposing and collecting “carbon taxes” on the world’s population. To attempt to tax people for simply 
breathing is beyond ridiculous - it’s the ultimate form of mafia-style tyranny (you’re breathing, so give us 
money). What they conveniently overlook is the fact that the Earth goes through warmer and cooler periods 
due to astronomical factors completely on its own [Milankovitch cycles]. In fact, it’s natural for the earth to 
warm up just before an Ice Age (we’re overdue for one anyway). Granted, our burning of wood and “fossil 
fuels” has contributed to a minor degree, but not as much as they would try to make it appear to be. Much 
scientific evidence has been ignored (and even suppressed) to further this agenda. Do your own research, and 
see the facts for what they are. Just say no to oppressive and ignoranus carbon taxes. 


In 2007, the United States Postal Service issued the first of a series of “Forever” stamps, meaning that these 
stamps would allegedly be good for first class postage indefinitely. Considering that postage rates have 
consistently increased since 1932, what would prompt the USPS to issue these at this time? You would 
naturally expect the rates to keep going up in the coming years. Can a Forever stamp purchased today still 
work in ten years? It doesn’t sound likely, given the current rate of inflation. It’s more probable that they 
know something is going to happen soon, like the economy going postal and rates collapsing to mere pennies 
(or more likely being suspended). It will work really well for a 60-cent stamp to mail a letter that only needs a 
nickel. And naturally, they won’t be refunding the excess. What else would you expect? 


Schools in the US are run similarly to prisons, and have even begun to look like them. This helps get the kids 
in line with the mind-control program early. It also conditions them to submit to searches by thugs in 
uniforms. All just part of the total mind-control plan. See it for what it is. 


Ever notice how things that used to be free have gradually begun to cost money in the last couple of decades? 
Ask your dad or grandfather if they ever thought that they would be buying bottled water or paying for air at a 
gas station. Television broadcasts were free until cable came along; now you need a special box to pick up the 
encoded transmissions, or pay exorbitant monthly fees for cable. Ok, some of the channels are great, but who 
needs the Home Shopping Network or a view of a live fishtank 24/7? And there actually used to be people at 
gas stations who would pump your gas for you, wash your windshield, and check your oil. That’s definitely a 
thing of the past. You get less service and the gas costs several times as much. Yeah, that makes sense - ina 
Fascist Fantasyland world that’s controlled by economic parasites. 


Check into something called a personal privacy device (PPD), which transmits at or near GPS frequencies and 
makes the GPS unusable within a region around the PPD. This prevents people and vehicles from being 
tracked within a limited area. They are “illegal” to operate in the US [as if that really makes a difference], but 
not to own. Check around, discreetly. There also might be information on the internet about how the GPS in 
your vehicle might be allegedly made non-operational (sometimes electronic things just simply stop working). 


And speaking of vehicles, control computers have been built into the engines of all of them since 1996. Any of 
these vehicles will be disabled when an electromagnetic pulse (EMP) goes off anywhere within a reasonable 
distance [this would usually be detonated high in the atmosphere, for maximum coverage]. An EMP will fry 
the car’s computer [and any other electronic device in range], making it useless. Also, any car with a small 
antenna on the back of the roof has a built-in GPS tracking system and remote-control radio link - meaning 
that your car could be taken over by this at any time. This is exactly what happened to Michael Hastings in 


2013; look this obvious murder up on the internet. Research needs to be done on how this circuitry might be 
either disabled or spoofed, then posted on the internet for it to be widely used by people that prefer to run 
their own lives. Also, you might want to keep that pre-1996 vehicle running, just to protect yourself. 


Right now, half of all homes in America receive some kind of monetary assistance from the government. This 
can be food stamps, social security, or a government pension. Remember, these can be shut off anytime - they 
want you to be completely dependent on them. This is the basis of control, see it for exactly what it is. 


It’s interesting to note that a significant increase in the amount of vaccinations that children have received 
since the early 1990’s corresponds directly with a dramatic increase in the occurrence of autism. 


Some other Agenda 21 organizations to keep an eye on: the International Council for Environmental 
Initiatives (I.C.L.E.I.), the President’s Council on Sustainable Development, Biodiversity and Wildlands 
Project, UN and US Man and Biosphere Program, Convention on Biological Diversity, the Smart Growth 
Network, International Union for the Conservation of Nature, and the International City/County Management 
Association (ICMA). They’re involved in more than they appear to be. 


Some other things to do research on: the Foreign Sovereign Immunities Act of 1976, the Court Registry 
Investment Fund (CRIS), the amended version of the Trading With the Enemy Act of 1933 [which states that 
every American citizen is an enemy of the Federal Government], the Emergency Banking Act of 1933 [which 
set up a corporation known as the United States, Inc. registered in France and recorded under the Vatican - 
this was when the US was officially bankrupt], and the Department of State Publication 7277 [disarmament of 
the United States].

Fresh, GasLand, Global Financial Meltdown, Grounded, Hidden Agenda, Home, Homeland In-Security, I Am 
Fishhead, I’m Awake, In Lies We Trust, Into the Fire, Invisible Empire, The Marketing of Madness, Matrix of Evil, 
The Myth of Authority, 97% Owned, One Nation Under Siege, Owned & Operated, Psywar, The Rothschild 
Family —- Puppet Masters, Secrets in Plain Sight, Shade, Tapped, TerrorStorm, Theft by Deception, Thrive, United 
We Fall, Wake Up Call, Welcome to Truth, While You Were Sleeping, A World Without Water, and Zeitgeist - to 
name just a few major ones. There are so many videos and movies about 9/11 that they’re impossible to list — 
definitely check them out and entertain a few “wild conspiracy theories”. Youll thank yourself later for 
stretching your mind a bit, and seeing the world and events for what they really are. 


Look seriously into the modern Sovereignty movement. There are ways that the legal system can be used 
against itself, in regard to a Sovereign individual. Don’t do this frivolously, but use it only when your liberty is 
threatened or the law is being unjustly used against you [which will probably be most of the time].

It’s been said that the white plastic tubs and trays (large and small) used by the post office are great for 
storage, keeping tools in, and especially for moving. They’re extremely light and durable plastic. You can get 
them at the USPS back loading dock, just say you need a few for your [fictitious] business and that you'll be 
shipping a lot of packages. They'll be glad to give you as many as you need. Ignore the warning on the side 
that says they’re “not for private use” — duh, it’s simple, just don’t let them know. FedEx has good ones, too. 


The company awarded the contract for cleanup of the World Trade Center rubble was Controlled Demolition, 
Inc. of Phoenix, Maryland. All the steel [evidence] conveniently ended up on a slow boat to China. They were 
also responsible for the similarly-sanitized cleanup of the bombed Alfred T. Murrah Federal Building in 1995. 


Quite a few people are still rightfully concerned about several unanswered points about 9/11: What about the 
$2.3 trillion missing from the Pentagon reported by Donald Rumsfeld the day before the disaster? 
[Interestingly enough, the Accounting Offices of the Pentagon were completely destroyed the next day - just a 
coincidence?] Or the unusually high volume of short sells in airline and insurance stocks in the previous 
week? How did the towers and their contents (people included) get reduced to such fine dust, if all they did 
was just fall down? If Flight 77 really did hit the Pentagon, why was there no engine wreckage? What about 
the $1 billion worth of precious metals stored in the basement of WTC4 that was conveniently missing 
afterward? How could the passport of Satam al-Suqami that was found near the site have miraculously 


survived intact like it did? Why weren’t any military jet fighters scrambled while those four planes flew 
around for 45 to 75 minutes? What about those scorched cars near the towers? If it’s impossible for burning 
jet fuel to produce the molten steel that was found, could the traces of thermite in the rubble be significant? 
Or the reports from fireman of explosions in the towers well after the planes hit? And then there’s Israel’s 
known involvement, not counting those guys in the van. Why were 28 pages redacted from the 9/11 
Commission Report (another great piece of science fiction, just like the Warren Commission Report of 1964)? 
The official story has more holes in it than a golf course. It’s a fantasy they want you to believe, and it’s slowly 
unraveling. As usual, for answers simply determine who would benefit most from it — just follow the money. 
The truth is out there. 


It was amazing luck that the CIA was able to evacuate its secret 25 floor office in WTC7 before it collapsed 
(or as owner Larry Silverstein said, “pulled”) in 10.5 seconds on the afternoon of September 11, 2001. 


David Rockefeller was the person that came up with the idea of the World Trade Center complex. He and his 
brother Nelson (the former governor of New York) commissioned the first designs. 


One other thing about 9/11: how can you explain the worldwide surge in the earth’s magnetic field, as picked 
up by the GOES satellites, about 15 minutes after the first plane hit? Do a little research on that one. 


If you ever check out Google Earth, you'll notice that there are areas that have been intentionally blurred out 
on land, the ocean floor, and even in space. Certain people high up are simply pointing out areas of interest 
where things need to be investigated by resourceful, motivated persons of means. So get creative. 


Ever notice that certain things that used to be optional (like a thumbprint on your driver’s license) always end 
up being mandatory sooner or later? Just part of their mindless attempt at social conditioning. One possible 
upcoming example: there appears to be a large propaganda campaign now to get parents to microchip their 
children. Pets are one thing, but chipping your kids is just handing them over to the New World Order on a 
silver plate. Do you really think that this is the best thing for them? It’s the standard incremental tactic: first 
something is suggested, then it’s optional, then it’s mandatory. Just beat them at their own game, and 
incrementally ease out of their system; chapters 4 and 7 of the previous book have hints on how to do this. 


Did you know that the father of would-be Reagan assassin John Hinckley, Jr. was a rich Texas oilman and 
was a close friend and fundraiser for George H.W. Bush? Small world. This attempt on Reagan’s life was a CIA 
mind-control hit in response to his criticism of the Trilateral Commission’s influence over the Carter 
administration. He said he would investigate this if elected. After the March 30, 1981 attempt on his life, 
Reagan conveniently never mentioned the Trilateral Commission again. It set him straight with The Program.

Fascism, n; A system of government marked by centralization of authority under a dictator, a capitalist economy 
subject to stringent governmental controls, violent suppression of the opposition, and typically a policy of belligerent 
nationalism and racism. 


That’s how The Free Dictionary defines Fascism. Sound familiar? America has been goose-stepping in that 
direction for over a century, and freefalling into it since president Kennedy got a fourth of his head blown off 
over live television on September 22, 1963. And it seems like the madness has been increasing exponentially 
since the three fallen towers of 9/11. The Age of Aquarius is really getting off to a banging start. But 
remember, every birth takes a little pain and struggle to happen - it’s never easy (just ask your mom). This is 
simply a transition from one reality to another, and the dinosaur Elite are reluctant to give up their hold on it. 
They’re so rabid that they will actually destroy human life in an attempt to maintain their illusion of control. 
They’re scared to death of losing their hold on this world, so they’re panicking. And they want us to panic 
along with them like puppets, so they provide all these spectacles and atrocities designed to make us react 
emotionally and lose control - which gives them justification for restricting freedoms with their draconic laws. 
If you don’t play their game, then their ruse doesn’t work. It’s that simple; see their game for what it is, 
and don’t fall for it. Governments, cops, and politicians lie on a daily basis. These short-sighted dupes think 
that this is the only way to get the job done: with deception, obfuscation, deceit and trickery. Don’t believe 
anything they say - period. Know that what they’re saying is always false, and do the exact opposite. They’re 
directly working against your best interest, and haven’t earned your trust or support in any way. 


Empires typically have a lifespan of around 250 years, or nearly ten generations. They tend to have seven 
stages that they go through along the way: exploration, conquest, commerce, intellectual, affluence, 
decadence, and decline.

It’s easiest to control people through fear. That’s the main weapon the dinosaur Elite have in use these days 
[fortunately, this can work both ways]. Add to that an artificial scarcity of products, continual media hype of 
natural [and manufactured] disasters, more military personnel intentionally visible on the streets, plus other 
continual insanity and you have a world soupbowl that’s simmering on the edge of disaster. One good spark 
could easily set it off. But not if you see through their staged production and don’t play by their script. It’s all 
just a bad movie to get you to do stupid things and keep them controlling you. Resistance is the best way to 
deprive these fossils of their victory. Fight them to your last breath, then spit in their faces. 


Most people are incredulous to the idea of a worldwide conspiracy to control the world. They'll say it simply 
isn’t possible to actually do it. Maybe to an average (or less-than-average) mind that’s true. But too many 
coincidences can definitely reveal a trend, or an agenda. Do some research, decide for yourself, then act on it. 


Shine a flashlight on a group of cockroaches and they scatter. That’s the analogy that this book is based on: 
expose all the evil these psychopaths are doing throughout the world, and bring their deeds to the attention of 
society. Let public outrage determine the course of action. Change through political legislation won’t fix 
things, because the Congress and the White House are nicely bought and paid for. They’re all in the back 
pocket of Big Business and special-interest groups. And a replay of the American Revolution isn’t exactly the 
preferred method, either. As fun as it might be to line some suits and pigs up against a wall, it would force a 
widespread armed response by the feds - along with nationwide martial law. That’s exactly what they’re 
planning on anyway by militarizing all the local police forces and stocking up on weapons and ammunition. 
Nothing says that a few select assholes can’t have some “accidents” along the way, but as an overall policy it 
just won't really fly over the long haul - you’re completely outgunned. That being said, it may be eventually 
forced onto the country by panicking dinosaur Elites or insane leaders (think Dr. Strangelove). So be it. Sun 
Tsu said to never fight a battle you can’t win. But if you’re forced to fight, incorporate the successful 
techniques of the 34 Century Roman General Quintus Fabius Maximus: never confront a more powerful 
enemy directly, but defeat them gradually through a series of small hit-and-run battles. Wear them down

Ok, so you succeeded in tearing down the New World Order. Wall Street is now a bombed-out pile 
of rubble, left intact as a monument (and warning) for future generations. So is Washington, DC - 
after it was pillaged and mini-nuked. The remains of state capitols and federal buildings have 
been bulldozed and scenic parks built in their place. All the huge exploitative corporations were 
selectively obliterated - there wasn’t enough left of Monsanto or Nestlé to put in a Roach Motel. 
Every banker that didn’t take a flying leap out of a penthouse window ended up in some obscure 
prison hellhole, or worse. Special cells were constructed at the abandoned illegal Guantanimo 
facility for the British “royal” family, most corporate CEO’s and national presidents, George Bush 
(junior and senior), George Soros, ex-Lord Jacob Rothschild, and a few other select psychopathic 
despots (Dick Cheney had an unfortunate hunting mishap). Many of the guests there had totally 
random “accidents” like excessive laxatives in their food, anvils dropping on them Roadrunner- 
style, or waterboarding malfunctions. It couldn’t happen to nicer people. All the enormous wealth 
was seized from these dinosaur Elite criminals [around $2 quadrillion| and used for general 
repairs, new construction, and worldwide technological updating; while the surplus netted 
everyone on the planet a cool check for $125 million each. Now $10 million is considered the new 
planetary poverty level, but without the manipulative control of the now-evaporated Federal 
Reserve and World Bank.

Historically, it seems that people have always been more concerned with the idea of tearing down 
an obviously-flawed system, rather than what actually happens once you do that (this happened 
during the Sixties). The problem is to rebuild society into something that can actually function 
properly for the majority of the people (face it, you'll never please everyone), is reasonably adaptive 
to changing social conditions, and can’t be turned against its citizens later on. 


Here are some suggestions for rebuilding society now that the dinosaur Elite are steaming 
wormfood. After centuries of ignorance, exploitation, violence, and completely unnecessary human 
misery, it’s time for all of humanity to get its shit together [for once] and work toward a common 
future that includes hope for every person on the planet. Everything we need is right here, and 
now’s the perfect opportunity to get it done right. So just roll up your sleeves and do it. 





Chapter 1 — Government 


“T would rather be exposed to the inconveniencies attending too 
much liberty than those attending too small a degree of it.” 
- Thomas Jefferson 


One question you always heard in high school civics class was: “If there wasn’t any government, 
wouldn’t society fall completely apart?” Well, as usual, that’s just what they want you to believe. 
Most people of reasonable quality are conscientious, law-abiding citizens with an innate sense of 
civic responsibility; and, given the opportunity, would work toward a decent and fair society 
without being forced or coerced. They know what needs to be done, and they do it. It’s called 
integrity. Before the Great Purge, this was an endangered species almost to the point of 
nonexistence, especially within the Gen-Xers and Millennials. They simply have no concept of it. 


Ultimate authority rests with the individual, and it always has. Someone else controls you only 
because you allow them to. Either you want them to make decisions for you, or you're afraid of 
what they'll do to you if you don’t submit to their tyranny. This is the basic concept of all 
governments: the voluntary giving away of your power, and subservience to what gives the 
appearance of being a higher power at the moment. It’s the [il]legal basis of the concept called 
“authority”. Once you sign it away, that’s it; you have no recourse. They own you. The human race 
has been continually tricked into this trap for thousands of years, and it’s resulted in disaster 
every time. Every single government that has ever existed inevitably grows out of control and 
enslaves its people — no exceptions. It’s just one of the weaknesses of human nature. So how do 
you get around this self-destructive character flaw of Homo sapiens? This is where the integrity 
thing comes in. It takes self-discipline, hard work, vigilance and dedication to a cause to make a 
system like this work. Responsible, conscientious citizens simply won’t allow it to get out of hand. 


In this system, the people are the government, and the hierarchy of authority goes like: 


individual 
family unit/ clan 
village/ town/ city 
township/ county 
state/ province 
country 


Note that this is totally inverted to how it was before the Great Purge. An individual is the ultimate 
authority in themself, but not superceding any other person. A family and/or clan can decide 
what is best for them, by consensus of all the individuals in it. This is in respect to their personal 
possessions, property, business or whatever. A community can determine how to run itself by 
asking the households that comprise it. Townships or counties would receive guidance from the 
communities that are within it. Particular states or provinces would vote on state-specific issues 
(like commerce and resources) through its counties and townships. And ultimately, a country’s 
trade and social policies would be determined by recommendations from its states. Nothing lower 
on the hierarchy can override anything above it; and conversely, nothing high on the hierarchy 
can directly control anything below it - only through majority consensus within that level. 
Individuals, families and clans make the rules for running their own communities, which are 
contained in the counties that steer the states, which then determine the policy for the country in 
regard to other countries. It’s individualism that’s leaning more toward isolationism, and definitely 
away from globalism. It also lets countries determine their own destinies, instead of being 
economically blackmailed into being exploited by a bank or another country. And, if individual 
countries want to enter into agreements with other countries, that’s fine, too. 


Notice that this system does away with things like national and state Congresses; they were totally 
corrupt and prone to graft and waste anyway. Laws are made completely through the hierarchical 
structure just described, by individual voting. The offices of president, governors, and mayors are 


unpaid positions in this system — with no real direct power. They simply represent and set the tone 
for the country, state, or city that elected them and perform their respective social and political 
dealings: just rock stars in suits with perfect hair doing PR. The real power rests with the people, 
as it should. Any worthwhile ideas or useful suggestions these officials have can be voted on by 
the people as they see fit, and they stay in their position as long as they’re doing their job well. 


Also notice that this concept involves (and requires) direct participation from every individual - no 
more apathetic slacking. Everyone has a say in how things are run, as part of their civic duty. The 
overall system concept is straightforward, but there would be a lot of details to work out on the 
actual physical implementation and everyday operation of it. Just a few examples: How does a 
person do their voting or make suggestions; by internet, video conferencing, or something yet to 
be invented? What about connection security to prevent tampering or fraud? How can a person 
originate a bill for law? Many more questions will present themselves as the nuts-and-bolts of the 
system are developed and bugs worked out. But this would be the best way to insure maximum 
participation in the political process. Also, as the 2000 and 2016 elections have shown, the 
electoral college is totally political, and therefore is an inefficient method of high-office election; 
plus, by virtue of its method, doesn’t accurately reflect the will of the people anyway. 


There also needs to be certain checks and balances built into this system as well, to insure that 
no one entity can manipulate or bully another one. This will apply from the individual down to the 
national level. Two features mentioned in the introduction were adaptability and ultimate integrity 
of the system. Giving the system the ability to adapt to changing social conditions is a necessary 
thing. Suppose someone figures out a better system, or the planetary population wants to do it all 
a different way? Also, insuring that the system can’t be used to enslave the people again is 
extremely important. Both these issues need to be addressed and incorporated into the basic 
heart of any documents and laws that determine the operation of the system - and make it 
unchangeable and unsubvertible, except by consensus. 


Make no mistake, all this is a huge undertaking; and will require thousands of man-hours of work 
to accomplish. But it needs to be done right the first time, not some half-assed token attempt. The 
Founding Fathers burned a lot of midnight oil to produce the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution, and these worked very well for nearly a couple of centuries until it was treasonously 
subverted by the now-extinct dinosaur Elite. 


The lesson history teaches us is that government [or more precisely, the misuse of it] is directly 
responsible for a significant amount of past oppression and misery on this planet (religion is an 
easy second, but more about that in chapter 5). 


The native Americans had a governmental concept very similar to this [until it was supplanted by 
“democracy” in the 19th century] and it functioned quite well for them. This method is mostly a 
21st century update of that system, with the internet and global communications making it more 
accessible to everyone on the planet. Actually, this is the first time in human history when a 
system of this magnitude could actually be feasible and possible. Ultimately, it’s just common 
sense that the proper way to run a country is to directly ask the people exactly what they want. 
That’s the proper interpretation of “consent of the governed” in the Constitution. Except now 
they’re governing themselves, which is the natural way it should be.

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Chapter 2 — Society 


“Learn how to see. Realize that everything connects to everything else.”

As long as everything has been totally disrupted by the Great Purge, we might as well take this 
time to clean up a few things in society along with it. First thing, stop this nonsense of having an 
excessive number of laws. Come on, what does a moderate-sized city need with 15,000 laws on 
the books? Before the Purge, the only thing these laws really did was generate money for bankrupt 
municipalities by stealing it from the people through tickets and fines - essentially a bully taking 
your lunch money at school. But now, since everybody’s shared all the dinosaur Elite’s seized 
money reserves, that policy is both outdated and irrelevant (like government itself). As far as laws 
go, start with the basics: don’t harm or kill people, or mess with their stuff, and stay off their 
property. Naturally, there will need to be some laws in place to deal with people that do step over 
the line of decency, for whatever reason. As usual, ask the people what they want - the will of the 
majority determines the policy. Otherwise, simply use common sense when dealing with everyone, 
and essentially treat them like you want to be treated yourself. The rest is just details. A good way 
to deal with people in general is: Do no harm, but take no shit. 


Communities need to determine by consensus how they want to deal with a person who is unable 
or unwilling to go along with the basic rules or social policies of that community. Different people 
will have different methods. A lot of this will have to be worked out along with the stuff in chapter 
1, and will be covered more in chapter 8. 


Another thing that needs a little work in society is marriage. By the end of the 20 century, over 
half of all marriages ended in divorce - walk down that aisle and you’re just flipping a coin. The 
main problem here were all the spoiled brats that didn’t take the whole arrangement seriously. 
Divorce was way too easy, so you never had to really commit seriously to anybody. The whole 
system basically seems to need an overhaul. First off, ask the people. Some communities will need 
the security of strict, religious adherence to monogamous marriage, while others will enjoy the 
flexibility of free love, polygamy, polyandry, or even polyamory. One would like to think that 
humanity has evolved enough to not have a problem with that kind of a choice. And then there’s 
always the children to consider that will most likely result from any arrangement. What’s best for 
them? Local customs and mores will determine this, and help provide the appropriate social 
support network for the family. It does take a village to raise a child properly. 


Pre-Purge society really had way too many hangups on sexual behavior. Most of this came directly 
from religious influence and/or parents’ inability to adequately discuss the subject with their 
children. Looking at it historically and ethnographically, these hangups seem to be directly 
proportional to the complexity of the society. In other words, the so-called “primitive” societies 
seemed to be freer from the problems plaguing the more advanced ones. With the Purge having 
devastated everything across the board, the complexity thing is no longer a problem and we can 
objectively examine the core issues. Just analyze the basics of human sexual behavior: men need 
sex, women need love. In case you’ve never really admitted it to yourself, that’s simply the way 
things are. The gals are just looking for the right guy to build their life around in a nurturing and 
stable living arrangement, who will then help them produce children [usually in that order]; while 
the guys are mostly concerned with sexual activity and doing personally fulfilling things like 
hobbies and work-related stuff [usually in that order as well]. Generally, men need to roam and 
women need to nest — that’s exactly how we’re genetically hardwired in our respective DNA. Doing 
things that are biologically unnatural will eventually lead to problems one way or another 
(psychologically or physically). These basic facts directly cause the majority of conflict between 
men and women today, and have for millennia. You would think that we could eventually get it all 
together, but unrealistic expectations and possessiveness always seem to prevent that. This is 
going to require a bit of effort from everyone, but we can probably work it out. 


While we’re on the subject, there’s one other thing that definitely needed cleaning up in the world: 
the global sex trade. Most of us from the middle-class American suburbs had absolutely no 
concept of the extent of this in the early 21st century. Millions of women and girls were sexually 
exploited around the world daily. Essentially kept in servitude slavery, they were prostituted, 
beaten, trafficked, mutilated, and subjected to unimaginable horrors on a daily basis. Many were 
forced to perform in pornographic movies and interactive on-demand internet beatings, with some 
being eventually murdered in “snuff”-type films. Others had to work in the phone-sex industry or 
strip clubs merely to survive. The huge sex-tourism industry in Asia (particularly Southeast Asia) 
was an outgrowth of military prostitution after World War IJ, and was originally used to service 
American military bases. All this mess existed [and was encouraged] with the support of the 
economic, social, and political policies of the dinosaur Elite’s World Bank and the World Trade 
Organization. It also wouldn’t have existed if there wasn’t a basic demand; but it was still a waste 
of resources that could have been incorporated more efficiently. 


A good deal of the Pre-Purge violence in men would seem to have been caused primarily by stress 
from sexual frustration. Males that regularly have fulfilling sexual activity (along with a little 
variety) tend to be a lot mellower and easy-going than they would otherwise. Put another way: 
society runs a lot smoother if guys get laid sufficiently. Just saying. But women’s needs should be 
addressed along with this as well - somewhat of a conundrum. Unfortunately, it really doesn’t 
seem that one person can fulfill all of another person’s needs; it’s not always practical or realistic, 
and usually impossible. Granted, it does work occasionally, and that’s fine; but it’s generally an 
exception to the rule. Everyone knows a few couples that seem to be perfect soulmates, or have 
been together for 30 or 40 years. It actually can happen. To accomplish this, maybe couples just 
need to try harder, do more compromising, and swallow a bit more pride individually. Also, women 
need to realize (and appreciate) the huge sacrifice of freedom that a man makes just to be 
monogamous. Guess it all depends on whether you think it’s all worth it: the choice is always 
between security or freedom. Do what works best for you, and not what someone thinks or tells 
you is best. Whatever floats your own boat and you feel comfortable with. Otherwise, don’t do it. 


As far as gender identity and sexual preference goes, a person should be what they feel like being, 
or what they feel they are. Just don’t go completely overboard on it, okP Do your own thing, but 
not everybody needs to hear about it or be inconvenienced by it. And when people start making 
unreasonable demands on other people (for whatever reason), that’s where the line gets drawn. 
Respect their choices, and they’ll respect yours. That’s the way it works, and keeps things running 
smoothly. Everybody’s special, so no one is special in particular. We’re all truly equal now. 


It’s only natural for people to want to associate with others similar to themselves; in appearance, 
disposition, interests, and attitudes. There’s nothing wrong with that. It’s good to be exposed to 
other points of view, but not at your personal expense or detriment. You should keep an open 
mind about things in general while preserving your own integrity and personality. There’s no 
purpose in hanging around assholes that continually harass and denigrate you, it’s an 
unproductive waste of your time - and they’re not worth it anyway. But they may be worth it to 
other assholes; which is fine, as long as they stay out of your face. It’s not necessary (or possible) 
to like absolutely everyone. Why should you? You're free to like, dislike, even hate whoever you 
please [nobody can tell you what to think, except you]. Just keep it to yourself and act civil toward 
each other, and that’s sufficient socially. You can’t [and shouldn’t] try to force totally incompatible 
people to associate with one another, that’s just basically wrong (integration proved that in the 
Sixties and Seventies). Humans have always formed various neighborhoods of like-minded people, 
and they always will. As time goes on, people will probably tend to form communities that are 
more homogenous; this is natural, desirable, and efficient overall. Everyone can have their space, 
there’s plenty of room to do this now. So let it flow where it does - it’s a good thing. 


Based on observation, it would appear that certain types and groups of people seem to be 
especially prone to hateful and violent behavior. You know who you are. This isn’t acceptable now 
and will not be tolerated any more. Do a human being harm and be prepared to be dealt with 


appropriately. Pre-Purge society was seething with overt hatred and confrontational madness, a 
direct result of dinosaur Elite meddling and psychological influence through the media. These 
mistakes won’t be repeated, that would be a giant step backwards into the insanity of the past. 


One relic to forget is that ignorant and mindless “political correctness” bullshit; this was simply 
dinosaur Elite mind-control programming. That’s history now. Attempting to control people’s 
thoughts and speech won’t be tolerated either, that’s just a step away from the 1984 concept of 
thoughtcrime. Narrow-minded terms like “motivationally deficient” [lazy], “economically challenged” 
[poor or broke], “living impaired” [dead] and dozens more useless terms have no function or 
relevancy now. Plus they just simply sound stupid, and make a person appear to be a dilettante 
dweeb. Call things exactly what they are, and not some diluted (and deluded) ass-kissing fantasy 
archaism. Get enlightened, and think for yourself. George Carlin had some great thoughts on this. 


And speaking of mind control, one major hemorrhoid that also got eradicated during the Purge 
was the mainstream media. The six MSM mega-conglomerate corporate headquarters are just 
dusty piles of rubble now, along with most of their subsidiaries. But television, radio, and filming 
facilities were spared, they'll still be useful — but no more of those propaganda-laden excuses for 
television shows and movies will be produced. The offensive CEOs and dumbass personalities of 
Fake News were confined to various secure mental-health facilities, and now they have some very 
unusual roommates that are straight out of Suicide Squad and Arkham Asylum. How appropriate. 


The participation of people mentioned in chapter 1 can directly apply to towns and cities. It would 
be everyone’s civic duty to do some work for their community every month, depending on their 
individual talents or specialty; like building repair, accounting, raking leaves, secretarial, painting, 
or landscaping. And it would be immensely more effective than the lowly-motivated city repair 
crews that used to [more or less] fix things. Almost anything would be. With this system, people 
could actually have genuine civic pride in where they live, plus this would eliminate outdated 
concepts like taxes and fines. A town meeting every month could determine what needs to be done 
and to delegate who to do it. All local problems could be resolved in these meetings, and future 
actions discussed. Everybody’s there; all you need to do is talk about it and then fix it. 


Pre-Purge society was an absolutely insane mess. A lot of stressed-out, hateful people frantically 
wandering around in life looking for the American Dream that was always just around the corner 
— but consistently out of reach; while using alcohol or medication to dull the pain for a while. The 
dinosaur Elite had everybody running on their own little hamster treadmill, chasing after that 
carrot-on-a-stick dangling in front of them; all the while nicely distracted with everyday worries so 
they wouldn’t see just how pathetic their lives really were. Groceries cost more every year; you 
worked longer hours, but always seemed to take home less.

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Chapter 3 — Money

planet. All this wealth was funneled into dozens of smaller banks; owned chiefly by the 
Rothschilds, Windsors, Rockefellers, Morgans, and a few other rich families; to be converted into 
tangible assets like property or businesses for the dinosaur Elite. This group of bankers, and their 
predecessors before them, were directly responsible for every war, financial panic, recession and 
depression this country has endured since it began. Millions had suffered due to their actions. 


Well, that cozy little racket is over. All those predatory banks are nicely lying in rubble now, and 
their ill-gotten gain has been seized and redistributed worldwide to their previous victims. Every 
last one of those suited monetary miscreants are in custody with a cellmate nicknamed Bubba.

Naturally, these 
banks will be on a tight leash, and their activities closely monitored so they don’t get out of hand, 
like their exploitative forerunners. That insane mess will not be happening again. 


With everyone reasonably prosperous now, the pursuit of money no longer has any meaning or 
purpose. People can focus on what really matters in life, instead of the superficial [and artificial] 
appearance of wealth or the illusion of status. With no poverty or greed around, any remaining 
psychopaths in the world are out of a job and about as useful as a ferris wheel in a cemetery. 





Chapter 4 —- Food & Water 


“If more of us valued food and cheer and song 
above hoarded gold, it would be a merrier world.”

Food is one of the basic requirements for life on this planet, the others being water, air, and (for 
most organisms) light. This is why, before the Great Purge, the dinosaur Elite tried to monopolize 
and dominate as many of these resources as possible: control resources and you control people. 
Fortunately, this megalomaniacal insanity was derailed by the world’s population waking up to 
this sinister plot and overthrowing their enslavers - and even having a little fun doing it. 


The Big Agriculture farming methods used in the late-20t century promoted soil erosion and 
depletion from overproduction and reliance on herbicides and pesticides. Insects would eventually 
grow resistant to the pesticides used, so stronger ones were developed to destroy them. These 
were nasty chemical concoctions that would seep down through the soil and into the underground 
water table and contaminate it, as well as the food itself. These chemicals were also mutagenic 
and teratogenic, causing an unknown number of birth defects, spontaneous abortions, and cases 
of cancer [plus heaven knows what else] in millions of people worldwide. Enormous amounts of 
fertilizer had to be used on the soil to counter the induced depletion. But this was a catch-22 and 
only succeeded in making the soil worse, so the farmers had to keep using more fertilizer to 
maintain yields. All this threw the soil completely out of balance as far as pH, chemical 
composition, and microorganisms were concerned. The resulting food grown in this sub-standard 
matrix was lacking in nutrition and directly detrimental to the consumer. 


But for what it lacked in quality, the food production countered in quantity. Yet, with all these 
megatons of food produced globally, millions of people still went to bed hungry every night. This 
insane and unnecessary disparity was directly caused by greed, through both the agribusiness 
megacorporations and the world’s banking system that implemented the policies decided by the 
dinosaur Elite’s exclusive think tanks. It was said that somewhere between a fourth and a third of 
all food that went to consumers in first world countries would not be eaten and eventually be 
wasted. Doesn’t sound like a very efficient way of doing things, does it? 


The largest and most destructive agricultural conglomerate before the Purge was Monsanto. Their 
products caused an unbelievable amount of destruction on this planet: mostly the previously 
mentioned birth defects and cancer from pesticides and genetically-modified organisms (GMOs). 
They were continually involved in lawsuits due to their products. A truly despicable company. On 
an unoccupied Sunday during the Purge, hundreds of drones had “catastrophic malfunctions” 
and cauterized the Monsanto corporate headquarters in St. Louis, Missouri and all the Monsanto 
branch offices worldwide; their subsidiary offices were left untouched. Angry mobs then rounded 
up all the company’s executives, locked them in the St. Louis jail, and fed them GMO popcorn and 
unprocessed tap water until they puked their guts out. They were then ceremoniously dragged 
behind tractors through streets of cheering crowds. Any survivors of this received sponge baths 
with RoundUp to eventually put them out of their misery. Some hung on for days, screaming. 


Another detrimental company, Nestlé had been buying up water resources worldwide, bottling it, 
then reselling at a gargantuan [several million percent] profit. Some water was simply stolen: 
from the San Bernardino National Forest in California, Lake Michigan, and British Columbia, 
Canada — during a [manufactured] drought, no less. They also profited from child trafficking and 
slave labor on the Ivory Coast of Africa with their cocoa. So it’s amazing how 116 other drones had 
similar “malfunctions” and leveled the Nestlé corporate headquarters in Vevey, Switzerland and all 
115 global branch offices on that same Sunday. Guess shit just happens. The executives were 
then tracked down and waterboarded for several days with their own various brands of bottled 
water (apparently marketing research to determine which one worked best), then they reportedly 
“jumped” into a huge vat of boiling chocolate. Truly unfortunate suicides. 


Out in the rural areas, the Purge took on a whole new level of entertainment with all the assorted 
farm machinery available for cutting, chopping, grinding, and harvesting. These implements were 
creatively used on any sniveling collaborators from the other agribusinesses and Big Banks that 
helped to destroy the rural American way of life. For a brief period, these became Thunderdome- 
style extravaganzas at the state and county fairgrounds, and folks would even drive in from 
nearby states just to attend. The ex-executives’ Mercedes and BMWs were insanely driven around 
in a demolition derby at a local high school football field, then ceremoniously blown to bits - got to 
put all that obsolete fertilizer and fuel oil to use somehow. Then the previous owners faced each 
other in gladiator-style combat, provided they survived being dragged through the streets first or 
weren't simply tossed into a tree grinder feet first. Families would bring a picnic lunch and enjoy 
the all-day festivities. Granted, all this was a bit barbaric, but a necessary catharsis after decades 
of exploitation where thousands of farmers lost their multi-generational farms, along with their life 
savings (and occasional sanity). There are times when justice simply needs to be served on those 
who have mercilessly victimized unfortunate farmers and their families. 


It goes without saying that food needs to be healthy, retain its nutrition, and be reasonably free of 
toxins and contaminants. The best way to accomplish this is through basic organic farming 
methods. Chemical herbicides aren’t needed on healthy soil, you plant companion plants along 
with the basic crops; or simply pull up weeds manually - it’s healthy, good exercise, and puts 
people to work. And pesticides aren’t necessary either, because many companion plants help 
control insect pests and encourage the primary ones. You can also add beneficial insects like 
ladybugs, praying mantis egg cases and trichogramma wasps. Instead of fertilizers, test the soil 
and determine what minerals it needs, and just give it what it requires (like ground-up egg shells 
for calcium or fireplace ashes for potassium). Growing certain legumes restores the nitrogen 
content of soil, and so will animal manures. All this will help to maintain the proper amount and 
type of fungi and microorganisms, which are very important. There are also many different non- 
destructive ways to restore the chemical balance and productivity of the soil in a safe and natural 
way. You'll feel better about it, and so will the Earth. 


With the Big Agribusiness parasites out of the way, the planet’s soil can be much more productive 
worldwide; meaning that more people can grow the food they need locally, freeing them from 
dependence [and exploitation] from others. And with the earth being more healthy in general, the 
chances of [manufactured] droughts are greatly reduced. They still will happen occasionally, but 
not like they have the last century or so [like the Dust Bowl]. Also, with the dinosaur Elite 
parasites gone as well, global food distribution networks can be formed to insure that nobody has 
to go hungry from greed or exploitation any more. Everyone can have the food and water they 
require to live a full, rich life; and they can focus more on the quality of that life - as they should. 





Chapter 5 — Health & Healing

A person’s health is one of the more important things that they own - it’s the key to a long and 
happy life. Forget all the houses, cars, stock portfolio and the boat; without your health you’re no 
better off than some dog doo on the sidewalk. If you feel good, you’re obviously more productive 
and fulfilled as a human being. Isn’t that really the bottom line? 


The pre-Purge allopathic medical-pharmaceutical-complex was a network of hospitals and clinics 
staffed by doctors and nurses that were brainwashed by Rockefeller-funded medical universities 
and dedicated to keeping the population essentially unhealthy to justify their own existence. They 
mostly treated symptoms instead of finding the true cause of the problem. They also prescribed far 
too much medication, especially in the psychiatric field, so it’s little wonder that society was in the 
condition it was: out of shape, overmedicated, and stressed-out big time. 


This medical cabal had also suppressed many types of alternative healing technologies that could 
have cured the majority of cancer patients in the last century. The works of Dr. Royal Raymond 
Rife and Dr. Wilhelm Reich were condemned by the AMA, and their equipment was destroyed. Dr. 
Reich was even imprisoned [he died there] and his books were burned (yes, in America — look it up 
yourself). This is shameful treatment for two conscientious scientists that only wanted to help 
improve people’s health — but their work and their lives were destroyed because of the AMA’s greed 
and power. If the work of these two heroes were developed and utilized to the proper degree, the 
majority of cancer deaths would be eliminated.

Ok, there are instances where allopathic techniques are indicated: certain 
surgeries and organ transplants, tooth extractions, broken bone setting, and other emergency 
procedures. But most of what’s left can be fixed by holistic methods. Destructive procedures like 
root canals and chemotherapy need healthy replacements. Same with inefficient, authoritarian 
health plans that take [lots of] your money and don’t give you much for it. Teach doctors the 
proper way to heal patients. The dental industry could use a little updating and overhaul, as well. 


Alternative medicine needs to have the freedom to be practiced, if that’s what the patient prefers. 
Good holistic practices like accupuncture, biofeedback, bodywork, chiropractic, chromotherapy, 
homeopathy, kinesiology, massage, meditation, Reiki, or yoga have a definite place in the healing 
process. So does herbal medicine and nutritional therapy. Even things out on the edge like crystal 
healing, iridology, and visualization are known to help in certain instances. The human body is 
very adaptable, and with the right assistance can heal itself - keep an open mind to possibilities. 





Chapter 6 — Spirituality

Spirituality should be a part of everybody’s life, in whatever desired degree. It helps maintain a 
sense of inner balance and provides purpose in the Big Picture of life. With the pre-Purge society 
being so complex and time-consuming, most people were unable to even take the time and 
cultivate any kind of spiritual life at all. This was an unfortunate loss. 


Most of the conventional religions [like Christianity, Islam and Judaism] were monotheistic and 
quite frankly self-righteous. Even the various denominations within each of these thought they 
were the only true religion and preached that any other way was wrong (or even blasphemous), 
which encouraged intolerance, hatred and occasional violence against others deemed to be 
unenlightened. This is totally contrary to the original teachings of the alleged originators of these 
philosophies. Duh. It just shows how something like this can be absolutely perverted into an 
instrument of simplistic mind control and resulting social disruption. Despite all these inherent 
flaws, many people found comfort and necessary direction in life from these religions. For sure, 
human beings have always had an amazing capacity for rationalization [take as a prime example, 
spousal abuse: “But he loves me...”, she says with a black eye and a split lip]. 


Earth spirituality was most likely the earliest form of anything resembling religion. When humans 
were just beginning to develop sentience and awareness as a species, it would be totally 
reasonable to have an awe and reverence for most things within nature itself: mountains, lakes, 
rivers, trees, plants, and all living things encountered. Astronomical phenomena would support 
and augment this view. The daily travel of the sun in the sky, the month created by the moon, and 
the changing seasons would establish a long-term cyclical rhythm to the world and help create the 
concept of time. The universe is a wondrous collection of objects that interact in a rational and 
predictable manner; whether that’s the result of some scientific mathematical laws of physics or 
intelligent design by an almighty deity is something you get to decide for yourself [maybe it’s a 
little of both?]. Either way, don’t lose your sense of wonder — it keeps you young at heart. 


One method that people have utilized for millennia to assist in spiritual enlightenment is 
alteration of consciousness. This can be accomplished by fasting, enduring strenuous physical 
tasks, or drumming and trance dancing (like at Burning Man). These were performed as part of 
highly organized social rituals, and required strict adherence to protocol. In earlier tribal societies, 
a shaman would initiate and guide these sessions for divination or healing someone in the tribe. 
Transcendental meditation is an ancient method of both consciousness alteration and general 
relaxation. Works great and you can do it anywhere that’s reasonably quiet. Same for yoga and 
holotropic breathwork. 


Chemically-assisted spirituality is a concept passed down from antiquity. The Elysian Mysteries of 
ancient Greece, medieval witches “flying” on their broomsticks, Siberian shamans ingesting 
Amanita mushrooms, and the Native American vision quest are prime historic examples. Again, 
these were seriously-performed rituals, and not just frivolous recreational pursuits. 


The late author Terence McKenna suggested that psychoactive plants (specifically hallucinogenic 
mushrooms) were most likely responsible for (or contributed significantly to) early Homo sapiens’ 
development of language and religion. Since these fungi directly affect portions of the brain 
involved in those particular conceptual and motor functions, Terence might definitely have been 
on to something. Usage of magic mushrooms would have given the hominid partakers an 
evolutionary advantage, which they then passed on to their descendents [in other words, us]. 


Psychedelics, utilized properly, have greatly assisted many people in meditation, introspection, 
healing, and personal growth. But let it be stated here for the record: psychedelics aren’t for 


everyone. They’re powerful chemicals that need to be used thoughtfully and with reverence. 
They’re a tool, and should be treated accordingly. A good analogy is a saw: you can use it to build 
wonderful things, but you can just as easily lose a finger or two if you don’t pay attention to its 
proper handling or operation. It all depends on how you use it, either in a proper way or a reckless 
one. Just be responsible and well-informed to avoid problems. 


One major reason that psychedelics were attacked and suppressed like they were during the 20 
century was the simple fact that they have the ability to help a person see things around them for 
what they really are: social games, hypocrisy, manipulation, and staged events. These revelations 
have been known to become very clear to many who ingest these chemicals in a thoughtful and 
sacred manner. So, naturally, those in power who are creating these situations to manipulate or 
control you obviously don’t want you to peek behind the veil and see what they’re doing — because 
then you'll stop playing their game, and they won’t benefit from your money or the fruits of your 
labors that they steal from you. Your enlightenment is their loss; and all the more reason to do it. 


The use of these sacraments [and those yet to come in the future] should be available to all who 
seek them, but not forced onto those who don’t wish (or see a need) to use them. It’s a personal 
choice determined by one’s values and lifestyle. Making living plants that grow naturally out of the 
Earth to be “illegal” is both ridiculous and dangerous to individual freedom [where does it stop?]. 
The outdated “War on Drugs” proved that so very well. What’s needed now after the Purge is to 
insure that this kind of ignorant insanity won’t happen again. Just say know. 


Religions, like governments, always have a way of growing more powerful with time - and 
eventually getting out of control [research the Vatican sometime]. And control is the key work here. 
Any time you have people that are blindly following orders without questioning them, it’s a recipe 
for disaster. Whether it’s some charismatic dictator or some tele-evangelist with Ace Ventura hair, 
both will try to manipulate you in some way. And it will never be in your best interest, guaranteed. 
Sometimes the line between religion and cult is a fine one. Just stay sharp, question everything, 
and see situations for what they really are. The New World Order’s gone now, but humans are 
basically the same. Just keep an eye on them and you'll be ok. 


People have the absolute freedom to pursue any type of spirituality they please, as long as nobody 
is annoyed, inconvenienced or harmed by their practice of it. There’s plenty of room on this planet 
for everyone to set up their very own religion-of-the-month anywhere they want. Conceivably, 
there could be scattered communes (and even entire communities) based around particular 
religions or lines of spiritual thought. So go ahead and give each one of them a whirl, you'll never 
know which flavor you like until you try them all. Sun worshipping, dudeism, est, hollow earth, 
Church of the SubGenius, vril, Falun Gong (if you like your organs being sold), Raélism, Church 
of Euthanasia, or alien angels — there’s definitely something for everyone. Just stay away from the 
ones that have a flying saucer following a passing comet or serve you Kool-Aid in the jungle.

National Geographic has been touring schools around the country these days with a fascinating 
exhibit called “New World Order: The Insane Delusions of the Past’, featuring a few weird dinosaur 
Elite relics like the New York Stock Exchange gavel, a large golden Rothschild nose-hair trimmer, 
some crusty Illuminati sacrificial knives, and a well-worn leather S & M outfit allegedly from some 
Bush crime family member. But showcasing this is the late David Rockefeller himself, stuffed by a 
taxidermist and propped up in his wheelchair with a lap full of money bags. When not on tour, ol’ 
Dave’s stored in the restroom of a dilapidated Chevron gas station in Cleveland and serves as a 
towel rack and condom dispenser. Looks like the old fart’s finally doing something useful. 


Talent in children needs to be recognized and nurtured, not stifled or medicated into mediocrity. 
Innovations in society don’t come from the substandard, but from the gifted. That’s how progress 
works. Children need to be taught what they will need later in life, as productive adults in society. 
They need to be learning practical skills, both mental and physical, that can be used to make the 
world a better place for everyone.

Chapter 8 — Legal & Security 


“The first thing we do, let’s kill all the lawyers.” 
- William Shakespeare, Henry VI 


The general legal system before the Purge was an unbelievably chaotic nightmare. Corruption, 
bribery, extortion and frivolous lawsuits contributed to a wasteful quagmire that took its toll in 
human lives and economic misery. As mentioned in the first book in this series, the so-called 
criminal justice system was run by criminals and had very little to do with justice. If you had the 
money or were some kind of celebrity, you could essentially get away with anything (ask OJ).

With all this, the very concept of “justice” was so disgustingly perverted that it 
essentially had no meaning; especially to those who were supposedly entrusted to administered it. 


Most of the police were surly, megalomanic thugs that needed to be taken out behind their pigpen 
and bitch-slapped repeatedly until they cried like little girls - just to show them what they were 
really made of without their little tin badge and the Village People Halloween costume. These 
cowards always seemed to rely on threats and violence to attempt giving themselves the illusion of 
importance. As it turned out, most of the worst cops involved with police brutality, corruption, 
and abuse of their position were rounded up by the combined efforts of the National Guard, local 
militias, hooded ninjas, and the military during the Great Purge and confined to several high- 
security prisons (those resisting were simply dispatched).

Like the 
cops, they had flagrantly disregarded due process and the law in general, plus consistently 
betraying the public’s trust in them, but they did it for money and blatantly wrecked millions of 
people’s lives. This required a more public and participatory form of retribution. Most of these 
sharks ended up being dragged wildly through the streets (apparently a very popular activity just 
after the Purge) and then thrown screaming into raging bonfires after a nice gasoline shower using 
a wire brush. Now that’s stellar entertainment. Court adjourned. 


Prisons were dangerous, insane places that would regularly produce more (and better) criminals, 
which then helped sustain a prison-industrial-complex that brutalized and exploited victims like 
cattle. Plus, a significant portion of those incarcerated were simply there for non-violent drug 
offenses and unjustly put in with genuinely violent criminals, something that made no sense 
whatsoever to a rational person. Fortunately, most of those prisons were converted into “special” 
condominiums for any surviving bankers, corrupt congressmen, pedophile priests, and serial 
killers - along with others of the criminally insane. Anyone coming in wearing a suit was assured 
to get a bunkmate that was a low-IQ, grossly overweight child rapist; and lights went out early. 
Any sadistic prison guards that managed to avoid the initial conflagration were tracked down and 
dropped alive into portable sausage grinders (some more slowly than others) to end up as dog and 
cat food — there’s really a practical use for every irredeemable piece of garbage out there.

For cops, 
they seemed to be the most practical and level-headed of law enforcement. Most of them were 
actually upstanding and decent members of their communities, except maybe for the stereotypical 
small-town pot-bellied redneck sheriff. They also weren’t necessarily the “shoot first, ask 
questions later” type like most of the other criminals in uniforms were. As usual, consensus will 
determine exactly how much power these persons and their deputies will have, and the rules of 
conduct they will follow. There will definitely be some things to work out on this arrangement. 


Along with this will be needed some kind of justice system to deal with those that don’t play by the 
rules of society. As mentioned in chapter 2, there will inevitably be people who step over the line 
at some point, and there will need to be mechanisms in place to deal with that inevitability. The 
main thing is to make it efficient and fair, two things it definitely wasn’t before the Purge. 


Another thing that needed to be severely cleaned up was the insane cult of global intelligence. 
These busybodies had invaded the privacy of every person on the planet on a regular basis, and 
were a continual hazard to the same. That kind of improper behavior won’t be tolerated any more. 
Fortunately, the head was cut off the snake with the cauterization of Washington, DC. The rest of 
the world’s intelligence agencies (Interpol, MI6 and Mossad) met the same fate during the Purge, 
saving society from yet another life-threatening cancerous affliction. After decades of political 
meddling, narcotics trafficking, money laundering, mind-control projects, and the scores of 
assassinations worldwide, good riddance to those psychopathic vermin.
